Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Galleries’  Sister  Cities  exhibit  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall,  Twisted 
Sisters,  has  been  extended  through  the  end  of  January.  He  announced  that  Cece  Carpio,  formerly  of  La 
Pena,  had  joined  the  staff  as  Interim  Galleries  Manager  after  the  resignation  of  Galleries  Manager  Aimee 

Le  Due. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  media  preview  of  public  art  at  San  Francisco  Airport’s  Terminal  3;  this 
includes  new  site-specific  artworks  by  Merge  Conceptual  Design  and  Eric  Staller,  as  well  as  pieces  from 
the  Civic  Art  Collection  that  have  been  reinstalled.  Among  these  is  Jay  DeFeo’s  Masquerade  in  Black, 
which  the  Commission  recently  loaned  for  a major  retrospective  that  traveled  from  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  of  Modem  Art  to  the  Whitney  Museum  in  New  York.  Mr.  DeCaigny  praised  Public  Art  Program 
Director  Susan  Pontious,  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies,  and  other  Public  Art  staff  for  their 
work  on  this  project.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the  terminal  would  be  open  for  “friends  and  family  day” 
on  Saturday,  January  25,  with  a reception  and  dedication. 

Turning  to  the  nonprofit  affordability  issue,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  he  has  been  appointed  to  a City 
task  force  investigating  potential  solutions  for  increases  in  nonprofit  rental  rates,  for  family  and  social 
service  organizations  as  well  as  arts  organizations.  He  and  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  have 
been  researching  the  historical  responses  to  the  spike  in  1999-2000,  including  an  allocation  of  some 
$2.5  million  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He  added  that  the  committee  expects  to  make  its 
recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  time  to  incorporate  them  into  the 
budget. 

President  Beltran  requested  input  from  Commissioners  involved  with  nonprofits,  noting  that  rent 
increases  of  perhaps  40%  drive  out  many  long-term,  well-respected  endeavors.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  increased  Cultural  Equity  funding  by  $190,000  in  the 
current  year,  and  this  was  a great  help  to  the  arts  community. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  City  is  now  working  on  two-year  budgets  to  allow 
better  planning.  The  Arts  Commission’s  budget  submission  is  due  to  the  Mayor’s  Office  on  February  21, 
and  he  explained  that  he  will  present  it  to  the  full  Commission  for  its  review  on  February  3,  after  an 
in-depth  review  by  the  Executive  Committee  on  January  27. 

In  response  to  a question  about  rents,  President  Beltran  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  California’s 
Ellis  Act  addresses  only  residential  properties,  and  commercial  (and  nonprofit)  rents  can  be  raised  with 
30  days’  notice  unless  a lease  says  otherwise;  the  Mayor  and  some  of  the  local  legislators  are  seeking  to 
reform  state  law  regarding  the  Ellis  Act. 

Finally,  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  Jay  DeFeo  work  had  to  be  carefully  sited  because  it  is  sensitive 
to  light,  and  the  architects  found  a very  good  location  for  it.  She  added  that  the  piece  was  in  pristine 
condition  when  it  was  temporarily  deinstalled  and  remains  so. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

5.  Consent  Calendar 

Commissioner  Ordenana  recused  himself  from  voting  on  item  7,  the  Individual  Artist  Commissions, 
because  one  of  the  grantees,  Sean  Dorsey,  rents  space  from  his  employer,  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay 
Bisexual  Transgender  Community  Center.  In  response  to  a question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  if  a 
Commissioner  has  had  a financial  relationship  with  a party  within  the  last  two  years,  that  is  generally 
grounds  for  recusal. 

There  was  no  public  comment.  President  Beltran  called  for  a vote  on  all  of  the  Consent  Calendar  except 
for  item  7 regarding  Individual  Artist  Commissions.

Mr.  DeCaigny  pointed  out  that  the  increase  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  budget  was  evident  in  this  action;  for  the  first  time  in  several 
years,  the  Commission  was  able  to  fully  fund  the  grants  as  requested,  instead  of  the  80%  level  in 
past  years. 

6.  Draft  2014-2019  Strategic  Plan 

Mr.  DeCaigny  introduced  consultant  Joan  Chaplick,  who  reviewed  the  draft  strategic  plan.  She  reported 
on  the  work  done  to  date,  including  interviews,  focus  groups,  surveys  and  town  hall  meetings.  She 
presented  the  mission,  vision  and  goal  statements  as  revised  in  November  and  December  by  the  steering 
committee  which  included  staff  and  Commissioners. 

Ms.  Chaplick  discussed  the  survey,  which  was  intended  to  reach  members  of  the  broader  San  Francisco 
public;  it  was  distributed  both  online  and  on  paper,  in  English,  Spanish  and  Chinese,  with  specific 
efforts  to  reach  a broad  cross-section  of  the  community.  She  also  discussed  the  two  town  hall  meetings, 
held  on  Wednesday  evening,  December  4 and  Saturday  morning,  December  14,  attended  by  over  160 
people  in  total. 

She  reviewed  highlights  of  the  findings;  one  that  surprised  the  team  was  that  in  response  to  the  question 
about  their  favorite  places  to  find  art,  several  people  named  whole  neighborhoods,  including  North 
Beach,  the  Mission,  and  the  Excelsior.

Ms.  Chaplick  added  that  the  town  hall  format  was  very  well  received,  and  she  had  high  praise  for 
Commissioner  Shelby,  who  opened  each  of  the  meetings  with  a brief  solo  performance.  Ms.  Chaplick 
thought  he  set  a wonderful  tone  and  reminded  participants  what  the  conversation  was  really  about. 

She  explained  that  the  consultant  team  had  set  up  live  polling  at  both  town  hall  meetings,  and  she 
reviewed  some  of  those  results.  She  explained  that  after  reviewing  the  plan,  Mr.  DeCaigny  opened  up  the 
floor  for  questions  and  answers;  Ms.  Chaplick  thought  this  a bold  and  authentic  gesture,  and  Mr. 
DeCaigny  tried  to  respond  to  most  of  the  questions,  providing  a lot  of  information.  She  added  that 
several  pages  of  detail  will  appear  in  the  final  summary  report  and  requested  that  Commissioners 
contact  her  if  there  are  specific  areas  of  interest  on  which  they  would  like  more  detail  in  that  summary. 

Ms.  Chaplick  was  pleased  that  the  discussion  had  a very  civil  tone,  and  there  was  some  interest  in 
holding  an  annual  town  hall,  or  perhaps  devoting  one  Commission  meeting  each  year  to  a more  general 
policy  discussion. 

Commissioner  Collins  reported  that  he  attended  the  December  14  town  hall,  and  he  admired  how  clearly 
Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  the  opportunities  and  challenges  facing  the  agency,  adding  that  there  is  huge 
good  will  in  the  community  for  the  Arts  Commission  that  is  not  always  recognized. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  agreed  that  the  town  halls  were  a highlight,  with  warm  and  civil  discussion,  focused  on 
solutions.  He  was  impressed  with  how  many  people  took  the  invitation  seriously,  coming  forward  with 
their  ideas.  He  thought  San  Francisco  was  fortunate  to  have  so  many  people  passionate  about  the  arts, 
and  he  liked  the  recommendation  for  an  annual  event  like  this,  a forum  for  public  engagement  on  policy 
questions  beyond  the  regular  day-to-day  business  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Collins  added  that  he  thought  the  Commission  and  staff  came  in  without  a clear  agenda, 
and  that  all  the  outreach,  the  survey  and  the  town  halls  helped  to  shape  a better  understanding  of  what 
the  public  wants,  and  how  the  Commission  can  shape  that  into  coherent  policies.  He  praised  the 
transparency  of  the  process. 

Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  he  had  attended  the  December  4 town  hall  at  the  Main  Library,  and 
he  echoed  the  comment  about  transparency,  calling  this  plan  community-focused  rather  than  top-down. 
President  Beltran  praised  Mr.  DeCaigny  for  setting  a collaborative  tone,  so  that  the  public  felt  invited 
into  the  process  and  wanted  to  step  up  and  help  the  Commission  perform  its  mission  for  them. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  Ms.  Chaplick  and  began  a review  the  draft  plan,  pointing  out  changes  from  the 
earlier  draft,  including  an  increased  focus  on  individual  artists.  He  asked  for  the  Commission’s 
comments,  and  for  approval  of  the  plan  at  this  draft  stage  before  committing  staff  time  and  resources  to 
a detailed  work  plan,  which  he  planned  to  bring  to  the  Commission  in  February.  He  added  that  this  will 
be  a working  document  which  will  be  frequently  revisited  to  see  how  it  is  being  implemented,  and 
whether  changes  are  needed. 

Commissioners  wanted  to  emphasize  arts  education  and  the  economic  impact  of  the  arts  in  the  plan. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  agreed  to  keep  these  priorities  in  mind  in  determining  specific  goals  and  plans  for 
working  with  other  City  agencies. 

President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment. 

Public  Comment: 

Marsha  Kimmel  said  that  she  had  held  one  of  the  early  jobs  through  CETA,  a federal  program  based  on  a 
model  initiated  in  San  Francisco  that  spread  throughout  the  country  through  the  Carter  administration. 
She  said  that  the  situation  looks  worse  now,  and  she  would  love  to  have  input  on  artists  and  education. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that  continuing  public  engagement  was  important,  and  that  in  addition  to 
Commission  meetings,  including  the  possible  initiation  of  an  annual  policy-focused  meeting,  staff  was 
looking  at  other  ways  to  engage  people  on  more  specific  topics.  He  pointed  out  that  Commission 
meetings,  because  of  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  law,  called  for  a standard  three  minutes  of  public 
comment  for  any  speakers,  and  do  not  really  allow  for  a more  generative  and  informal  conversation.  He

added  that  the  Arts  Commission’s  e-newsletter  and  social  media  were  important  vehicles  for  keeping  up 
with  the  agency’s  activities  and  events. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  specific  policy  issues  are  often  heard  in  Committee  meetings,  and  at  the 
January  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  meeting,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  Hydra  Mendoza,  the  Mayor’s  Education  Advisor,  are  invited  for  a discussion  on  the  Public 
Education  Enrichment  Fund  (“PEEF”). 

In  regard  to  a question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  survey  respondents  who  identified  themselves  as 
artists  were  not  asked  about  their  artistic  discipline. 


Neil  MacLean  of  the  Ohlone  Profiles  Project  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  process,  which  he  said 
opened  a lot  of  dialogue.  He  appreciated  the  support  from  the  Arts  in  Communities:  Innovative 
Partnerships  grants  to  work  with  the  existing  Ohlone  tribe  on  a photo  project.  He  hoped  to  be  much 
more  engaged  with  the  Commission  over  the  coming  years. 

Anthony  Sul  of  the  Coastal  Ohlone  community  reminded  the  Commission  that  there  was  no  Native 
American  cultural  center,  and  so  the  Native  community  came  to  this  meeting  to  participate  and 
represent  themselves.  He  urged  the  Commission  to  choose  carefully  before  supporting  any  group  or 
“tribe”  so  that  checks  and  balances,  and  transparency,  are  in  place,  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  past 
problems. 

Paula  Datesh  said  that  she  had  personally  come  to  speak  at  meetings  and  submitted  documents.  She 
said  that  some  of  the  Committee  meeting  minutes  were  not  posted. 


There  was  no  further  public  comment.  President  Beltran  called  for  a vote,  and  the  motion  was  approved 
as  follows. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  0106-14-033:  Motion  to  approve  draft  2014-2019  strategic  plan. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  the  Commission  and  pledged  to  bring  a more  fleshed-out  plan  in  February,  along 
with  the  budget. 


7.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1.  President  Beltran  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  did  not  meet  in  December. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the 

Committee  had  had  a light  agenda  with  only  two  projects  in  December.  She  reported  that 
the  Committee  was  generally  pleased  with  the  San  Francisco  Airport  project,  although 
they  recommended  additional  design  work  for  the  roof,  since  it  is  so  visible  from  the  air. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  reviewed  a project  at  Glen  Park,  renovations  of  a 
complex  of  severely  dilapidated  buildings  to  accommodate  some  new  functions.  She 
reported  that  Special  Projects  Director  and  Civic  Design  Review  Program  Manager  Jill 
Manton  reported  on  the  Van  Ness  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (“BRT”)  master  plan.  Because 
recommendations  from  the  City’s  Historic  Preservation  Commission  sometimes  fail  to 
align  with  recommendations  of  the  Arts  Commission’s  Civic  Design  Review  Committee, 
Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  City  colleagues  to  streamline  the  process  to  provide  clear 
direction  to  project  design  teams.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  he  and  Ms.  Manton  had  met 
with  Planning  Director  John  Rahaim  and  Planning  staff  on  this  question,  and  they  have 
agreed  to  have  Planning  staff  participate  in  the  monthly  Civic  Design  working  sessions. 
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Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  some  concern  about  structures  being  inappropriately 
declared  “historic”  just  because  they  are  over  50  years  old. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Collins  reiterated  that  Ms. 
Mendoza  would  be  attending  the  Committee’s  next  meeting,  and  he  encouraged  anyone 
interested  to  participate.  He  added  that  the  Public  Education  Enrichment  Fund  (“PEEF”) 
would  be  on  the  ballot  in  November  and  it  was  important  for  the  public  to  understand  its 
impact. 

He  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  grants  approved  in  this  Consent  Calendar, 
the  review  panel  for  3rd  on  Third,  and  the  ongoing  concern  about  space  affordability.  He 
reported  that  the  Committee  saw  a very  interesting  presentation  on  the  Sights  and  Sounds 
of  Bayview,  and  that  Community  Arts  and  Education  staff  were  very  enthusiastic  about 
the  project. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  besides  fully  funding  Individual  Artist  Commissions,  the  funds 
for  Creative  Space  Grants  were  also  increased.  These  funds  allow  organizations  to  make 
much-needed  renovations  or  plans  to  maintain  their  facilities  and  keep  them  fully 
functional.  He  noted  that  the  cost  of  renovations  has  risen  along  with  rents,  making  the 
Creative  Space  Grants  even  more  important. 


(The  following  item  was  taken  out  of  order,  after  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  report.) 
Commissioner  Collins  presented  the  following  motion.  There  was  no  public  comment,  and 
it  was  approved  as  follows.

4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  there  was  no  meeting  in  December,  and  that  the 
Committee  would  meet  again  on  Wednesday,  January  8. 

Public  Comment: 

Paula  Datesh  said  that  she  had  gone  to  the  Street  Artists  office  41  times,  that  each  time,  a 
sign  was  posted  saying  the  office  was  closed.  She  made  several  complaints  about  the  Street 
Artists  Program  Director. 

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Sklar  praised  Public  Art  staff  for  their  work  during  the  past  year.  She 
reported  on  several  projects  reviewed  by  the  Committee,  including  a bust  of  Adolph  Sutro 
added  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection  as  a gift  to  the  City,  a temporary  mural  on  the  Warfield 
Building,  and  a conceptual  proposal  for  a two-mile-long  LED  sculpture  on  Market  Street, 
contingent  upon  community  input.  Commissioner  Keehn  thought  this  was  an  interesting 
idea,  but  the  budget  and  presentation  needed  further  work. 

Commissioner  Sklar  thanked  Commissioners  for  serving  on  the  many  review  panels  over 
the  past  year. 

Vice  President  Schnair  asked  about  including  links  to  images  of  artworks  with  the  full 
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Commission  agenda.  Mr.  DeCaigny  pointed  out  that  there  were  links  to  the  original 
Committee  agendas,  and  explained  that  he  was  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney’s 
office  on  this  question.  He  said  that  there  was  a question  whether  a single  image  extracted 
from  a longer  presentation  was  an  appropriate  representation  upon  which  the 
Commission  should  rely.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  almost  everything  presented  to  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  was  in  digital  form,  and  those  documents  were  posted  as 
attachments  to  the  Committee’s  agenda. 

8.  Public  Comment 

Robert  Davis  expressed  concerns  about  a Bayview  grant  recently  awarded.  He  said  that  both  panels  had 
been  held  during  the  day  and  this  was  not  good  for  the  general  public.  He  said  that  there  was  some 
problem  with  the  panelists,  and  that  there  should  have  been  some  “regular”  residents  included  who 
were  not  employed  by  the  City  or  by  the  nonprofit  agencies.  He  had  questions  about  the  budget, 
wondering  why  $45,000  was  left  after  three  events,  and  why  a 3%  contingency  fee  was  included  in  a 
grant  written  by  the  Bayview  Opera  House.  He  said  there  was  a requirement  to  hire  professionals  for 
advertising  and  marketing,  and  this  was  not  done,  and  he  questioned  the  source  of  funding  for  the  Arts 
Commission  staff  person. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that  the  3rd  on  Third  program  would  be  discussed  in  detail  at  the  next  Community 
Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  meeting  on  January  14,  when  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  will  be  present. 


Paula  Datesh  said  that  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  should  be  required  to  attend  the 
full  Arts  Commission  meetings  to  hear  what  people  say,  and  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  is  separate 
from  the  Arts  Commission. 


There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

9.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

President  Beltran  congratulated  Commissioner  Silverman  on  her  new  gallery.  Commissioner  Silverman 
invited  everyone  to  the  gallery,  opening  on  January  16.  She  announced  Fog  Design  + Art,  a new 
incarnation  of  the  Fogfair,  at  Fort  Mason  from  January  14  through  January  19.  Commissioner  Chew 
added  that  Commissioner  Silverman  had  been  named  by  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  as  one  of  the  Bay 
Area’s  “People  to  Watch  in  2014.” 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

10.  Adjournment 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:50  p.m.

3.  President’s  Report 

President  Beltran  noted  that  she  would  have  to  leave  the  meeting  early,  and  that  Vice  President 
Schnair  would  chair  the  meeting  upon  her  departure. 

Explaining  that  most  of  what  she  would  have  discussed  would  be  covered  by  the  Director’s  Report, 
and  by  the  discussions  of  the  budget  and  the  strategic  plan,  President  Beltran  made  no  report. 

She  added  that  she  was  still  confirming  Committee  assignments,  and  hoped  to  announce  them  soon. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

4.  Director’s  Report 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  showed  photographs  of  the  recently-completed  “cool  roof’  on  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center  for  Latino  Arts.  He  thanked  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  for  its  support. 

He  reported  that  he  is  meeting  with  a group  of  City  staff  and  nonprofit  arts  organization 
representatives  to  address  nonprofit  affordability;  they  expect  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Mayor’s  office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  late  March  or  early  April. 

He  reported  on  a grant  submitted,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts’ 
“Our  Town”  program,  for  a project  with  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust  (“CAST”)  to  help 
secure  facilities  over  the  long  term  for  arts  uses. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  has  sought  the  Arts 
Commission’s  expertise  in  public  art  to  partner  with  them  on  administering  the  island’s  public  art 
program.  He  added  that  they  are  open  to  interpreting  “public  art”  broadly,  to  include  temporary  and 
permanent  works,  as  well  as  performance,  and  possibly  establishing  studio  spaces. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  also  announced  the  free  WritersCorps  event  on  February  20  at  the  Contemporary 
Jewish  Museum,  a reading  by  WritersCorps  youth  and  teachers. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  showed  video  of  the  installation  of  the  sixteen-foot-tall,  6,000-pound  artwork  by  artist 
Shimon  Attie  recently  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the  Public  Safety  Building. 

Finally,  Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  Arts  Education  Program  Manager  position  recently 
vacated  by  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  has  been  posted  on  the 
City’s  website,  and  he  hopes  to  see  it  filled  by  spring.  President  Beltran  added  that  this  was  a key 
position,  as  the  strategic  plan  shows  that  arts  education  is  a primary  role  for  the  Commission. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

5.  Consent  Calendar 

Items  1 and  3,  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  minutes,  were  withdrawn. 

Regarding  item  14,  approval  of  grants  panelists,  Commissioner  Ordenana  disclosed  for  the  record 
that  one  of  them,  Allison  Sparks,  is  a member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  his  employer,  the  Lesbian 
Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Community  Center.  He  explained  that,  on  advice  from  the  City  Attorney’s 
office,  this  was  not  a conflict  and  he  was  not  required  to  recuse  himself.

waiver,  consistent  with  state  and  local  laws. 

6.  Arts  Commission  FY  2014-2015  and  2015-2016  Draft  Budget 

Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  this  was  essentially  the  same  presentation  made  to  the  Executive 
Committee  by  Deputy  Director  and  Chief  Financial  Officer  Rebekah  Krell. 

Ms.  Krell  noted  that  there  were  some  updates  to  the  spreadsheet  based  on  recommendations  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  She  reviewed  her  memo  and  the  budget  for  the  Commission. 

In  response  to  questions,  Ms.  Krell  explained  that  the  City’s  labor  contracts  are  open  for 
renegotiation  over  the  next  several  months,  and  labor  is  a significant  amount  of  the  City’s  budget. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  in  the  current  year,  the  Mayor  had  fully  funded  the  Public  Education  and 
Enrichment  Fund;  he  was  proposing  to  fully  fund  it  again  in  the  Fiscal  Year  2014-2015  budget.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  explained  that  part  of  this  funding  was  dedicated  to  arts  education. 

Ms.  Krell  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  submit  this  proposed  budget  to  the  Mayor’s 
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office  on  February  21,  the  Mayor  would  submit  the  overall  City  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
June  1,  where  it  would  be  reviewed  in  committee  and  by  the  budget  analyst,  and  the  Board  would 
vote  on  the  final  budget  in  July,  and  submit  it  to  the  Mayor  for  his  signature. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  3:30. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  Citywide  fees,  including  the  Street  Artists  fee,  were  slated  to  increase 
with  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (“CPI”).  While  the  program  is  required  to  be  self-funded,  Arts 
Commission  staff  worked  with  the  Mayor’s  office  last  year  to  supplement  the  program’s  budget  from 
the  General  Fund,  to  allow  a more  gradual  fee  increase. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  0203-14-059:  Motion  to  approve  proposed  Fiscal  Year  2014-2015  and 
2015-2016  Arts  Commission  budget. 

7.  Draft  2014-2019  Strategic  Plan 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reviewed  the  final  draft  of  the  strategic  plan,  incorporating  changes  suggested  by  the 
Commission  at  its  prior  review  of  the  document.  These  included  a more  explicit  reference  to  the 
contribution  of  the  arts  to  San  Francisco’s  economy. 

He  pointed  out  the  completion  of  the  section  on  implementation  of  goals,  including  resources, 
accountability  and  timelines,  adding  that  the  responsible  person  named  for  each  was  not  necessarily 
doing  all  of  the  work  on  that  goal,  but  was  accountable  for  leading  the  staff  effort  on  that  objective. 

He  proposed  quarterly  review  of  the  plan’s  implementation  with  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
semiannual  review  with  the  full  Commission.  In  response  to  questions  about  the  committee 
structure,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  Commission’s  legal  mandates  make  it  difficult  to  envision 
significant  changes  there,  although  certainly  two  Committees  might  hold  ad  hoc  joint  meetings,  or 
Committee  chairs  might  work  more  closely  together. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the  policy  discussions  on  specific  issues  largely  take  place  within  the 
Committees,  and  can  be  brought  to  the  full  Commission  as  needed.  The  new  proposal  is  to  have, 
twice  a year,  a standing  review  of  the  plan  as  a whole,  to  consider  adding  or  changing  goals. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  0203-14-060:  Motion  to  approve  draft  2014-2019  strategic  plan. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  everyone  involved  in  the  planning  process,  including  Commissioners,  staff, 
the  consulting  team  and  community  stakeholders,  as  well  as  the  William  and  Flora  Hewlett 
Foundation  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  for  funding. 

8.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  President  Beltran,  Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee 
discussed  the  budget,  and  found  the  staff  reports  very  helpful. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee 
reviewed  several  projects,  including  Fire  Station  16,  a plaza  and  arts  space  in  Dogpatch,  and 
several  groundwater  supply  well  stations.  In  reviewing  the  Alamo  Square  restrooms,  the 
Committee  discussed  the  sometimes  competing  directives  of  the  Civic  Design  Review 
Committee  and  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  he  is  working  with  staff  and  the  Committee  to  clearly  list  and 
number  any  contingencies  or  changes  requested  by  the  Committee,  in  hopes  that  this  will 
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better  guide  future  review  of  the  project.  Commissioner  Chow  agreed  that  this  would  be  really 
helpful,  since  projects  sometimes  take  years  to  move  to  final  approval. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Collins  reported  that  the  Committee 
reviewed  the  panelists  approved  in  the  Consent  Calendar  above,  and  had  presentations  from 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District’s  Deputy  Superintendent  Myong  Leigh  and  the  Mayor’s 
Education  Advisor,  Hydra  Mendoza,  on  the  pending  sunset  of  legislation  for  the  Public 
Education  Enrichment  Fund  (“PEEF”)  and  the  Children’s  Fund.  Reauthorizations  of  both  will 
be  on  the  ballot  in  November,  and  Mr.  Leigh  and  Ms.  Mendoza  wanted  the  Committee  to 
understand  their  impact. 

Commissioner  Stryker  hoped  that  the  Commission  would  pay  close  attention  to  the  issue  over 
the  coming  months. 

Public  Comment: 

Jessica  Mele,  of  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance,  and  Executive  Director  of  Performing  Arts 
Workshop,  spoke  about  the  importance  of  these  funds,  and  she  cited  a list  of 
recommendations  from  the  San  Francisco  Alliance  for  Arts  Education  for  the  PEEF 
legislation. 

Todd  Berman,  of  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance,  said  that  he  has  worked  for  fifteen  years  in  the 
schools  as  a de  facto  artist  in  residence.  He  wanted  to  underscore  the  importance  of  PEEF  and 
of  the  role  of  the  arts  in  education,  and  to  support  the  recommendations  cited  by  Ms.  Mele. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

Commissioners  added  that  the  Committee  discussed  transforming  the  emphasis  on  “STEM,” 
or  Science,  Technology,  Engineering  and  Mathematics,  to  “STEAM”  by  adding  Arts. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  Commissioner  Melania  asked  him  to  keep  the  Commission  and 
the  public  informed  on  the  draft  legislation. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  wished  everyone  gung  hay  fat  choy,  a Happy  New  Year  of  the  Horse.  He 
reported  that  there  were  about  sixty  additional  temporary  selling  spaces  over  the  holiday 
selling  season,  and  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  lottery,  as  indicated  in  the  Consent 
Calendar  above. 

Public  Comment: 

Paula  Datesh  said  that  she  works  in  the  street,  that  there  were  no  additional  spaces  at  Harvey 
Milk  Plaza,  that  the  temporary  spaces  were  obstructed  by  construction  barricades,  and  that 
they  were  not  for  the  full  season.  She  said  that  some  prime  areas  between  Post  and  Geary  were 
permanently  lost  after  merchants  got  an  injunction  some  years  ago. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Sklar,  Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  this  will  be  an 
exciting  year  for  public  art.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  several  projects, 
including  artworks  by  Shimon  Attie,  Mark  Brest  Van  Kempen,  Ben  Trautman  and  others; 
upcoming  panels  will  soon  choose  finalists  for  several  other  projects.  She  added  that  the 
Bayview  Gateway  is  a big  opportunity,  and  reiterated  that  the  Commission  will  be  responsible 
for  a lot  of  really  great  art  completed  later  this  year  and  early  next  year. 
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She  presented  the  following  motion;  there  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was 
approved  as  follows. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  020314  061:  Motion  to  approve  the  following  arts  professionals  as 
potential  panelists  for  artist  selection  panels:  Jenny  Gheith,  Assistant  Curator  of  Painting  and 
Sculpture,  SFMOMA;  Stephanie  Syjuco,  Artist;  and  Patricia  Watts,  Founder/West  Coast 
Curator,  ecoartspace. 

9.  Public  Comment 

Paula  Datesh  said  that  the  item  regarding  veterans’  Street  Artists  fee  waivers  should  have  been  heard 
by  the  Street  Artists  Committee  before  going  to  the  Executive  Committee.  She  said  that  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance  Task  Force  had  recently  ruled  against  the  Arts  Commission  and  accused  Arts  Commission 
staff  of  slander  and  lying.  She  said  that  she  was  not  here  to  police  the  Arts  Commission,  and  that 
people  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  understand  what  the  Commission  was  doing. 

Magdalena  Blackmer  spoke  as  a private  individual,  and  not  in  her  capacity  as  a board  member  of  the 
Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  (“MCCLA”).  She  was  glad  to  hear  the  Commission  taking 
notice  of  gentrification  and  its  impact.  Although  she  was  too  young  to  remember  what  happened  in 
the  Fillmore,  she  saw  the  City  putting  money  into  recreating  what  had  been  there,  and  wanted  the 
Commission  to  act  to  prevent  the  same  kind  of  thing  from  happening  again  in  the  Mission,  and  to 
keep  places  like  MCCLA  viable.  She  suggested  that  some  of  the  tech  companies  want  to  give  back  and 
invest. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reiterated  that  he  and  staff  are  working  with  the  Mayor’s  office  and  the  City 
Administrator,  who  is  overseeing  the  community  benefit  agreements  with  the  tech  companies.  He 
and  City  staff  are  also  working  to  encourage  individual  tech  entrepreneurs  and  employees  to  use  their 
emerging  wealth  to  support  existing  arts  organizations.  He  pledged  to  continue  to  report  on  this  issue 
to  both  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  and  to  the  full  Commission.  Vice 
President  Schnair  added  that  the  Commission  is  very  much  aware  of  the  concerns  and  committed  to 
doing  what  it  can. 

Sululagi  Palega  said  he  was  interested  in  neighborhood  arts  programs  for  children  and  young  adults. 
He  talked  about  the  accomplishments  of  Ann  Phelan,  Ray  Taliaferro  and  Ernie  Rivera,  and  said  that 
the  area  below  Potrero  Hill  didn’t  get  enough  attention. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

10.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Vice  President  Schnair  announced  the  retirement  of  longtime  SOMArts  Director  of  Technical 
Services  Ernest  Rivera.  She  read  his  biography,  noting  his  43-plus  years  of  service,  and  his  role  in 
providing  scaffolding,  sound,  lighting,  stage  construction  and  more  for  countless  events  and  art 
projects. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  Director  Kary  Schulman  praised  his  decades  of  service,  calling  him  a first 
responder  for  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.  She  presented  a proclamation  from  Mayor  Lee,  each  of 
whose  clauses  was  read  by  a different  person:  Vice  President  Schnair,  Mr.  DeCaigny,  Community 
Arts  and  Education  staff  Judy  Nemzoff  and  Robynn  Takayama,  and  members  of  the  arts  community. 

Mr.  Rivera  expressed  his  thanks,  and  noted  that  his  next  big  project  was  the  Chinese  New  Year 
Parade  on  February  15.  He  acknowledged  Elio  Benvenuto,  Steve  Goldstine,  Jack  Davis  and  others  as 
mentors  and  colleagues  from  whom  he  learned  a lot.  He  said  that  what  they  gave  to  him,  he  now 
gives  to  young  people,  continuing  the  thread. 

Many  people  spoke  in  praise  of  Mr.  Rivera  and  his  work  for  a variety  of  organizations  and  events  over 
the  years,  of  his  role  as  mentor  and  teacher,  of  their  respect  and  affection  for  him,  and  of  all  they’ve 
learned  from  him,  personally  and  professionally,  including  Sululagi  Palega,  Stephen  Goldstine,  Mary 
Molly  Mullaney,  Sam  Ahtye,  Kristin  Leimkuhler,  Michael  Ohta,  Dion  Guzman,  Rene  Yanez  and 
Jennie  Rodriguez.  Several  of  the  speakers  mentioned  the  pivotal  role  of  the  CETA  program. 
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Ms.  Rodriguez  announced  the  open  house  at  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  on  February  15, 
and  invited  everyone. 

Commissioner  Keehn  announced  the  unveiling  of  her  collaboration  with  Brian  Goggin,  And  My 
Room  Still  Rocks  Like  a Boat  on  the  Sea  Caruso’s  Dream,  on  February  23,  and  Vice  President 
Schnair  announced  a performance  by  her  son’s  alt-rock  band,  Kiven,  on  February  20. 

Finally,  Vice  President  Schnair  announced  a reception  for  Mr.  Rivera  immediately  following  this 
meeting. 

11.  Adjournment 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:56  p.m.,  in  honor  of  Ernest  Rivera.

3.  President’s  Report 

President  Beltran  noted  that  she  would  have  to  leave  the  meeting  early,  and  that  Vice 
President  Schnair  would  chair  the  meeting  upon  her  departure.  She  reported  that  the 
Executive  Committee  had  met,  and  she  had  no  further  report. 
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There  was  no  public  comment. 


4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  partnered  with  Art  in  Action, 
celebrating  women  artists  in  March. 

He  announced  the  groundbreaking  at  the  War  Memorial  on  Thursday,  March  20  at  noon, 
and  the  groundbreaking  at  Bayview  Opera  House  on  Wednesday,  March  12  at  9:30,  with 
the  Mayor  and  Supervisor  Cohen. 

He  reported  on  the  dedication  of  a new  illuminated  mural,  Bayview  Rise,  at  Pier  92, 
created  by  artist  team  Haddad  Drugan  with  Port  funding  and  Arts  Commission  project 
management.  The  project,  visible  from  Highway  280,  has  received  critical  praise. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reminded  Commissioners  that  the  Statement  of  Economic  Interests  (Form 
700)  is  due  on  April  1,  and  must  now  be  filed  online.  He  also  reminded  Commissioners 
about  the  requirement  to  file  the  Sunshine  Declaration  by  April  1 , and  to  file  a 
Declaration  of  Ethics  Training  every  two  years.  He  noted  that  the  Sunshine  and  Ethics 
training  requirements  were  satisfied  by  the  in-person  training  recently  conducted  at 
Nourse  Auditorium,  or  could  be  satisfied  by  watching  the  training  online  on  the  City 
Attorney’s  website. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  nonprofit  displacement  working  group,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  Supervisor  Jane  Kim  to  identify  ways  to  mitigate  rising  real  estate  costs 
affecting  San  Francisco’s  nonprofit  sector,  including  the  arts  as  well  as  health  and  social 
services,  has  been  meeting  with  constituents.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  now 
identified  $4,515  million  to  implement  the  working  group’s  recommendations,  due  in 
early  April.  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  working  group  is  looking  across  the  city  for 
successful  models,  pointing  out  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust  (“CAST”)  as  an 
example  of  private  philanthropy  investments  in  the  Central  Market  area. 

Public  Comment: 

Peter  Warfield  of  Library  Users  Association  said  that  he  wondered  whether  the  nonprofit 
displacement  working  group  was  considering  the  root  causes,  including  the  influx  of  tech 
companies  and  the  Mayor’s  tax  breaks  for  them,  which  increase  pressure  and  demand  on 
housing  and  space. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  the  working  group  was  focused  on  nonprofits  rather  than 
individual  residents,  noting  that  there  is  no  commercial  rent  control;  the  group  was 
looking  at  both  root  causes  and  potential  solutions.  The  group’s  initial  charge  was  to 
examine  past  solutions  to  the  identical  challenges  in  2000,  and  he  noted  that  there  are 
economic  cycles  in  San  Francisco  regardless  of  tax  policy.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the

working  group  was  investigating  both  long-term  (potential  zoning  changes  or  agreements 
with  developers)  and  short-term  solutions  (potential  bridge  grants,  or  plans  for  shared 
space  for  “back-end”  operations). 


5.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

President  Beltran  took  this  item  out  of  order.  She  announced  the  membership  of  the 
Committees,  and  thanked  Commissioners  for  their  volunteer  service  to  the  City. 

Pointing  out  the  Strategic  Plan  goal  of  policy  discussions  at  full  Commission  meetings, 
President  Beltran  asked  Commissioners  to  suggest  any  specific  subject  they’d  like  to  see 
on  the  agenda.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  this  could  be  an  opportunity  to  dig  deeper  on 
policy  issues,  and  to  identity  potential  overlapping  areas  between  two  or  more 
Committees. 

Commissioner  Sklar  recalled  that  in  the  past  there  had  been  meetings  in  the  community, 
at  Cultural  Centers,  for  example,  and  she  suggested  doing  that  from  time  to  time. 
Commissioner  Keehn  suggested  a discussion  of  federal  and  state  funding  sources  for  arts 
education  and  public  art,  noting  that  federal  legislation  in  recent  years  limited 
freestanding  public  art  in  favor  of  more  architecturally  integrated  artworks.  She  also 
proposed  more  discussion  of  the  nonprofits  funded  by  the  Arts  Commission.  Vice 
President  Schnair  suggested  a discussion  of  community  benefit  agreements,  compiling  a 
menu  of  ideas  to  benefit  the  arts.  Commissioner  Chew  suggested  inviting  Dr.  Jane  Chu 
(no  relation),  the  new  head  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  to  visit. 
Commissioner  Shelby  suggested  inviting  community  artists  to  talk  about  their  concerns 
and  experiences  with  displacement.  Mr.  DeCaigny  agreed  that  artists  are  critical 
stakeholders,  who  may  also  offer  potential  solutions,  and  illuminate  for  the  Mayor’s 
office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  potential  policy  levers.  He  promised  to  work  with 
staff  to  publicize  the  time  for  that  testimony  and  the  policy  discussion  by  the 
Commission. 

Commissioner  Melania  agreed  with  Commissioner  Shelby,  noting  that  the  Presidio  has 
received  many  inquiries  from  artists  who  have  recently  lost  their  space  elsewhere  in  the 
city.  She  also  proposed  a discussion  of  the  renewal  of  the  Public  Education  Enrichment 
Fund  (“PEEF”)  and  the  Children’s  Fund  legislation.  Mr.  DeCaigny  suggested  two  other 
subjects  that  have  been  raised  by  Commissioners:  the  upcoming  expansion  of  the 
Moscone  campus  and  the  Van  Ness  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (“BRT”).  He  noted  that  these  have 
both  come  to  the  Civic  Design  Review  and  Visual  Arts  Committees,  and  because  of  their 
scope  and  significance,  he  thought  they  should  both  have  informational  presentations 
before  the  full  Commission. 

President  Beltran  requested  announcements.  Commissioner  Melania  announced  a gala 
dinner  on  Thursday,  March  6,  to  raise  funds  for  a new  ballet,  The  Little  Lantern,  for  her 
company,  Presidio  Dance  Theatre.  She  added  that  the  project  is  a collaboration  with  a 
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dozen  international  organizations,  and  costumes  and  sets  by  artists  of  the  Mariinsky 
Theatre. 

Commissioner  Keehn  reported  on  the  successful  opening  event  on  February  23  for  And 
My  Room  Still  Rocks  Like  a Boat  on  the  Sea  (Caruso ’s  Dream),  with  some  1500 
participants.  She  added  that  the  piece  is  installed  hanging  off  the  side  of  55  Ninth  Street. 
Vice  President  Schnair  announced  that  her  son’s  rock  band,  Kiven,  performed  at  the 
Bottom  of  the  Hill,  and  would  be  back  in  May.  President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  a 
film  opening  in  Shanghai,  and  an  installation  at  the  Sandler  Neuroscience  Building 
(designed  by  Commissioner  Chow)  at  the  Mission  Bay  campus  of  the  University  of 
California  San  Francisco  Medical  Center.  She  added  that  she  was  one  of  seven  artists 
who  each  collaborated  with  a neuroscientist  to  develop  an  artwork  for  the  multistory 
atrium  in  the  building.  Finally,  she  added  that  she  had  artworks  in  the  Southern  Exposure 
show  opening  March  22,  and  at  the  Cannery  Galleries  for  the  Southern  Graphics  Council 
conference,  opening  March  29. 

Public  Comment: 

Paula  Datesh  said  that  the  City  Attorney’s  Good  Government  Guide  says  that  if  a 
Commissioner  is  absent  from  three  meetings  a year,  the  fact  should  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Mayor,  and  she  alleged  that  Commissioner  Smith  had  not  been  present  at 
a meeting  for  over  a year.  She  said  that  the  Commission  liked  to  gloss  over  such  things. 

Peter  Warfield  of  Library  Users  Association  said  that  he  experienced  a shell  game  in  the 
Commission’s  approval  of  the  destruction  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  mural, 
and  that  the  Commission  needs  to  establish  written  procedures  for  this  type  of  project.  He 
said  that  the  Commission  claimed  not  to  approve  the  look  and  content  of  the  new  mural, 
but  then  saw  views  of  the  project.  He  said  there  was  no  interest  in  the  process  from  the 
Arts  Commission,  and  that  the  Library  Commission  and  Arts  Commission  each  said  the 
other  was  responsible  for  approval.  He  said  the  Commission  selectively  ignored 
information  regarding  maintenance  and  the  project’s  challenge  grant  funding. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


6.  Consent  Calendar 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  3:40  p.m.,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  chaired  the 
remainder  of  the  meeting.  She  called  for  public  comment  on  the  Consent  Calendar. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  said  that  all  four  meetings  were  violations  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance,  and 
though  she  came  to  talk  about  it,  nothing  changes. 

Mr.  Warfield  commented  on  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  minutes,  and  on  the  two  motions 
regarding  the  Bemal  Heights  Branch  Library.  He  requested  that  each  of  those  be 
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considered  separately,  with  separate  public  comment  on  each.  Vice  President  Schnair 
declined  to  sever  the  items. 

Mr.  Warfield  called  it  outrageous  to  include  this  number  of  items  in  the  Consent 
Calendar.  He  said  that  the  destruction  of  the  mural  was  serious  and  should  not  occur.  He 
said  that  the  Director  and  others  had  supported  restoring  at  least  part  of  the  mural  with  the 
image  of  Victor  Jara,  and  that  the  Bernal  Library  Art  Project  (“BLAP”)  said  that  the 
entire  mural  on  three  sides  of  the  building  could  be  restored.  He  said  that  the  new  mural 
wiped  out  the  Native  American  history.  He  said  that  the  whole  process  was  dripping  with 
illegalities,  and  there  were  multiple  cases  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force. 

Ms.  Datesh  said  that  she  had  attended  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force  hearings  and 
didn’t  understand  why  the  Arts  Commission  held  on  to  speaker  cards.  She  referred  to  the 
film  The  Monuments  Men,  and  said  this  was  a perfect  example  of  the  cultural  heritage  of 
San  Francisco  being  destroyed,  and  that  if  it  didn’t  need  to  be  destroyed,  it  shouldn’t  be. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment,  and  the  Consent  Calendar  was  unanimously 
approved  as  follows.

The 
artwork  was  dedicated  with  the  opening  of  the  building  in  June  2012.

7.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 . Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  President  Beltran,  Vice  President  Schnair  explained  that 
Mr.  DeCaigny  had  reported  on  negotiations  underway  on  a long-term 
lease  between  the  City  and  the  Mexican  Museum,  and  she  asked  him  to 
recap  for  the  full  Commission. 

He  explained  that  as  a result  of  the  state’s  dissolution  of  local 
redevelopment  agencies,  a number  of  assets  of  San  Francisco’s 
Redevelopment  Agency  were  being  transferred,  including  the  property

identified  as  the  future  home  of  the  Mexican  Museum.  Mr.  DeCaigny  is 
setting  up  weekly  meetings  with  a number  of  City  departments 
(Department  of  Real  Estate,  Office  of  Community  Investment  and 
Infrastructure,  Capital  Planning,  City  Attorney),  Jessie  Square  developer 
Millennium  Partners  and  the  Mexican  Museum,  with  the  aim  of  drafting 
an  operating  and  lease  agreement  for  submission  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  Labor  Day.  He  added  that  he  will  ask  the  Mexican 
Museum  to  give  an  informational  presentation  to  the  Commission  in  the 
coming  months. 

Noting  that  the  Mexican  Museum  property  was  a state  asset  under 
Redevelopment,  but  at  the  end  of  this  process  it  will  be  a City  asset,  Mr. 
DeCaigny  explained  that  their  project  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Civic 
Design  Review  Committee,  but  private  structures  in  the  development  will 
not  be  subject  to  Civic  Design  Review. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  all  of  the  Commissioners  were  smart  and  capable, 
and  he  thought  the  Executive  Committee  would  have  asked  relevant 
questions  as  to  the  worthiness  of  the  process  and  product  regarding  the 
Bernal  Heights  Library.  He  said  that  he  had  referred  to  illegalities  here  and 
at  Supervisor  Campos’s  office  found  by  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task 
Force.  He  said  ten  pictures  were  posted  and  the  Library  Commission  had 
not  seen  any  of  them.  He  said  that  the  group  had  collected  50  images,  but 
there  was  no  information  on  any  of  them.  He  said  there  were  no  minutes, 
agendas  or  recordings  of  that  process.  He  said  that  the  statement  of 
consensus  said  certain  things  should  be  considered,  such  as  social 
significance,  activism  and  remembering  the  previous  mural.  He  said  that 
nothing  in  the  material  that  came  before  the  Executive  Committee 
described  how  the  new  artwork  would  satisfy  those  agreed-upon 
principles.  He  said  that  the  first  phase  of  work  was  completed  more  than  a 
year  ago,  and  there  was  no  plaque  commemorating  the  prior  mural  as  was 
done  in  other  situations.  He  was  not  very  impressed  witih  the  Executive 
Committee. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Chow  reported  that 
the  Committee  reviewed  five  projects  across  a broad  spectrum.  The  first 
was  the  Van  Ness  BRT,  previously  mentioned  in  the  Director’s  Report. 
Because  of  its  scope,  he  thought  the  whole  Commission  should  be  aware 
of  this  project,  redeveloping  Van  Ness  for  bus  rapid  transit,  affecting  the 
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traffic  lanes,  parking,  sidewalks,  power  lines;  everything  on  the  street.  He 
reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  approve  Phase  1 of  the  project,  adding 
that  the  design  team  has  a very  big  challenge:  Van  Ness  is  not  only  a 
major  city  street,  but  also  state  highway  101,  and  thus  subject  to  Caltrans 
regulations.  The  design  team  is  trying  to  integrate  freeway  standards  with 
the  needs  of  a city  street. 

Somewhat  smaller  in  scale,  the  Committee  reviewed  the  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department’s  renovation  of  West  Sunset  Playground,  with  stadium 
seating,  gates,  fencing,  parking  lots,  restroom  and  ADA  upgrades.  He 
reported  that  the  design  team  did  a very  nice  job,  and  this  was  part  of  an 
ongoing  effort  to  bring  the  parks  into  the  21st  century. 

Commissioner  Chow  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  the  Office  of 
the  Chief  Medical  Examiner  in  Hunters  Point,  and  a public-initiated 
project  to  turn  the  dead  end  of  Burrows  Street  into  an  urban  plaza.  He 
introduced  the  motion  below,  for  Phase  3 approval  of  the  Burrows  Street 
project,  and  reviewed  the  rendering  of  the  bench.  He  explained  that  the 
original  concept  was  for  a single  continuous  metal  strip  that  curved  up  and 
down  along  the  wall  for  seating  and  other  functions.  He  noted  that  the 
revised  design  calls  for  the  strip  to  touch  the  ground  in  places  to  provide 
structural  support. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  it  was  lovely  to  see  places  to  perch  in  the  city, 
which  was  very  short  of  such  spots,  and  he  asked  what  the  materials  were. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

Commissioner  Chow  explained  that  the  main  band  is  metal  and  the  seating 
areas  are  topped  with  wood.  Commissioner  Keehn  reiterated  her  concern 
that  powder-coated  metal  scratches  very  easily,  and  Special  Projects  and 
Civic  Art  Program  Director  Jill  Manton  explained  that  she  is  still  working 
with  the  design  team  and  Public  Art  staff  to  determine  the  most  durable 
finish.  In  response  to  a question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the 
Commission  was  being  asked  to  approve  Phase  3,  the  final  approval  for 
the  project,  with  any  remaining  contingencies  delegated  to  staff  for 
resolution.  He  added  that  in  Phase  1 or  2 approval,  contingencies  generally 
require  the  project  to  come  back  to  the  Committee  for  review,  but  not  for 
this  final  stage.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the  contingencies  noted  by  the 
Committee  are  now  being  numbered  to  create  a more  specific  record  for 
the  Commission  and  for  the  project  team. 

The  motion  was  approved  unanimously  as  follows. 
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2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0303-14-087:  Motion  to  approve  Phase  3 of  the 
Burrows  Streetscape  Furniture  Design  Project,  contingent  upon  (1)  the 
wood  being  a minimum  of  1 .5 -inch  thickness  and  set  on  top  of  the  metal 
ribbon;  and  (2)  final  resolution  as  to  whether  the  metal  ribbon  is 
continuous. 

Commissioners  noted  that  the  Van  Ness  BRT  presentation  was  posted 
online  with  the  agenda  for  the  prior  Civic  Design  Review  Committee 
meeting,  and  that  a recent  New  York  Times  article  noted  the  challenge  for 
cities  trying  to  make  streets  have  this  kind  of  double  role. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  agreed  to  calendar  an  informational  presentation  on  the 
project  for  an  upcoming  meeting  of  the  full  Commission. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania, 
Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Melania  reiterated  the  most  exciting  item  the  Committee 
discussed,  the  groundbreaking  at  Bayview  Opera  House.  She 
acknowledged  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Manager  Judy 
Nemzoff  s work  on  behalf  of  the  Opera  House.  She  added  that  the 
Center’s  programs  will  continue  during  renovations,  possibly  in 
alternative  sites.  Additionally,  she  reported,  they  are  a partner  in  the 
ongoing  3rd  on  Third  series.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  approved 
grants,  including  Arts  for  Neighborhood  Vitality,  formerly  the  festival 
grant  program,  which  brings  together  artists  and  organizations  that  would 
not  otherwise  be  collaborating.  She  added  that  the  Committee  spent  a great 
deal  of  time  discussing  granting  policy,  considering  depth  versus  breadth 
in  grantmaking,  and  whether  the  Commission  should  change  from  single- 
year to  multi-year  funding  as  other  City  agencies  do. 

Public  Comment: 

Robert  Davis  showed  images  of  a mural  on  Palou  which  he  said  was  part 
of  StreetSmARTS.  He  asked  several  questions  about  the  cost  and  who  is 
maintaining  it. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  offered  to  check  with  staff  to  see  if  the  Arts  Commission 
had  something  to  do  with  this  mural.  He  noted  that  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  had  approved  a different  mural  design  called  Flying  Bird  for 
1818  Palou  at  its  last  meeting;  it  was  approved  in  today’s  Consent 
Calendar  above.

4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Committee  had  not  met  in  February. 
Commissioner  Chew  welcomed  Commissioner  Sklar  as  the  new  chair  of 
the  Committee,  and  pledged  to  work  with  her.  Noting  that  the  program 
was  begun  more  than  forty  years  ago,  he  praised  the  staff  who  run  it  and 
affirmed  its  importance  to  the  livelihood  of  the  artists  who  create  and  sell 
their  work. 

Vice  President  Schnair  thanked  Commissioner  Chew  for  his  leadership  of 
the  Committee  over  the  last  several  years,  and  thanked  Commissioner 
Sklar  for  taking  on  the  role  now. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  said  that  the  agendas  for  the  Committee’s  meetings  are  not 
posted  timely,  and  she  thought  the  meetings  were  not  well-run,  with 
certain  people  monopolizing  the  discussion.  She  said  that  there  are 
disruptions,  and  she  doesn’t  think  a San  Francisco  Police  officer  is 
required.  She  said  that  there  were  not  bad  people,  they  were  just 
struggling. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  he  did  not  have  a specific  comment  about  this  report, 
and  he  was  reminded  that  comments  needed  to  be  on  the  topic. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  agendas  should  be  posted  more  than  the  required  72 
hours  before  the  meeting,  to  allow  the  public  more  than  one  working  day 
to  study  it.  He  thought  that  posting  72  hours  in  advance  crippled  the 
participation  of  the  Commission  and  the  public. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1.  Vice  President  Schnair  thanked  Commissioner  Sklar  for  her  service  on  the 
Committee,  and  welcomed  Commissioner  Keehn  as  the  new  chair. 
Commissioner  Keehn  also  thanked  Commissioner  Sklar  for  her  service 
and,  having  served  on  two  commissions  with  her,  praised  her  wisdom  and 
insight. 

Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  308  artworks, 
270  for  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  and  approved  payment  to  the 
artists  for  limited-edition  reproductions;  they  also  approved  the  panel- 
selected  artists  for  San  Francisco  Airport  Terminals  1 and  3.  She  reported 
that  the  Committee  and  heard  from  staff  about  the  status  of  the  inventory 
of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  assessment  of  conservation  needs. 
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Commissioner  Chew  added  that  staff  will  be  offering  portfolio  review  to 
artists  who  have  submitted  their  work  for  pool  consideration.  Public  Art 
Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  added  that  five  staff  members  will  meet 
with  five  artists  each,  over  the  course  of  two  evenings,  to  review  what  they 
submitted;  this  is  the  third  year  that  such  review  has  been  offered.  In 
response  to  a question,  she  explained  that  San  Francisco  artists  receive 
first  priority,  and  if  slots  remain,  they  are  offered  to  other  Bay  Area  artists. 

Finally,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  future  StreetSmARTS  murals  will  be 
reviewed  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  mural  was  on  the 
agenda  for  this  Committee’s  meeting,  and  the  minutes  indicate  that  it  was 
“tabled.”  He  said  there  was  no  discussion  of  the  merits  or  when  it  might 
come  back  to  the  Committee,  and  he  said  that  it  was  inappropriate  to  take 
this  action  without  public  comment.  He  said  that  “tabling”  an  item  means 
that  the  body  will  take  up  the  item  again  at  a later  time,  but  that  everyone 
but  the  public  know  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  would  never  take  up 
the  matter  again.  He  said  that  the  Commission’s  bylaws  indicated  that  this 
was  the  Committee’s  job.  He  said  that  the  item  went  to  the  Executive 
Committee  in  a different  form,  as  two  items  instead  of  one,  separating  the 
destruction  of  the  old  mural  from  the  approval  of  the  new  design.  He  said 
that  the  new  mural  was  to  be  made  of  tile,  with  a 50-year  life  expectancy, 
and  that  President  Beltran  said  it  was  a temporary  mural.  He  asked  why 
and  said  this  was  misleading  and  deceptive. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


8.  Public  Comment 

Ms.  Datesh  said  that  she  could  not  get  a simple  question  answered  by  Street  Artists 
Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  through  an  immediate  disclosure  request.  She  said  that 
she  went  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force,  and  the  next  day  had  the  same  result  for 
the  same  question.  She  said  that  construction  on  Stockton  Street  eliminated  some  selling 
spaces  because  the  barricades  extended  too  far.  She  wanted  to  know  whether  there  were 
negotiations  to  cut  into  the  barricades  to  restore  at  least  one  of  the  spaces.  She  said  it  was 
distressing  not  to  get  answers,  and  that’s  why  she  was  not  in  the  program. 

Mr.  Davis  showed  images  of  a mural,  pointing  out  that  the  mural  was  very  inappropriate 
in  his  opinion. 

He  also  said  he  would  like  someone  to  review  the  management  of  Bayview  Opera  House. 
He  said  that  the  bookkeeper  was  fired  or  laid  off,  and  while  the  Opera  House  is  closed, 
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new  professional  management  and  advertisers  or  merchandisers  should  be  brought  in.  He 
said  the  Opera  House  was  poorly  run,  and  he  would  like  to  see  improvements. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that,  as  he  and  several  Commissioners  had  just  taken  the  City 
Attorney’s  Sunshine  training,  he  wanted  to  point  out  that  the  Commission  could  not  take 
up  an  item  not  on  the  agenda,  and  that  a review  of  the  Cultural  Center  was  not 
appropriate.  He  said  this  question  should  be  taken  up  with  the  Community  Arts, 
Education  and  Grants  Committee  since  the  item  was  not  calendared  for  the  full 
Commission  and  no  one  was  here  to  represent  the  Opera  House. 

Mr.  Warfield  thanked  Mr.  DeCaigny  for  responding  to  a member  of  the  public,  and  that 
openness  and  advance  notice  were  key  to  allowing  the  public  to  know  what  the 
Commission  was  discussing.  He  asked  how  often  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  moves  a 
project  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  when  it  last  happened. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that  because  of  the  Executive  Committee’s  purview  of  overall  agency 
matters,  items  can  be  and  are  moved  from  any  Committee  to  the  Executive  Committee 
when  appropriate.  He  pointed  out  that  because  the  Commission  began  to  receive  public 
comment  on  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  mural  only  the  day  before  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  meeting,  the  item  was  moved  to  the  Executive  Committee’s  agenda  to  allow 
more  time  for  public  notice  and  comment.  He  added  that  the  Executive  Committee 
includes  representatives  of  all  the  other  Committees. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


9.  Adjournment 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  with  sadness  the  passing  on  February  12  of  Masha  Zakheim, 
daughter  of  the  outspoken  muralist  Bernard  Zakheim,  and  a noted  expert  on  Coit  Tower 
and  its  murals.  He  gave  a brief  biography  of  Ms.  Zakheim,  noting  that  she  had  written  the 
definitive  book  on  the  Coit  Tower  murals  and  another  on  the  murals  of  Diego  Rivera,  and 
that  she  was  a longtime  docent  at  Coit  Tower.  He  added  that  she  was  also  involved  with 
other  mural  sites,  including  the  City  Club,  the  Stock  Exchange  and  the  Beach  Chalet,  and 
was  known  for  her  clear  and  articulate  way  of  talking  about  art.  Finally,  he  reported  that  a 
memorial  is  being  planned  for  August. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:40  p.m.  in  memory  of 
Masha  Zakheim.

President  Beltran  explained  that  she  would  take  the  Consent  Calendar  out  of  order,  immediately  following  this 
motion,  and  would  sever  some  items  from  the  Consent  Calendar.  She  called  for  public  comment  on  the  minutes. 

Public  Comment: 

Paula  Datesh  said  that  the  minutes  were  posted  late  and  this  was  a violation  ofthe  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment,  and  the  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

President  Beltran  severed  items  2,  3 and  5,  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  minutes.  She  severed  items  7 and  8. 
Organization  Project  Grants  and  Arts  & Communities:  Innovative  Partnerships  grants,  for  separate  consideration  to 
allow  two  Commissioners  to  recuse  themselves  because  of  possible  conflicts.  Commissioner  Ordenana’s 
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employer  rents  space  to  the  Queer  Cultural  Center,  and  a colleague  of  Commissioner  Frankel  sits  on  the  board  of 
another  grantee  organization. 

President  Beltran  invited  Conor  Johnston,  of  Supervisor  London  Breed’s  office,  to  speak  about  item  28,  supporting 
anti-graffiti  legislation  introduced  bythe  Supervisor. 

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania  and  other  members  ofthe  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants 
Committee,  President  Beltran  agreed  to  table  the  Committee’s  report  until  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Johnston  thanked  the  Commission  and  explained  the  rationale  for  the  proposed  anti-graffiti  legislation,  noting 
that  the  entire  $75,000  allocated  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  maintenance  goes  to  graffiti  abatement.  He  explained 
the  remedies  the  legislation  would  offer,  and  noted  the  support  ofthe  Police  Department  and  the  City  Attorney,  along 
with  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and  other  City  departments. 

Commissioners  asked  about  the  possibility  of  misidentifying  offenders;  Mr.  Johnston  dismissed  it  as  extremely 
unlikely,  since  the  tags  are  like  a signature.  He  added  that  the  City  Attorney  would  not  prosecute  a case  without 
convincing  evidence,  and  he  mentioned  how  a similar  program  was  being  implemented  in  other  jurisdictions.  In 
response  to  another  question,  he  explained  that  the  program  called  for  reallocation  of  existing  resources  already 
devoted  to  graffiti  abatement  rather  than  seeking  new  resources. 

In  response  to  President  Beltran’s  question,  Public  Art  Program  Director  explained  that  staff  strongly  favored  the 
legislation,  and  she  reiterated  that  virtually  all  ofthe  funds  allotted  for  maintenance  ofthe  Civic  Art  Collection  go  to 
removing  graffiti  tags  at  the  expense  of  everything  else.  Commissioners  noted  that  property  owners  are  now  bearing 
the  burden  of  graffiti  removal  and  this  legislation  attempts  to  transferthat  burden  to  the  taggers,  or  their  families  if 
they  are  minors. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  the  Supervisor  for  drawing  a clear  distinction  between  graffiti  art  and  vandalism,  and  he  noted 
thatthe  proposed  legislation  was  aligned  with  the  Commission’s  strategic  plan  goal  to  protect  the  Collection  assets. 

President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment  on  the  Consent  Calendar,  excluding  items  2,  3,  5,  7 and  8,  as  described 
above. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  said  thatthe  graffiti  abatement  proposal  mentioned  parks  and  Muni,  not  houses,  and  she  urged  the 
Commission  to  consider  it  carefully.

Commissioners  Ordenana  and  Frankel  returned  to  the  meeting  room  after  the  vote. 
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4,  President’s  Report 

President  Beltran  noted  that  she  would  have  to  leave  the  meeting  early  because  of  a teaching  commitment,  and  that 
Vice  President  Schnair  would  chair  the  meeting  upon  her  departure.  She  reported  that  a small  event  was  held  to 
initiate  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  which  had  a lot  of  support.  She  made  no  further  report 
and  there  was  no  public  comment. 

5.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  installation  of  Central  Market  posters  featuring  murals  by  Rigo,  Chor  Boogie  and  other 
artists,  with  a June  13  event.  He  announced  the  Galleries’  photo  exhibit,  Now  That  You’re  Gone,  on  the  ground  floor  of 
City  Hall,  and  an  event  held  with  SPUR,  as  well  as  a walking  tour  through  the  Haight. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  progress  of  restoration  of  the  Coit  Tower  murals,  and  the  press  coverage. 

He  reported  that  Deputy  Director  Rebekah  Krell  is  continuing  to  work  with  the  Mayor’s  Budget  Office  on  the  budget 
request,  and  that  the  budget  is  scheduled  for  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  June. 

He  reported  that  the  nonprofit  displacement  working  group  is  finishing  its  work,  circulating  a draft  report  with  Brian 
Cheu  of  the  Mayor’s  Office.  The  group’s  recommendations  span  short-term,  intermediate  and  long-term  strategies  to 
mitigate  the  impact  of  commercial  rent  increases.  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  he  and  Mr.  Cheu  would  present  the 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  expected  to  release  $2  million  for  the  arts  and  $2.5  million  for  social  service 
nonprofits  once  their  questions  were  satisfactorily  answered.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the  plan  for  administering  that 
$2  million  for  the  arts  would  be  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  its  approval,  probably  in  May.  This  will  likely 
include  a memorandum  of  understanding  with  a subgranting  nonprofit,  and  the  determination  of  supplemental 
criteria  for  funding. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  3:35  p.m.,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  chaired  the  remainder  of  the  meeting. 


6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 
1 . Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  President  Beltran,  Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee  met,  and 
discussed  the  anti-graffiti  legislation  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Committee  also  reviewed 
the  agency’s  emergency  preparedness  plan.  Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  this  was  one  of  the  goals  set  for 
him  bythe  Commission.  The  plan  addresses  the  possibility  of  a localized  emergency,  like  a fire  at  25 
Van  Ness,  ora  citywide  emergency,  like  an  earthquake.  He  reported  that  there  is  an  updated 
communication  plan  in  place,  as  well  as  replenished  supplies.  He  reported  that  staff  is  developing  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  the  top  ten  assets  in  the  Collection,  as  well  as  working  with  the  Cultural 
Centers  to  ensure  thattheyare  prepared  for  emergencies. 

Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  revisions  ofthe  WritersCorps  posters, 
in  light  of  feedback  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting.  The  revisions  were  brought  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  ensure  timely  production  ofthe  posters.  The  Committee  designated  President  Beltran  to 
review  the  final  design  to  confirm  that  the  requested  changes  were  made. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 
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2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
reviewed  only  a single  project,  the  Dupont  Courts  restrooms,  and  approved  it  with  only  a few  small 
contingencies. 

She  reported  that  Commissioners  are  meeting  informally  with  designers  at  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  she  mentioned  an  upcoming  project  in  Chinatown,  a rooftop  plaza. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1 . There  was  no  report. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 


1.  Commissioner  Sklar  made  no  report;  Commissioner  Chew  added  that  the  Committee  would  meet  on 
May  14. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  said  that  the  Committee’s  agenda  should  be  posted  more  than  72  hours  in  advance  ofthe 
meeting.  She  said  that  she  continued  to  file  immediate  disclosure  requests  about  maps  for  downtown 
construction,  and  did  not  receive  satisfactory  responses.  She  also  asked  about  monitoring  ofthe 
street  artist  spaces  on  the  street. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  201 5 will  be  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Patricia’s  Green,  and  the 
Committee  discussed  the  idea  of  another  sculpture  byDavid  Bestto  commemorate  the  anniversary. 
She  reported  on  a gift  of  148  photos  by  Pirkle  Jones  to  the  City.  She  reported  that  the  Committee 
discussed  the  expansion  ofthe  Moscone  Center  campus,  and  potential  public  art  sites. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


7.  Public  Art  Trust 

Ms.  Manton  reviewed  the  legislative  historyofthe  Public  Art  Trust,  established  in  April  2012  in  Section  429  ofthe 
Planning  Code.  The  Code  calls  for1%  of  construction  budgets  for  private  developments  to  be  used  for  public  art;  this 
applied  previouslyonlyto  the  downtown  C3  district,  and  now  extends  into  various  districts,  helping  to  bring  more  art 
to  San  Francisco. 

She  explained  that  the  legislation  allows  developers  to  contribute  part  of  the  funds  to  the  Public  Art  Trust  instead  of 
requiring  all  of  it  to  be  spent  on  the  site  ofthe  project.  Noting  that  in  the  wake  of  9/1 1 , security  is  much  more  important 

8/1 C 
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to  developers,  it  is  much  more  difficult  for  them  to  create  publicly  accessible  spaces  for  artwork. 


She  explained  thatthe  Trust  can  use  funds  for  temporary  artworks,  performances  and  events,  and  for  conservation  of 
artworks  already  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  The  Trust  can  also  use  funds  to  assist  high-capacity  nonprofit  arts 
organizations  in  making  capital  improvements.  All  of  these  help  to  make  the  development  a destination,  increasing 
foot  traffic  and  bringing  life  to  the  area  after  dark.  She  cited  models  in  other  areas,  with  very  robust  programs,  which 
make  the  buildings  centers  for  cultural  activity. 

She  discussed  the  public  granting  process,  and  noted  that  Arts  Commission  staff  would  exercise  curatorial 
discretion  in  acquiring  any  permanent  or  temporary  artworks.  She  said  that  a big  challenge  is  that  most  developers 
aren’t  aware  of  the  Public  Art  Trust,  and  she  hoped  that  Commissioners  would  join  her  in  educating  them  about  its 
benefits.  When  the  factsheetis  final,  she  explained,  it  will  be  posted  on  both  the  Arts  Commission’s  and  the 
Planning  Department's  websites,  and  distributed  by  both  agencies. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  public  meetings  will  be  held  to  get  input  on  the  process  and  to  discuss  how  the  funds  can 
be  used. 

In  response  to  questions  from  Commissioners,  Ms.  Manton  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  thatthe  Trust  now  covers 
perhaps  a dozen  districts  beyond  downtown,  including  the  TransbayTerminal  area,  Rincon  Hill,  Bayview  Hunters 
Point  and  other  areas.  They  are  working  on  a comprehensive  map. 

Vice  President  Schnair  added  thatshe  had  worked  a bit  with  Ms.  Manton  on  the  Trust,  and  thought  ita  tremendous 
opportunity  to  work  with  developers  in  public-private  partnerships.  She  asked  Commissioners  to  be  ambassadors 
for  the  Trust,  and  urged  them  to  bring  their  ideas  on  how  to  implement  it. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  “high-capacity"  organizations  as  described  in  the  Trust  must  have  a demonstrated  history  of 
artistic  excellence  as  well  as  the  administrative  and  fiscal  ability  to  complete  projects  with  budgets  between 
$100,000  and  $1 ,000,000.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  capital  grants  would  go  onlyto  these  high-capacity  organizations, 
but  that  other  grants,  for  performance  series  and  other  smaller  projects,  would  be  open  to  smaller  organizations  that 
did  not  necessarily  have  the  capacity  to  do  a half-m  illion-dollar  construction  project. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


8.  Public  Comment 

Ms.  Datesh  said  she  has  come  to  the  Commission’s  meetings  for  almost  a year,  except  for  one  that  was  cancelled 
at  the  last  minute,  and  doesn’tsee  much  change  in  the  Street  Artists  Program.  She  said  that  Commissioner  Sklar 
has  the  respect  ofthe  street  artists,  and  that  if  the  Committee's  meetings  were  well-run,  there  would  be  no  need  fora 
police  officer  to  attend. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


9.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Commissioner  Keehn  expressed  her  appreciation  of  former  Arts  Commissioner  Dede  Wilseyfor  hosting  an  initial 
event  to  help  launch  the  Friends  ofthe  Arts  Commission  as  an  independent  501  (c)(3)  organization.  She  added  that 
there  was  a great  deal  of  interest,  and  thatshe  and  Commissioner  Shiota  were  participating  as  representatives  of 
the  Commission.  She  reported  thatthe  initial  focus  will  be  on  fourareas:  arts  education  in  the  schools,  the  Civic  Art 
Collection,  the  Sister  City  program  and  the  Mayor’s  Art  Award.  She  thanked  Commissioner  Frankel  for  helping  with

Full  Commission  - April  7,  2014-  Meeting  Minutes  | San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
the  process  of  applying  for  501(c)(3)  status,  and  she  added  that  the  Friends  were  looking  for  all  kinds  of  diversity  in 
membership. 

In  response  to  a question  about  arts  education  outside  of  school,  Commissioner  Keehn  noted  that  the  organization 
was  just  starting  and  wanted  to  focus  on  just  a few  areas  to  begin  with. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reiterated  thanks  to  Ms.  Wilsey,  and  to  Commissioners  Frankel,  Keehn  and  Shiota  for  their  efforts  to 
ensure  that  the  organization  is  well-aligned  with  the  Arts  Commission’s  priorities  and  goals. 

Public  Comment: 

Thomas  Simpson  said  that  he  hoped  the  performing  arts  would  be  included  in  the  work  of  Friends  of  the  Arts 
Commission. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

Commissioner  Keehn  said  that  the  Friends’  program  was  not  yet  defined,  but  would  relate  to  the  Commission’s 
strategic  plan,  and  she  thought  the  performing  arts  was  a potential  area  for  them. 


10.  Adjournment 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  with  sadness  the  passing  on  March  26artist  Anna  Valentina  Murch,  who  had  worked  closely  with 
the  Arts  Commission.  She  and  her  husband,  Doug  Hollis,  were  working  on  a large  project  for  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital,  based  on  the  river  as  a metaphor  for  life.  Mr.  DeCaigny  gave  a brief  biography  of  Ms.  Murch,  and  added  that 
donations  to  the  Mills  College  Art  Department  are  requested  in  lieu  of  flowers. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:1 5 p.m.  in  memory  of  Anna  Valentina  Murch.

4.  Director’s  Report 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  opening  of  Flag  Stories  at  SOMArts,  with  a reception  on  Friday,  May  30  from  5:30  to  9:00. 
President  Beltran  added  that  the  Art  Institute’s  City  Studio  program  partnered  with  SOMArts  on  this  youth  exchange 
program  with  Malaysia. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  nonprofit  displacement  working  group  was  scheduled  to  present  its  report  on 
nonprofit  rent  stabilization  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  next  week.  With  its  acceptance  ofthe  report,  the  Board 
would  release  $2  million  for  arts  nonprofits,  and  $2,515  million  for  other  nonprofits,  to  address  the  crisis.  The 
working  group,  representing  several  City  departments  and  headed  by  Brian  Cheu  ofthe  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing 
and  Community  Development,  investigated  a number  of  promising  practices  and  models,  including  Denver’s  Shared 
Spaces  initiative  and  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust.  Mr.  DeCaignysaid  that  the  report  would  make  several 
recommendations,  including  the  issuance  of  a Request  for  Proposals  for  two  intermediary  organizations  to  actually 
manage  the  disbursement  of  funds  and  technical  assistance  to  nonprofits. 

He  added  that  he  would  discuss  the  report  and  the  Board’s  response  to  it  at  the  June  meeting  ofthe  full  Arts 
Commission  for  input  on  next  steps. 

Commissioners  asked  about  resources  for  individual  artists  and  the  Commission  discussed  other  potential 
strategies  to  address  the  needs  of  individual  artists.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 
1 . Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1.  President  Beltran  reported  that  the  Committee  met  and  discussed  the  third-quarter  budget  report,  and 
the  revised  organization  chart.  She  added  that  the  budget  would  be  discussed  only  annually  at  the  full 
Commission  meeting,  while  the  Executive  Committee  would  review  the  quarterly  budget  reports. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reviewed  the  revised  organization  chart,  explaining  that  it  incorporated 
recommendations  from  the  strategic  plan  to  make  the  two  grantmaking  programs  more  unified, 
providing  a clearfocus  on  the  values  of  cultural  equityand  neighborhood  arts,  as  well  as  clear  points 
of  contact  for  grantees  and  applicants. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  3:45  p.m .,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  chaired  the  remainder  of 
the  meeting. 

Mr.  DeCaignyadded  thatthe  new  structure  would  be  effective  with  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  on 
July  1 , and  announced  with  some  sadness  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Interim  Program  Director  Lucy 
Lin  would  be  leaving  to  pursue  graduate  studies.  He  thanked  her  for  her  seven  years  of  service,  to 
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general  applause. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— -Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed 
several  projects,  including  the  addition  by  AT&T  and  Verizon  ofwireless  antennas  and  related 
equipment  on  top  of  the  North  Beach  Police  Station,  a water  recycling  plant  near  Ocean  Beach,  a park 
at  Mission  Bayand  a group  of  small  utility  buildings  to  support  a fish  ladder  on  Alameda  Creek. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 


1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Shiota  reported  thatthe  Committee 

reviewed  the  Native  American  grants  program,  and  she  reiterated  the  Committee’s  appreciation  of  and 
respect  for  Ms.  Lin’s  diligence  and  hard  work  at  the  agency. 

Commissioner  Shiota  added  thatthe  Committee  received  a report  on  3rd  on  Third,  and  discussed  the 
future  of  the  program. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 


1.  Commissioner  Sklar  made  no  report,  noting  thatthe  Committee  meets  only  in  odd-numbered  months, 
and  would  next  meet  on  May  14. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  thatthe  Committee  reviewed  projects  at  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  and 
discussed  proposed  revisions  to  the  art  enrichment  ordinance.  She  noted  thatthe  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  take  up  the  ordinance  in  June,  and  had  final  authority  over  whether  to  accept  the 
Arts  Commission’s  recommendations. 

She  reported  thatthe  Committee  also  discussed  Living  Innovation  Zones,  an  initiative  of  the  Mayor’s 
office  with  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  along  with  the  Exploratorium 
and  other  external  partners.  She  noted  that  these  projects  will  need  review  by  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee,  and  thatthe  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  has  waived  its  review  of  temporary  projects 
of  less  than  two  years’  duration. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

Commissioner  Keehn  presented  the  following  motion;  Mr.  DeCaigny explained  thatthe  proposed 
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exhibits  had  been  reviewed  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  but  the  final  amounts  of  the  honoraria  had 
not  been  determined  atthattime. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0505-14-140:  Motion  to  approve  artists’  honoraria  to  the  following  artists  forthe 
development  and  production  of  works  forthe  SFAC  Galleries  upcoming  City  Hall  exhibition,  The 
Valley/El  Valle  (June  17-September  19,  2014):  Matt  Black,  $1000;  Sam  Comen,  $500;  Lou  Dematteis, 
$500;  Francisco  Dominguez,  $500;  Kathya  Landeros,  $300;  Ken  and  Melanie  Light,  $300;  Charlotte 
Niel,  $300;  Antonio  Olmos,  $300;  and  Mimi  Plumb,  $500. 


7.  Coit  Tower  Update 

Public  Art  and  Collections  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  gave  an  update  on  the  restoration  work  at  Coit  Tower, 
undertaken  in  partnership  with  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks,  which  has  responsibility  for  the  building  as 
a whole,  along  with  Pioneer  Park.  She  discussed  the  historical  significance  of  the  federally-funded  Depression-era 
murals  in  the  building,  and  discussed  the  growing  respect  for  these  cultural  treasures  over  the  past  twenty  years  or 
so. 

Ms.  Cummings  explained  that  Arts  Commission  staff  worked  closely  with  Recreation  and  Parks  and  other  City 
agencies  to  coordinate  the  timing  of  roof  repairs,  ADA  upgrades  and  other  structural  work  with  the  mural  stabilization 
and  restoration,  minimizing  the  amount  of  time  the  building  was  closed. 

She  discussed  the  materials  involved,  the  damage  the  artworks  have  suffered,  and  the  restoration  work  in  progress. 
She  showed  images  of  the  murals,  before,  during  and  after  the  work,  and  explained  that  lead  conservator  Anne 
Rosenthal  worked  in  partnership  with  ARG  Conservation  Services  and  a team  of  experts  to  restore  the  murals.  Since 
Ms.  Rosenthal  and  her  colleagues  had  worked  on  the  last  restoration  of  the  murals  in  1989,  they  are  far  and  away  the 
most  knowledgeable  team  forthis  project.  Ms.  Cummings  added  that  the  murals  were  in  much  better  shape  before 
the  current  restoration  than  before  the  1989  restoration,  allowing  the  first  phase  to  be  completed  early. 

Ms.  Cummings  listed  several  of  the  improvements,  including  new  protective  barriers  in  the  lobbyto  keep  visitors  from 
accidentally  coming  too  close  to  the  artworks,  and  new  didactic  labels  forthe  firsttime  in  decades.  She  explained  that 
the  building  would  be  reopened  on  May  14,  although  work  would  continue  in  some  areas  normally  closed  to  the 
public  for  several  weeks  afterward. 

Communications  Director  Kate  Patterson-Murphy  presented  a report  from  her  counterpart  at  Recreation  and  Parks, 
Cassandra  Costello,  about  the  new  vendor  who  will  operate  at  Coit  Tower.  She  pointed  out  that  there  will  now  be 
professional  docenttours,  and  the  new  giftshop  will  be  more  upscale,  with  apparel,  books  on  the  history  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  tower,  and  limited  edition  prints,  and  will  reflect  the  period  with  a beautifully  designed  space.  She 
explained  that  the  flow  of  visitors  through  the  space  has  been  rethoughtto  minimize  bottlenecking,  and  to  encourage 
visitors  to  notice  the  murals.  She  added  that  staff  will  greetand  orient  visitors,  and  theyhave  been  trained  to  enforce 
the  mural  protection  guidelines. 

Ms.  Patterson-Murphy  also  discussed  the  funding  for  the  project,  including  a potential  corporate  grant,  and  said  that 
the  portion  of  revenue  allocated  to  benefit  the  Arts  Commission  is  now  projected  to  be  at  least  twice  what  was 
originally  projected.  She  predicted  that  visitors  will  be  dazzled. 

The  Commission  complimented  Ms.  Cummings,  Ms.  Patterson-Murphy  and  the  Collections  staff  on  theirwork,  with  a 
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round  of  applause. 

Mr.  DeCaignyannounced  thatafterthe  opening  ceremonyon  May14,  CoitTowerwill  reopen  to  the  public.  He  echoed 
the  Commission’s  praise  for  the  team’s  work  on  this  very  big  project. 

There  was  no  public  comment.

He  invited  everyone  to  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  on  May  10  for  the  opening  of  a wonderful  sound  piece  by  Bill 
Fontana,  using  sounds  captured  from  the  neighborhood. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment.

3.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  recentreopening  cerem  ony  at  Coit  Tower,  with  Mayor  Lee,  Fire  Chief  Hayes-White, 
Supervisor  Chiu,  Commissioners  Schnair  and  Ordenana  and  other  officials.  Mr.  DeCaigny  showed  several  photos  of 
the  event,  and  ofthe  restored  artworks  in  the  tower;  he  commended  the  conservation  team  led  by  Anne  Rosenthal 
I and  Architectural  Resources  Group,  as  well  as  Civic  Art  Collections  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings, 
Communications  Director  Kate  Patterson-Murphyand  other  Arts  Commission  staff. 

Mr.  DeCaignyannounced  the  new  Galleries  show  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall,  The  Valley/El  Valle,  featuring 
, photos  from  the  Central  Valley,  opening  June  17.  He  reported  on  the  end  of  another  successful  school  year  for

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
reviewed  the  Southeast  Community  Facility,  a tiny  but  ambitious  mini-park  atGuyPlace,  and  a plaza 
for  the  Chinatown  station  on  the  Central  Subway.

2.  Street  Artists  Committee— Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Sklar,  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a 
report  from  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  on  the  state  of  the  program,  and  they 
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discussed  the  recent  presentation  atthe  Main  Library  byfour  women  street  artists,  which  received 
good  press  coverage. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

3.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  on  a couple  of  artworks  approved  bythe  Committee,  including  a 
sound  piece  by  Bill  Fontana  atthe  North  Beach  Branch  Library,  dedicated  on  May  10,  which  she 
praised  as  fantastic.  The  Committee  also  approved  the  temporary  installation  of  a sculpture  by  Mark 
Baugh-Sasaki,  pending  approval  bythe  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  at  Patricia’s  Green; 
Commissioner  Keehn  added  that  David  Best  will  make  another  piece  for  installation  there  to  mark  the 
tenth  anniversary  of  Patricia’s  Green. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


6.  Nonprofit  Displacement  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  introduced  Brian  Cheu,  Director  of  Community  Development  in  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  who  had  chaired  the  Nonprofit  Displacement  Working  Group.  Mr.  Cheu  and  Mr.  DeCaigny 
presented  the  same  information  they  had  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  May  13,  and  reviewed  the 
Working  Group’s  reportand  recommendations.  The  Board  voted  to  release  a total  of  $4,515  million  to  address 
nonprofit  displacement:  $2,515  million  for  social  services  and  $2  million  for  the  arts. 

Mr.  Cheu  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  this  was  a wonderful  opportunity  for  their  two  departments  to  work  together, 
and  they  expect  to  continue  their  cooperation  in  developing  the  mechanism  for  disbursing  those  funds.  They 
explained  thattheywill  work  on  parallel  Requests  for  Proposal  (“RFPs”)  for  one  or  two  intermediary  organizations  to 
offer  technical  assistance  and  grants  to  the  nonprofits  within  each  ofthe  two  sectors.  They  reviewed  the  expected 
timeline,  selecting  the  intermediaries  in  July,  with  the  programs  beginning  to  operate  bythe  fall,  and  evaluation  of 
results  in  the  following  year.  They  also  described  proposed  criteria  and  requirements  for  nonprofit  organizations 
receiving  assistance,  including  both  technical  assistance  and  direct  financial  assistance. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  both  he  and  some  ofthe  Commissioners  had  received  calls  from  nonprofits  asking  about 
the  funding.  He  stressed  the  need  for  an  open,  transparent  and  equitable  process  to  evaluate  the  need  of  various 
organizations. 

Vice  President  Schnair  thanked  both  Mr.  Cheu  and  Mr.  DeCaigny,  and  staff,  for  their  hard  work  on  the  reportand  its 
proposals.  The  Committee  discussed  the  reportand  its  recommendations.  Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  Mr.  Cheu  for 
managing  and  leading  the  Working  Group,  and  thanked  staff.  Ms.  Patterson-Murphy  added  that  the  reportand  a fact 
sheet  are  available  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  website  under  “Affordability  Programs." 

Public  Comment: 

A speaker  from  the  Fei  Tian  Academy  of  the  Arts  explained  that  their  lease  was  expiring,  and  they  hoped  to  stay  in 
their  space  through  the  end  ofthe  year.  She  said  this  was  an  urgent  challenge  and  asked  what  they  should  do,  and 
added  that  they  were  grateful  for  the  opportunity. 

Mr.  DeCaignysuggested  that  interested  nonprofits  contact  Ms.  Patterson-Murphyto  be  notified  once  the  intermediary 
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is  in  place.  In  the  meantime,  he  recommended  the  Arts  Loan  Fund  of  Northern  California  Grantmakers  as  an  existing 
resource,  and,  for  organizations  in  the  Central  Market  District,  or  interested  in  relocating  there,  the  Central  Market 
Partnership  through  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development. 


Another  speaker  from  the  Fei  Tian  Academysaid  that  this  funding  would  help  his  organization  tremendously,  serving 
200  families. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

7.  Public  Comment 

Paula  Datesh  was  sorry  to  see  that  Commissioners  Sklar  and  Shelby  were  absent,  and  she  was  hopeful  when  she 
went  to  the  Street  Artists  Committee  meeting.  She  said  that  she  had  purchased  a permit  and  went  to  Justin  Herman 
Plaza  to  sell.  She  described  an  incident  there  and  said  she  had  tried  unsuccessfully  to  talk  about  it. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

8.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  he  had  had  questions  from  Commissioners  about  the  recent  restructuring  of  the  very 
well-regarded  Intersection  forthe  Arts.  He  reported  that  he  is  in  touch  with  their  board  of  directors  and  will  update  the 
Commission  at  a future  meeting.  In  the  meantime,  he  referred  people  to  the  statement  on  the  Intersection’s  website 
regarding  the  changes. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  said  th'atshe  had  spent  100  hours  trying  to  getthe  moneyorder  for  her  permit  returned.  She  commented 
on  immediate  disclosure  requessts  she  had  submitted  and  on  minutes.  She  said  that  her  days  working  on  the  street 
are  over,  as  it  takes  a toll  on  her  health. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

9.  Adjournment 

Vice  President  Schnair  noted  with  sadness  the  passing  of  Maya  Angelou  on  May28.  She  gave  a brief  biography  of 
Ms.  Angelou,  who  lived  fora  time  in  San  Francisco  and  was,  among  her  many  other  accomplishments,  the  first 
African  American  female  cable  car  driver  in  the  city.  Vice  President  Schnair  said  that  Ms.  Angelou  exemplified  the 
power  of  leadership  through  art. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at4:37  p.m.  in  memoryof  Maya  Angelou.

2.  Public  Comment 

Paula  Datesh  said  thatitwas  terrible  there  were  no  audio  recordings  of  Commission  meetings  from  1932  to  2012, 
and  that  Executive  Committee  meetings  had  not  been  posted  forten  years.  She  referred  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance 
Task  Force  and  to  a recent  CBS  article  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  budget,  and  said  the  agency’s  priorities  were 
misplaced. 


Richard  Rothman  praised  the  work  of  Arts  Commission  staff  (including  Public  Art  and  Collections  Senior  Registrar 
Allison  Cummings)  and  conservator  Anne  Rosenthal  and  ARG  in  restoring  the  Coit  Tower  murals.  Fie  urged 
everyone  to  see  them , and  said  that  he  hoped  the  procedure  could  be  changed  so  that  people  standing  in  line 
wouldn't  block  the  murals.  Fie  added  that  Coit  Tower,  the  Mother’s  Building  atthe  San  Francisco  Zoo  and  the  Beach 
Chaletweren’t  originally  designed  for  murals. 

President  Beltran  echoed  the  praise  for  Ms.  Cummings  and  forthe  murals.  There  was  no  further  public  comment.

3.  Approval  of  Minutes 
Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  said  that  these  minutes,  as  well  as  the  Committee  minutes,  were  posted  before  receiving  approval  from 
the  full  Commission,  and  should  have  been  posted  as  drafts.  She  said  there  was  not  much  in  the  Library’s 
Government  Documents  section,  and  she  criticized  minutes  of  the  Street  Artists  Committee. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment,  and  the  minutes  were  unanimouslyapproved  as  follows.

4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Interim  Program  Director  Lucy  Lin  was  leaving  to  pursue 
graduate  studies,  and  he  thanked  her  for  seven  years  of  service.  President  Beltran  added  that  she  had  heard  many 
positive  remarks  from  artists  about  the  work  she  has  done  in  the  program. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that  interviews  for  the  vacant  position  were  underway.  He  announced  three  new  people  starting  at 
the  Arts  Commission  in  the  next  few  weeks:  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies  (“ACLS”)  Fellow  Anh  Thang  Dao- 
Shah;  WritersCorps  Program  Associate  Gisela  Insuaste,  and  Arts  Education  Program  Officer  Liz Ozol. 

He  reported  on  the  dedication  of  the  Arelious  Walker  staircase  in  the  Bayview;  Supervisors  Cohen  and  Weiner  and 
other  officials  attended.  Mr.  DeCaigny  praised  the  work  of  Public  Art  Program  staff,  including  Project  Manager  Mary 
Chou,  and  Program  Officer  Tyra  Fennell,  who  helped  to  coordinate  the  celebration. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  also  reported  on  press  coverage  of  the  Galleries  show  El  Valle/The  Valley , noting  a story  in  El 
Tecolote,  thanks  to  distributing  press  releases  in  Spanish  as  well  as  English. 

He  reported  that  a Requestfor  Proposals  has  been  issued  for  one  or  more  intermediary  organizations  to  mitigate 
nonprofit  displacement.  In  response  to  Commissioners’  questions,  he  reviewed  the  list  of  City  partners,  the  goals  of 
the  program,  the  funding  amounts,  the  selection  process  and  the  timeline  in  detail. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  August  4 meeting  of  the  full  Commission  would  be  cancelled,  due  to  summer 
travel  schedules. 

He  invited  Deputy  Director  Rebekah  Krell  to  discuss  the  budget  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  She 
presented  a budget  summary,  noting  the  differences  between  whatthe  Commission  initially  proposed  and  whatwas 
ultimately  approved. 

The  Commission  reviewed  the  budget;  Commissioner  Keehn  remarked  on  the  importance  of  information  technology 
and  website  upgrades.  In  response  to  Commissioners’  questions,  Mr.  DeCaignyexplained  that  fixtures,  furniture  and 
equipment  (“FFE”)  budgeted  for  the  Commission’s  move  into  the  War  Memorial  in  2015  are  standard  under  the  City’s 
contracts  for  the  building,  in  parity  with  other  City  departments,  and  take  into  account  ergonomic  requirements  and 
best  value  for  the  money.  He  added  that  the  reason  there  is  more  furniture  requested  than  there  are  staff  positions  is 
the  agency’s  efficient  use  of  interns  and  fellows  (who  need  someplace  to  sit)  rather  than  increasing  staff  positions  to 
accommodate  a rising  workload. 

Commissioner  Collins  left  the  meeting  at  2:40  p.m. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 
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5.  Consent  Calendar 

Commissioner  Ordenana  recused  himself  from  discussion  of  items  5,7, 17  and  18  (regarding  Cultural  Center 
advances,  AT&T  antenna  placement,  Cultural  Center  budgets  and  panelists).  He  explained  that  items  5 and  17  have 
to  do  with  the  Queer  Cultural  Center,  and  his  employer,  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Center 
(“SFLGBT  Center”),  rents  space  to  the  Queer  Cultural  Center;  item  7 has  to  do  with  AT&T,  which  is  a funder  of  the 
SFLGBT  Center;  and  item  18  includes  Allison  Sparks,  who  serves  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  SFLGBT  Center. 
Vice  President  Schnair  added  for  the  public  record  that  another  panelist  in  item  18,  Elizabeth  Brodersen.  is  on  the 
staff  of  the  American  Conservatory  Theater,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  sits  on  the  board  of  that  organization. 

Commissioner  Ordenana  left  the  room  at  2:45  p.m.  President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment  on  the  following 
items;  there  was  none,  and  the  items  were  approved  unanimously  with  the  recusal  of  Commissioner  Ordenana,  as 
follows.

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1 .  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  held  a 
brief  meeting,  reviewing  only  two  projects:  roof  antennas  for  Verizon  and  AT&T  cell  service,  and  a water 
treatment  plant  at  Oceanside.  She  added  that  the  Committee  also  had  a report  on  design  guideline 
revisions. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


2.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Melania  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  several  items,  including  several 
panelists  and  the  Queer  Cultural  Center’s  Management  and  Programming  Plan  and  Budget.  She 
explained  that  Cultural  Centers  will  now  be  submitting  these  plans  on  a rolling  basis.  She  added  that 
the  Committee  was  sad  to  bid  farewell  to  Ms.  Lin,  and  wished  herthe  best. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  August  1 grant  application  deadline  for  Cultural  Equity  Initiatives, 

Levels  1 and  2,  and  Individual  Artists  Commissions.  He  reported  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  staff  had 
done  a number  of  application  workshops,  all  of  them  completely  booked.  He  added  that  guidelines  for 
other  grants  will  be  published  in  mid-August,  and  posted  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  website. 
President  Beltran  added  that  artists  have  told  herthe  technical  assistance  and  portfolio  review  from 
staff  was  really  helpful. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  a great  new  artwork  by  Jovi  Schnell  has  been  dedicated  at  the 
SOMA  West  Skate  Park. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  first  project  to  be  funded  bythe  Public  Art  Trust.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  added  that  everyone  involved  will  be  learning  as  these  first  projects  are  implemented,  and 
staff  will  continue  to  solicit  feedback  to  help  refine  and  clarify  the  process.  The  Commission  briefly 
discussed  the  implications  of  citing  Public  Art  Trust  artworks  on  City  property  or  on  a third  party’s 
private  property,  and  affirmed  the  value  of  maintaining  the  Arts  Commission’s  jurisdiction  over  the 
process.  Mr.  DeCaigny  agreed,  and  added  that  staff  was  working  on  developing  a clear  template  for 
developer  agreements  related  to  contributions  to  the  Public  Art  Trust. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


7.  Measuring  Impact  Report 

At  the  requestof  Mr.  DeCaigny,  Ms.  Krell  presented  the  research  completed  by  University  of  California,  Berkeley 
graduate  student  Shirin  Panahandeh.  Ms.  Krell  explained  that  she  was  making  the  presentation  because  Ms. 
Panahandeh  had  done  this  work  as  her  thesis  project  in  the  spring,  and  she  has  now  graduated  and  left  the  area. 
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Ms.  Krell  added  that  this  would  provide  a great  basis  for  the  work  of  the  ACLS  fellow  coming  to  the  agency  this  month. 

Ms.  Krell  reviewed  the  report,  and  the  logic  model  it  used.  Mr.  DeCaigny  requested  comments  from  Commissioners 
and  the  public,  noting  that  there  is  not  much  literature  on  how  a governmental  arts  agency  measures  its  outcomes 
and  evaluates  success,  so  the  Arts  Commission  is  poised  to  break  ground  in  this  area. 

Commissioners  commented  on  possible  resources  from  tourism  and  visitors  bureaus,  documenting  the  role  of 
public  art  in  raising  revenue;  they  cited  Anish  Kapoor’s  Cloud  Gate  in  Chicago  as  one  example.  They  also  discussed 
the  impact  of  the  arts  on  public  spaces,  on  educating  people,  on  cultural  tourism,  on  economic  development.  They 
mentioned  the  biennial  Arts  and  Economic  Impact  study  conducted  by  Americans  for  the  Arts. 

Commissioner  Frankel  left  the  meeting  at3:15  p.m. 

The  Commission  continued  its  discussion,  pointing  out  the  importance  of  public-private  partnerships,  and  educating 
businesses  on  the  benefits  of  supporting  the  arts.  Theyalso  discussed  crime  reduction  and  arts  education. 

Mr.  DeCaignyasked  about  critical  stakeholders,  and  proposed  surveying  current  grantees  on  their  experience  with 
the  grant  process. 

Commissioners  proposed  surveying  who  else  might  be  doing  this  kind  of  evaluation,  and  discussed  a shift  in 
evaluation  from  simply  reporting  numbers  served  to  documenting  the  comprehensive  impact  ofthe  Arts 
Commission’s  investments  in  the  community. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Commissioner  Shelby  announced  an  event  on  Thursday,  July  17,  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts,  the  culmination 
of  a yearlong  project  with  MacArthur  Award-winner  Anna  Deavere  Smith  on  the  “school-to-prison  pipeline."  He  and 
other  Commissioners  praised  her  accomplishments. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  Adjournment 

President  Beltran  noted  with  sadness  the  recent  passing  of  two  friends  ofthe  Arts  Commission:  Over  the  course  of 
his  career,  Anthony  Turney  worked  with  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  the  Dance  Theater  of  Harlem,  the  San 
Francisco  Opera,  the  Names  Project,  and  ultimately,  with  Grace  Cathedral.  He  served  fora  time  in  1996  on  the  Arts 
Commission. 

June  Dunn  Gutfleisch  was  an  early  director  ofthe  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  predecessor  ofthe  Arts 
Commission’s  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program.  She  started  a similar  program  in  San  Diego,  and  later  led 
the  California  Confederation  ofthe  Arts.  She  ultimately  returned  to  San  Francisco,  working  for  then-Supervisor  Sue 
Bierman  and  later  for  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:44  p.m.  in  memory  of  Anthony  Turney  and  June 
Dunn  Gutfleisch.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 
1.  Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1.  President  Beltran  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  have  a quorum  due  to  a last-minute  schedule 
conflict,  and  so  did  not  meet. 

She  asked  Mr.  DeCaigny  to  discuss  the  motion  below,  regarding  the  Northern  California  Community 
Loan  Fund. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reviewed  the  Nonprofit  Displacement  Working  Group’s  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  regarding  real  estate  affordability,  and  the  Board’s  allocation  of  funds  to  address  nonprofit 
displacement  in  San  Francisco:  $2  million  for  the  arts  and  culture  sector,  and  $2,515  million  for  the  social 
service  sector.  He  explained  that  a panel  including  himself,  Brian  Cheu  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing 
and  Community  Development  (“MOHCD”),  and  representatives  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  and  other  City 
departments  reviewed  two  proposals  to  administer  the  funds.  He  explained  that  the  panel  had  chosen 
the  Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund  (“NCCLF”)  as  the  best  proposal;  they  applied  in 
partnership  with  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust  (“CAST”)  for  the  arts  and  culture  proposal,  and  in 
partnership  with  Urban  Solutions  for  the  social  service  proposal.  He  discussed  the  scope  of  work  for 
each,  including  technical  assistance,  direct  grants,  and  work  with  the  City  on  long-term  policy  strategies 
to  help  keep  nonprofits  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  following  motion  would  allow 
NCCLF  to  begin  working  on  the  arts  component.  He  added  that  Mr.  Cheu  and  representatives  from 
NCCLF  were  present. 

The  Commission  expressed  support  and  asked  about  the  timeline,  the  allocation  of  funds  to 
administration  as  against  direct  assistance,  and  reporting  and  other  requirements  for  organizations 
receiving  assistance.  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  goal  was  to  publish  the  call  out  to  organizations 
early  in  October,  with  a broad  outreach  strategy.  He  explained  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  set 
guidelines  for  the  funds:  60-65%  for  direct  financial  assistance  to  nonprofits,  with  a 10-15%  cap  on 
administrative  costs  for  the  subgranting  organization  (NCCLF),  and  the  remainder  for  technical 
assistance  to  the  arts  nonprofits.  He  gave  some  examples  of  technical  assistance,  including  advice  on 
lease  negotiations  or  matching  organizations  which  might  benefit  from  collocation.  He  explained  that 
eligible  arts  organizations  had  to  have  a demonstrated  history  of  artistic  and  programmatic  excellence  in 
San  Francisco  for  at  least  three  years,  and  be  financially  healthy  except  for  the  displacement  issue;  he 
added  that  they  were  not  required  to  be  prior  City  grantees,  and  that  all  of  the  information  would  be  on 
the  Arts  Commission’s  website. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  there  would  be  extensive  reporting:  the  nonprofits  will  report  to  NCCLF,  who 
will  report  monthly  to  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  MOHCD;  Mr.  DeCaigny  and  Mr.  Cheu  will  report 
quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  approved  unanimously  as  follows. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0908-14-224:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  a grant 
agreement  with  the  Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $2  million  to  mitigate  arts 
nonprofit  displacement  through  technical  assistance,  direct  financial  assistance  and  public-private 
partnership  policy  strategies. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  3:43  p.m.,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  chaired  the  remainder  of  the 
meeting. 

Vice  President  Schnair  asked  Mr.  DeCaigny  to  discuss  the  following  motion.  He  noted  that  the 
WritersCorps  program  was  celebrating  its  twentieth  year,  and  this  motion  would  allow  for  the  hiring  of 
teachers  for  the  year. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  passed  unanimously  as  follows. 

3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0908-14-225:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into 
contract  with  the  following  teaching  artists  to  work  in  the  WritersCorps  program  for  2014-2015: 

Sandra  Garcia,  $40,000 

Rose  Tully,  $40,000 
Anne  Rovzar,  40,000 
Madeleine  Clifford,  40,000 
Roseli  llano,  $29,000 

Regarding  the  following  motion,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  City  Charter  sets  aside 
a specific  percentage  of  property  tax  revenue  for  a symphony  orchestra,  and  that  there  is  a longstanding 
agreement  between  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  and  the  Arts  Commission  regarding  these  funds.  He 
explained  that  the  motion  had  been  drafted  in  collaboration  with  the  Controller’s  office,  to  amend  the 
agreement  in  light  of  increased  property  tax  revenues  (a  positive  result  of  the  real  estate  boom).  He 
emphasized  that  the  funding  formula  is  set  by  the  Charter  and  not  negotiated  by  the  parties. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  passed  unanimously  as  follows. 

4.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0908-14-226:  Motion  to  clarify  and  ratify  Resolution  No.  0404-11-089  to  reflect  the 
Controller’s  required  annual  adjustment  based  on  actual  property  tax  allocated  under  the  formula 
specified  in  Charter  Section  16.106(1)  and  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  funding  agreement  with  the 
San  Francisco  Symphony,  dated  September  30,  201 1 and  in  effect  through  July  2015,  for  twelve  annual 
concerts  so  that  the  Resolution  reads  as  follows: 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony  to  produce  four  annual  series  of  twelve  concerts  during  each  year  beginning  in  201 1 for  a 
total  of  48  concerts,  for  an  amount  based  on  the  appropriation  to  the  Arts  Commission  under  the  formula 
specified  in  Charter  Section  16.106(1),  estimated  at  approximately  $2,000,000  per  year  and 


approximately  $8,000,000  in  total  over  the  four-year  term  of  the  current  agreement,  subject  to 
adjustments  by  the  Controller’s  Office  based  on  actual  property  tax  allocated. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— -Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 


1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  favorably 
reviewed  a mini-park  at  Guy  Place,  strongly  supported  by  the  neighbors,  and  saw  an  informational 
presentation  of  several  initial  designs  for  a new  fire  station  at  Turk  and  Webster  streets. 

She  added  that  Commissioners  spend  a significant  amount  of  time  outside  of  the  Committee  meetings, 
and  she  praised  Commissioner  Smith  for  his  many  hours  of  working  with  designers. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  the  panel  recommendation  of  artist  Adriane 
Colburn’s  artwork  for  the  fence  at  the  Guy  Place  park. 

Commissioner  Keehn  took  up  the  matter  of  Facsimile,  the  artwork  installed  on  the  fagade  of  the  Moscone 
Center  West. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reviewed  the  challenges  faced  with  the  project  over  the  past  fifteen  years,  and  the  efforts 
of  Arts  Commission  staff,  the  studio  of  Diller  Scofidio  + Renfro  and  other  partners  to  get  the  moving 
video  artwork  operating  as  intended.  Mr.  DeCaigny  read  a letter  from  Convention  Facilities  Director  John 
Noguchi  at  Moscone  outlining  the  difficulties  with  the  piece  and  with  having  the  dark  screen  hanging  on 
the  side  of  the  building,  unavailable  to  organizations  using  the  building.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  there 
were  serious  questions  about  the  piece’s  sustainability  over  the  long  term,  with  rapid  changes  in  video 
technology. 

He  invited  Matthew  Johnson,  project  leader  from  Diller  Scofidio  + Renfro,  to  discuss  the  project.  Mr. 
Johnson  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  them,  and  read  a statement  from 
Elizabeth  Diller,  Ricardo  Scofidio  and  himself  in  support  of  the  project.  He  thanked  Special  Projects 
Director  Jill  Manton  and  the  Arts  Commission  staff,  as  well  as  the  Commission  and  the  Moscone  staff  for 
their  work  and  their  patience. 

Mr.  Johnson  discussed  the  conception  of  the  artwork  as  integrated  with  the  architecture  rather  than 
ornamentation  after  the  fact.  He  described  the  artwork  and  showed  video  of  the  piece.  He  requested  one 
month’s  delay  in  the  Commission’s  action.  Mr.  Johnson  described  how  the  screen  was  accidentally 
dropped  a short  distance,  and  how  Diller  Scofidio  + Renfro  donated  hundreds  of  hours  to  try  to  fix 
subsequent  damage  to  the  piece,  and  is  willing  to  give  $10,000  to  make  it  functional.  He  said  that  the 
piece  now  simply  needs  a new  video  card,  which  has  already  been  purchased  and  is  ready  to  be 
installed,  and  asked  the  Commission  for  one  more  chance  to  make  the  piece  work.  He  thought  it  could 
then  be  a fundraising  vehicle  to  help  with  ongoing  costs. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  the  artists  for  their  years  of  pro  bono  work  on  this  visionary  piece,  and  praised 
their  generosity.  He  explained  that  it  was  not  clear  early  in  the  process  that  there  would  have  to  be  a 
daily  safety  check,  including  holidays  and  weekends,  and  he  described  other  technical  challenges, 
including  the  sensitivity  of  components  to  the  dampness  of  San  Francisco’s  climate.  He  added  that  an 
extensive  forensic  review  was  not  able  to  supply  definitive  evidence  that  the  dropping  accident  was  the 
cause  of  all  the  operational  problems.  He  again  praised  the  artists’  work,  and  called  it  a very  difficult 
decision  to  remove  the  piece. 

Commissioner  Keehn  also  thanked  Mr.  Johnson  and  the  artists  for  their  incredible  work,  and  Ms.  Manton 
for  advocating  so  strongly  for  the  artwork.  She  said  that  the  replacement  of  the  video  card  was  not  the 
entire  issue,  and  that  the  Commission  also  had  to  consider  the  cost  of  the  daily  maintenance,  and  the 
lane  closures  required  for  repairs,  as  well  as  the  needs  of  the  rest  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  with  the  very 
limited  funds  available  for  maintenance  and  repair. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  issue,  asking  about  the  next  steps  and  costs  involved  in  removal  of  the 
piece.  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  staff  would  work  with  the  City  Attorney’s  office  and  the  artists  to 
determine  how  it  would  be  done,  and  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  would  review  the  next  steps.  While 
he  didn’t  have  an  estimate  for  the  cost  of  removal,  he  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  a one-time  cost  rather 
than  an  ongoing  one.  He  added  that  the  annual  budget  for  maintenance  of  the  entire  Civic  Art  Collection 
is  $75,000,  and  the  maintenance  costs  for  Facsimile  had  to  be  weighed  in  light  of  that  amount.  In 
response  to  another  question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  piece  was  never  formally  accepted  into 
the  Collection  and  so  would  not  have  to  be  deaccessioned. 

Commissioners  praised  the  visionary  idea  of  the  work,  and  said  that  they  understood  how  strongly  the 
artists  felt  about  the  work,  but  the  technical  issues  and  the  daily  costs  have  eclipsed  the  artistic  issues.  In 
response  to  a question  about  alternative  opportunities  for  the  artwork  to  be  seen,  Mr.  Johnson  said  they 
would  be  limited;  the  video  is  so  site-specific  that  it  couldn’t  be  installed  somewhere  else,  and  the 
documentation  of  the  piece  in  operation  is  so  limited  that  it  couldn’t  live  on  as  a “virtual”  work  online. 

Public  Comment: 

Bob  Sauter  of  Moscone  Center  was  very  sad  that  the  piece  has  been  unable  to  operate  over  eleven 
years.  He  said  that  the  greatest  issue  according  to  engineers  is  that  the  screen  is  unstable  as  it  travels. 
He  said  that  he  has  had  to  explain  for  eleven  years  to  renewing  clients  that  the  screen  is  not  available,  a 
dead  element  on  the  front  of  the  building.  He  hoped  to  see  it  replaced  with  something  available  to  a 
broad  number  of  people.  He  thought  that  this  was  a good  time  to  address  it,  as  Moscone  is  going 
through  extensive  improvements  now. 

Lucinda  Barnes,  Chief  Curator  of  the  University  of  California  Berkeley  Art  Museum  and  Pacific  Film 
Archive,  said  that  they  were  working  with  Diller  Scofidio  + Renfro  on  a piece  for  the  Museum’s  new 
building.  She  said  she  was  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Museum’s  Director,  Larry  Rinder,  a former  Arts 
Commissioner,  who  regretted  that  he  was  unable  to  attend  this  meeting,  and  was  familiar  with  the  history 
of  the  project.  She  made  a fervent  request  for  a short  reprieve,  and  thought  it  a shame  to  end  the  project 
when  the  technical  problems  were  almost  solved.  She  urged  the  Commission  to  lean  toward  artistic 
possibility,  since  expedience  would  dictate  that  the  project  should  have  been  shelved  long  ago. 

Joseph  Becker  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art  requested  an  extension  from  the 
Commission,  to  give  the  artists  a little  more  time.  He  said  that  he  had  spoken  with  the  artists,  and  that 
the  Museum  has  six  of  their  pieces  in  its  collection.  He  said  that  Diller  and  Scofidio  are  highly  regarded 


as  architects  and  artists,  and  it  would  be  a shame  to  lose  one  of  their  works. 


There  was  no  further  public  comment,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  called  for  a vote. 

The  motion  was  passed  by  the  following  vote:

0908-14-227:  Motion  to  authorize  removal  olFacsimile,  an  artwork  by  the  artist  team 
of  Elizabeth  Diller  and  Ricardo  Scofidio  (now  Diller  Scofidio  + Renfro)  commissioned  for  the  fapade  of 
Moscone  Center  West,  due  to  its  being  inoperable  despite  extensive  efforts  toward  repair. 

Commissioner  Keehn  thanked  Mr.  Johnson  for  coming  to  speak  to  the  Commission,  and  again  praised 
the  artists.  She  wished  that  the  piece  could  have  been  fixed.  She  noted  that  so  many  of  the 
Commissioners  are  artists  themselves,  and  said  that  this  was  a very  difficult  decision  for  all  of  them  to 
have  to  make. 


7.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

There  was  no  new  business  or  announcements,  and  there  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Adjournment 

Vice  President  Schnair  noted  with  sadness  the  recent  passing  of  actor  and  comedian  Robin  Williams,  and  discussed  his 
strong  connection  with  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:27  p.m.  in  memory  of  Robin  Williams.

President  Beltran  reported  that  Leo  Chow  has  had  to  resign  from  the  Commission  because  of  his  promotion  to  partner 
i at  Skidmore,  Owings  and  Merrill.  Because  the  firm  has  major  contracts  with  the  City,  this  constitutes  a conflict  of 
interest,  according  to  the  Ethics  Commission. 

President  Beltran  named  Commissioners  Ordenana  (Chair),  Frankel  and  Shiota  to  the  Nominating  Committee,  which 
will  meet  in  late  October;  the  agenda  will  be  posted  once  the  date  is  confirmed.  She  added  that  elections  will  be  held

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at  the  November  meeting  of  the  full  Commission,  in  accordance  with  the  bylaws. 

Finally,  she  reported  that  the  Mayor  has  requested  annual  performance  evaluations  for  department  heads,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  will  conduct  its  review  of  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  at  its  October  meeting.  Because  this  is  a 
personnel  matter,  the  review  will  be  held  in  closed  session.  The  Committee  will  seek  input  from  staff  and  the  public  as 
well  as  Commissioners  before  submitting  its  review  to  the  Mayor  at  the  end  of  October. 

5.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  Veterans  Memorial,  which  will  be  dedicated  on  Friday,  October  10,  at  the  War  Memorial 
Veterans  Building.  He  announced  the  Galleries’  annual  event,  Passport,  to  be  held  on  October  26  along  the  24th 
Street  corridor  in  the  Mission,  or  Calle  24,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  and  several  local  merchants.  He  explained  that  passport  books  are  available  on  the  Arts  Commission’s 
website  or  at  the  Arts  Commission’s  offices  for  $25,  and  that  participants  can  collect  artist-designed  stamps  on 
October  26,  with  an  after-party  at  Galena  de  la  Raza. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  he  has  been  invited  by  the  California  Arts  Council  to  represent  San  Francisco  in  a 
California  cultural  delegation  to  China  later  this  month. 

He  reported  that  Americans  for  the  Arts  has  confirmed  the  Hilton  Union  Square  for  its  2017  national  convention  in  San 
Francisco,  and  that  he  is  working  on  developing  a memorandum  of  understanding  with  Americans  for  the  Arts  to 
confirm  the  City’s  obligations  as  host. 

On  the  question  of  nonprofit  displacement,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund, 
which  was  selected  to  administer  the  funds  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  address  displacement  of 
nonprofit  organizations,  has  begun  developing  guidelines  for  a Request  for  Proposals  to  be  released  in  the  next  two 
weeks. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

6.  Consent  Calendar 

President  Beltran  severed  agenda  item  6 (regarding  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  “AAACC"  and  the 
Queer  Cultural  Center,  “QCC”)  and  agenda  item  26  (regarding  the  Moscone  Expansion  Exterior  Artworks  plan)  for 
separate  consideration.  Commissioner  Ordenana  recused  himself  from  discussion  on  the  AAACC  item  because  his 
employer,  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Center  (“SFLGBT  Center”),  rents  space  to  QCC. 
President  Beltran  recused  herself  from  discussion  on  the  Moscone  Expansion  item  because  she  was  commissioned 
by  the  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District  to  create  the  public  art  plan. 

Commissioner  Ordenana  left  the  room,  and  President  Beltran  called  for  consideration  of  the  following  item.  There  was 
no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows,  with  the  recusal  of  Commissioner 
Ordenana.

Street. 

Commissioner  Chew  added  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  being  part  of  the  October  7 panel  reviewing 
public  art  proposals  for  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


8.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

President  Beltran  congratulated  Mr.  DeCaigny  on  being  named  one  of  the  fifty  most  influential  arts  leaders,  and  on  a 
recent  front-page  profile  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle’s  Datebook  section. 

She  announced  that  she  had  artwork  in  the  California  College  of  the  Arts’  Oliver  Gallery  show,  Making  ( ) that  Matters. 

Commissioner  Chew  praised  the  work  of  Lenora  Lee  Dance,  an  Arts  Commission  grantee  whose  seventh  anniversary 
performance  he  had  recently  attended. 

Vice  President  Schnair  praised  the  @ Large  installation  by  Ai  Weiwei  on  Alcatraz  Island  and  encouraged  everyone  to 
see  it;  she  and  President  Beltran  described  the  artist  and  the  process  of  making  the  artwork. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  congratulated  Women’s  Audio  Mission  on  moving  into  a new  permanent  space  in  the  Mission,  the 
former  Soundworks  studio.  He  reported  that  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  has  awarded  an  Our  Town  grant  of 
$75,000  to  the  Arts  Commission  in  support  of  the  work  of  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust  (“CAST’),  which  is 
mapping  the  inventory  of  arts  and  culture  spaces  in  the  mid-Market  and  Tenderloin  areas.  He  also  reported  that 
Director  of  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  is  negotiating  a twenty-year  agreement  between  the  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  manage  the  nearly  $50  million  in  public  art  funds 
generated  by  the  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island.  He  added  that  the  final  agreement  will  come  to  the  Commission 
for  its  approval,  and  staff  will  give  an  overview  presentation  to  the  Commission  at  a future  meeting. 

President  Beltran  announced  the  beginning  of  the  annual  Litquake  festival,  October  10-18,  and  the  new  Art  Silicon 
Valley/San  Francisco  art  fair,  October  9-1 2.

4.  Director’s  Report 

After  first  congratulating  the  World  Series  Champion  Giants,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  successful  Galleries  event, 
Passport,  which  took  place  this  year  in  the  “Calle  24”  Latino  Culture  District.  He  noted  that  this  was  the  first  year  that 
[ passports  were  donated  to  nonprofit  partners,  including  Mission  Girls,  Galena  de  la  Raza,  Brava  Theater  and  Mission 
High  School  students,  through  Accion  Latina.  He  also  announced  the  November  1 3 opening  of  The 
Point,  photographs  by  Kirk  Crippens  and  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  community,  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall  and 
the  North  Light  Court.  The  event  will  begin  at  5:00  p.m.,  and  will  include  a performance  by  Ms.  Mary  Booker. 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  Request  for  Proposals  (“RFP”)  for  the  nonprofit  displacement  funds  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  funds  will  be  administered  by  Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund,  and  the  RFP  is 
posted  on  their  website,  with  a link  from  the  Arts  Commission’s  website.  He  urged  everyone  to  share  the  information, 
and  explained  that  the  deadline  for  applications  is  November  14.  In  response  to  questions  from  the  Commission,  he 
explained  the  panel  review  process,  the  panel  composition  and  how  the  funds  could  and  could  not  be  used, 
emphasizing  long-term  solutions.

6.  Report  on  Collections  Inventory 

Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  completion  of  a thorough  inventory  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  was  one  of  his  early 
goals,  and  he  was  pleased  to  say  that  it  was  now  completed.  He  introduced  Public  Art  and  Civic  Art  Collection 
Program  Director  Susan  Pontiousand  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  to  present  a report  on  the  Collection  and 
the  inventory.  He  also  thanked  Registrar  Anne  Marie  Purkey  Levine,  currently  on  family  leave,  for  her  past  work  on  the 
inventory. 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  overview  of  the  Collection,  and  described  its  history  and  its  mission.  She  explained  the  variety 
of  ways  objects  have  come  into  the  Collection,  and  she  highlighted  some  of  its  most  notable  artworks,  including  a fine 
collection  of  modernist  jewelry  as  a result  of  the  Art  Festivals  from  1946  through  1989.  She  noted  that  until  very 
recently,  objects  came  into  the  Collection  without  any  funds  for  maintenance;  now,  such  gifts  require  a maintenance 
endowment  in  order  to  be  accepted. 

She  described  the  loan  program,  which  places  artworks  from  the  Collection  in  City  offices,  and  the  large  portion  of  the 
Collection  at  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  the  City’s  most  valuable  collection  outside  the  Fine  Arts  Museums. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  San  Francisco  was  one  of  the  first  cities  to  pass  a “percent  for  art”  ordinance  which 
requires  funds  from  civic  construction  projects  to  be  used  for  public  art,  which  becomes  part  of  the  Collection.  As  a 
pioneer,  San  Francisco  has  had  to  develop  procedures  and  best  practices  without  prior  models. 

She  described  the  Collection  as  “artwork  with  a job  to  do” — including  healing  in  the  hospital  setting  and  humanizing 
spaces  for  people  in  confinement — with  the  mission  of  equity  for  all  in  the  experience  of  art  and  creativity  in  our 
neighborhoods.  She  discussed  the  tension  between  making  artworks  accessible  to  the  public  and  maintaining  the 
works’  security. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  a fire  in  1 979  destroyed  a great  many  files  and  damaged  some  artworks.  When  the 
Collection’s  first  registrar  was  hired  in  1984  and  began  assigning  accession  numbers,  she  had  to  reconstruct  records 
from  what  notes  and  files  remained,  and  from  comments  recorded  in  historical  minutes  of  the  Arts  Commission’s 
meetings.  Given  the  state  of  records  after  the  fire,  it  is  doubtless  that  some  of  the  accession  numbers  were 
“reconstructed”  for  objects  that  were  never  actually  accepted  into  the  Collection,  or  had  already  been  deaccessioned 
or  otherwise  actually  removed  from  the  Collection. 

Ms.  Pontious  described  the  importance  of  instituting  electronic  recordkeeping  in  recent  years,  along  with  the  other 
process  improvements  meant  to  protect  from  such  a loss  of  records  in  the  future.  She  discussed  the  effect  of  budget 
fluctuations  on  staffing  and  on  the  ability  to  maintain  and  conserve  the  Collection. 

She  reviewed  the  statistics  from  the  inventory,  which  was  recently  completed,  and  includes  condition  reports  on  the 
objects.  Finally,  she  added  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  and  staff  will  be  reviewing  collection  management  policies, 
and  doing  cost  modeling  for  the  annual  costs  of  conservation  and  maintenance  henceforward. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  emphasized  the  critical  impact  of  the  fire  and  the  concomitant  destruction  of  records,  then  kept  entirely 
on  paper.  He  explained  that  the  current  electronic  database  is  backed  up  offsite,  and  redundancies  are  built  into  the 
recordkeeping  system.  He  also  highlighted  the  need  for  staff  to  do  the  work  of  managing  the  Collection  and  its  data, 
pointing  out  that  for  many  years  there  was  no  dedicated  staff  for  this  important  work. 
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The  Commission  discussed  the  report  and  the  next  steps.  Staff  explained  that  any  significant  pieces  determined  to  be 
missing  will  be  posted  on  the  Art  Loss  Register,  noting  that  some  artworks  listed  as  missing  long  before  the  1979  fire 
would  not  be  likely  to  be  found  now  and  would  be  recommended  for  deaccession.  The  Commission  discussed  the 
value  of  the  Collection;  the  cost  of  appraisal  for  everything  is  prohibitive,  but  anything  loaned  to  another  entity  is 
appraised  at  that  time  for  insurance  purposes.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  entire  Airport  collection  has  been 
appraised.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the  remainder  of  the  Collection  is  self-insured  by  the  City. 

Commissioner  Keehn  congratulated  the  staff  on  an  incredible  job,  and  called  the  history  fascinating.  She  asked  about 
\ lost  works  that  might  be  entered  on  the  national  register.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  there  were  four  and  provided 
i detailed  information  on  the  artworks. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  in  some  cases,  staff  has  contacted  the  artist’s  estate  and  they  don’t  believe  the  work  in 
question  was  actually  in  the  custody  and  care  of  the  Arts  Commission.  He  reiterated  the  significance  of  the  1979  fire 
| as  a barrier  to  knowing  the  definitive  history  of  some  of  the  artworks. 

* President  Beltran  lauded  staff  for  completing  this  herculean  task. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

7.  Nomination  and  Election  of  Arts  Commission  Officers 

Nominating  Committee  Chair  Commissioner  Ordehana  reported  that  the  Committee  met  and  held  a robust  discussion, 
culminating  in  a motion  to  re-elect  JD  Beltran  as  Commission  President  and  Abby  Sadin  Schnair  as  Commission  Vice 
President.  He  discussed  their  strengths  and  experience. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  question  of  succession  planning,  and  proposed  that  the  Nominating  Committee  begin 
to  meet  earlier  in  the  summer  before  the  next  election.  Commissioners  also  requested  that  staff  work  with  the  City 
Attorney’s  office  to  clarify  whether  there  is  a conflict  of  interest  if  a member  of  the  Nominating  Committee  is  nominated 
for  one  of  the  offices. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

The  Commission  unanimously  elected  JD  Beltran  as  Arts  Commission  President  and  Abby  Sadin  Schnair  as  Vice 
I President. 

i President  Beltran  and  Vice  President  Schnair  thanked  Commissioners  for  their  support. 

President  Beltran  left  the  meeting  at  4:28  p.m.,  and  Vice  President  Schnair  chaired  the  remainder  of  the  meeting. 

8.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 


1 . Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1.  Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  most  of  the  Committee’s  meeting  consisted  of  the  performance 
review  of  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  a confidential  personnel  matter  which  took  place  in  closed 
session.  She  thanked  Commissioners  and  staff  for  their  responses  to  the  online  survey,  and  explained 
that  President  Beltran  was  working  with  Department  of  Human  Resources  staff  to  finalize  the  written 
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review,  which  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor’s  office. 

Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee  also  approved  a revision  to  the  contract  with 
Heyday  for  San  Francisco:  Arts  for  the  City— Civic  Art  and  Urban  Change,  1932-2012.  Mr.  DeCaigny 
explained  that  the  book  had  sold  better  than  anticipated  and  the  contract  modification  would  allow 
Heyday  to  sell  copies  originally  reserved  for  the  Arts  Commission’s  educational  distribution. 
Commissioners  asked  about  the  possibility  of  publishing  some  of  the  material  online,  as  the  hard 
copies  were  sold  out.  Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that  this  was  not  contemplated  in  the  original  contract,  and  at 
least  some  of  the  photographs  did  not  have  permissions  appropriate  for  online  publication.  He  said  he 
would  work  with  staff  to  investigate  this  option. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


2.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Melania  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  meet  in  October,  and  she  presented  the 
following  motion  to  approve  panelists. 

The  Commission  asked  about  the  inclusion  of  a staff  member  on  this  list.  Community  Investments 
Director  Judy  Nemzoff  explained  that  staff  is  often  involved  in  reviewing  grant  applications.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  added  that  Arts  Commission  staff  serve  on  interdepartmental  panels,  and  he  would  review 
with  the  City  Attorney’s  office  whether  staff  needed  to  be  approved  by  the  Commission  to  serve  on 
review  panels. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

3.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  projects  including  Glen  Canyon 
Recreation  Center,  Fire  Station  #5,  preliminary  conceptual  design  for  the  development  of  Treasure 
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Island,  and  the  major  renovation  of  Moscone  Center. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

4.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that,  in  addition  to  a number  of  projects,  the  Committee  approved  a pool 
of  qualified  artists.  This  process  allows  artists  to  apply  once  for  any  number  of  projects  over  a two-year 
period,  and  the  Committee  increased  the  budget  threshold  for  the  projects  from  $200,000  to  $500,000. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  the  temporary  relocation  of  the  sculpture  Red 
Fish,  depending  on  the  ability  of  the  Bayview  Historical  Society  to  raise  the  necessary  funds.  She 
reported  that  the  Committee  also  identified  artwork  locations  for  Fire  Station  #5.  Commissioner  Chew 
added  that  the  Committee  approved  a design  for  the  Central  Subway  construction  barricade. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Vice  President  Schnair  acknowledged  former  Commissioner  Leo  Chow,  first  appointed  by  then-Mayor  Gavin  Newsom 
in  April,  2009.  She  discussed  his  many  qualifications  and  his  years  of  excellent  service  to  the  City  on  the  Civic  Design 
Review  Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee,  where  he  also  served  as  part  of  the  search  committee  to  fill  the 
position  of  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs. 

Vice  President  Schnair  added  that  she  has  known  former  Commissioner  Chow  personally  for  more  than  twenty  years, 
and  that  he  was  one  of  the  reasons  she  felt  compelled  to  join  the  Commission  when  the  opportunity  arose. 

Vice  President  Schnair  invited  Julia  Laue,  Principal  Architect,  Building,  Design  & Construction,  San  Francisco  Public 
Works,  to  speak.  Ms.  Laue  said  that  when  she  accepted  her  position,  one  of  her  initiatives  was  to  establish  a culture  of 
excellence,  and  that  the  department’s  work  with  Mr.  Chow  and  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  invaluable  in  that 
respect,  in  both  formal  and  informal  reviews.  She  praised  Mr.  Chow’s  collaborative  style,  encyclopedic  knowledge 
and  true  professionalism.  She  added  that  his  suggestions  were  tangible  and  concrete  improvements  to  the  designs, 
and  that  he  commands  respect  with  her  team,  some  of  whom  studied  under  him.  She  said  that  she  and  her  colleagues 
will  miss  him,  and  he  leaves  big  shoes  to  fill. 

Noting  that  former  Commissioner  Chow  was  part  of  the  committee  that  hired  him,  Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  Mr.  Chow  for 
his  mentorship,  and  praised  his  strengths  in  governance  of  the  agency  as  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  his 
very  keen  eye  on  financial  oversight  and  accountability  to  the  City. 

Commissioner  Stryker  said  she  has  really  enjoyed  working  with  Mr.  Chow,  often  dashing  into  Civic  Design  Review 
Committee  meetings  wondering  with  great  curiosity  what  he  would  have  to  say  about  a project.  She  praised  him  as 
always  attentive,  observant  and  respectful,  and  said  that  working  with  him  has  been  an  elevating  experience. 

Commissioner  Keehn  said  that  she  has  learned  a great  deal  from  Mr.  Chow,  hearing  his  perspective,  and  that  it  has 
been  a pleasure  to  serve  with  him.  She  added  that  he  has  had  a major  impact  on  design  in  the  City. 

Saying  he  thought  he  had  simply  been  invited  to  go  out  for  drinks,  former  Commissioner  Chow  thanked  the  speakers 
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for  their  friendship,  calling  their  kind  words  overwhelming.  He  said  he  would  miss  all  of  them,  and  the  work  he  has 
done  with  them.  He  added  that,  over  the  last  several  weeks,  as  he  has  stepped  away  from  the  daily  work  of  the 
Commission,  as  he  travels  around  San  Francisco  seeing  all  the  things  the  Commission  has  worked  on — buildings, 
artworks,  Cultural  Centers — he  has  thought  about  how  much  the  work  this  Commission  does  touches  everyone  in  the 
City.  He  said  he  would  miss  everyone,  Commissioners  and  staff,  and  their  unbridled  passion  to  improve  the 
environment  of  San  Francisco,  and  he  thanked  them  all. 

Commissioner  Chew  added  that  he  has  a view  of  Mr.  Chow’s  building  at  Third  and  Market  streets,  so  he  was  not 
going  away. 

Public  Comment: 

PJ  Johnston,  former  Arts  Commission  President,  spoke  to  express  the  thanks  of  a grateful  public  for  Mr.  Chow’s 
service,  and  his  disappointment  at  the  Ethics  Commission’s  ruling  on  the  question  of  a conflict.  He  recalled  that  he 
was  the  person  who  recommended  to  then-Mayor  Newsom  that  he  appoint  Mr.  Chow  to  the  Arts  Commission,  after  Mr. 
Johnston  and  Mr.  Chow  had  done  some  work  together. 

Mr.  Johnston  praised  Mr.  Chow’s  enormous  talent,  and  his  truly  community-oriented  values.  He  added  that  he  knew 
as  well  as  anyone  in  the  room  how  much  work  Mr.  Chow  had  put  into  his  time  on  the  Commission,  and  that  San 
Francisco  was  fortunate  to  have  had  his  service. 

To  general  applause,  he  thanked  Mr.  Chow  again  on  behalf  of  the  public. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

10.  Adjournment 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:56  p.m.,  in  honor  of  Leo  Chow.

4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  provided  general  program  updates.  On  November  13,  2014,  the  SFAC  Galleries  opened  the  Kirk 
Crippens  photography  exhibition,  The  Point, which  focuses  on  the  Bayview  Hunter’s  Point  community.  Supervisors 
Breed  and  Cohen  attended  the  event,  and  Mary  Booker  performed  two  spoken  word  pieces.  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained 
that  the  show  is  installed  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall,  with  banners  hung  in  the  North  Light  Court.  He  added  that 
this  is  part  of  the  Commission’s  Cultural  Equity  goals  to  represent  all  neighborhoods  in  City  Hall  exhibitions. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  also  reported  on  an  exhibition  by  Matthew  Gottschalk  in  the  Galleries’  Grove  Street  space,  focused  on 
San  Francisco’s  rapidly  changing  skyline;  the  opening  is  scheduled  for  December  16. 

Finally,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  private  memorial  held  at  the  new  public  safety  building  commemorating  San 
Francisco’s  fallen  officers.  He  described  the  artwork  by  Shimon  Attie  at  the  site,  which  uses  light,  shadow  and  text.  He 
reported  that  Police  Chief  Greg  Suhr,  family  members  and  the  artist  attended  the  very  moving  ceremony;  the  public 
dedication  of  the  building  is  scheduled  for  January.  Commissioner  Beltran  thanked  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan 
Pontious  for  her  work,  and  mentioned  the  challenge  of  installing  the  piece. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reviewed  upcoming  grants  and  panels,  and  discussed  his  participation  in  the  Learning  Circle  with 
Northern  California  Grantmakers  with  Moy  Eng  and  Tom  David.  Mr.  DeCaigny  updated  the  Commission  on  the 
implementation  of  the  nonprofit  displacement  request  for  proposals,  which  closed  in  November.  There  were  twenty- 
one  applicants,  many  with  immediate  need.  He  added  that  the  panel  to  review  their  proposals  will  be  held  in  January.

2.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Shiota  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
reviewed  proposed  panelists,  and  that  Community  Investments  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  had 
presented  a review  of  projects  and  the  Arts  and  Communities  in  Partnership  (“ACIP”)  and  Individual 
Artist  Commission  (“IAC”)  grants  programs. 

Regarding  the  following  motion,  Commissioner  Ordenana  explained  that  he  would  not  participate  in 
the  discussion  or  vote  on  potential  panelist  Manish  Vaidya,  who  is  employed  by  the  Queer  Cultural 
Center,  a short-term  tenant  of  Commissioner  Ordehana’s  employer,  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay 
Bisexual  Transgender  Community  Center,  because  of  a potential  conflict  of  interest.  To  avoid  losing 
quorum,  President  Beltran  amended  the  motion  to  remove  Mr.  Vaidya’s  name  for  later  consideration  by 
the  Committee.

3.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Keehn,  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
approved  several  items  just  approved  in  the  Consent  Calendar  above.  He  noted  that  the  Galleries  will 
commission  fifteen  new  portraits  of  LGBT  notables  as  part  of  a show  of  photographs  by  artist  Roger 
Erickson  in  June. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Chew,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  City’s  Capital  Plan  has  made 
its  largest  allocation  yet,  some  $473,000,  for  maintenance  and  conservation  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection . 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that,  despite  a maternity  leave  and  a retirement  in  the  same  year,  Collections  staff 
has  made  great  progress  on  conservation  work  after  completing  a full  inventory. 

Finally,  Commissioner  Chew  acknowledged  the  work  of  intern/volunteers  Eleanor  Sandys,  Allison 
Shiba  and  Allegra  Fortunati. 

Public  Comment: 

Carla  Jones  expressed  disappointment  that  the  date  of  the  December  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting 
had  been  changed,  and  she  was  unable  to  attend.  She  said  that  staff  had  advised  her  to  check  the 
website,  and  when  she  did  so  earlier  today,  it  was  down.  She  suggested  that  staff  notify  the  mailing  list 
when  a meeting  date  is  changed. 

She  also  asked  about  the  public  art  database  on  the  website,  explaining  that  she  has  been  doing 
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fieldwork  on  public  art,  and  asked  who  she  should  contact  about  discrepancies  in  the  database. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  members  of  the  public  can  request  notification  of  meetings,  and  added  that 
the  public  art  database  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  website  is  not  the  comprehensive  Embark  database 
used  by  staff  to  track  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  He  explained  that  staff  has  gone  to  the  City’s  information 
technology  committee  several  times  to  request  funds  to  allow  for  an  upgrade  of  the  system,  but  have 
been  denied.  He  added  that  some  publicly  accessible  artworks  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  other 
agencies  or  entities,  and  so  would  not  be  in  the  Arts  Commission’s  database. 

7.  New  Business  and  Announcements 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  was  publishing  a journal  issue  focused  on 
creative  placemaking,  the  use  of  the  arts  to  activate  public  space.  In  connection  with  the  release  of  the  publication,  he 
reported  that  national  leaders  from  several  national  funders  and  other  nonprofit  organizations  would  be  visiting  San 
Francisco  and  participating  in  a panel  discussion  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  he  had 
been  invited  to  co-author  an  article  in  the  journal  with  Mayor  Lee,  looking  at  the  challenges  of  affordability  facing  the 
arts  in  a strong  economy,  the  other  side  of  the  challenges  presented  by  an  economic  downturn. 

Commissioner  Chew  called  this  very  big  news,  and  looked  forward  to  welcoming  national  leaders  to  San  Francisco. 

Finally,  President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  recently  returned  from  a trip  to  Europe,  where  she  had  seen  lots  of 
airports,  and  she  was  terrifically  pleased  and  proud  to  come  home  and  see  the  beautiful  and  award-winning  work 
done  by  Arts  Commission  staff  at  San  Francisco  Airport. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Adjournment 

President  Beltran  reported  with  sadness  the  passing  of  Jennifer  Entine  Matz,  a gifted  and  dedicated  City  worker,  and 
of  Chitresh  Das,  an  accomplished  and  inspiring  dancer,  choreographer  and  teacher. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  presented  brief  biographies  of  Ms.  Matz  and  Mr.  Das;  Ms.  Matz  had  worked  in  a number  of  positions  in 
City  government  and  was  a great  champion  of  the  arts,  praised  as  relentlessly  optimistic.  She  worked  in  the  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  and  worked  on  mid-Market  as  well  as  other  projects  important  to  the  City.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  explained  that  she  had  died  in  November  after  a yearlong  battle  with  cancer,  and  that  many  in  the  City 
family  spoke  wonderfully  of  her  at  a memorial  on  December  1 6. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  Mr.  Das  had  died  suddenly  just  the  day  before  at  the  age  of  70.  He  noted  that  the  Chitresh 
Das  Dance  Company  had  been  a Cultural  Equity  Grant  recipient,  and  discussed  Mr.  Das’s  performing  and  teaching  of 
the  classical  Indian  dance  form,  Kathak.  He  established  the  Chanddam  School,  with  branches  in  India  as  well  as 
locally,  and  performed  as  recently  as  September,  2014;  the  company  is  scheduled  to  perform  atZellerbach 
Auditorium  in  March. 

Commissioner  Shelby  was  shocked  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Das,  and  recalled  that  he  had  worked  with  him  only  once,  but 
had  become  great  friends  with  him.  He  praised  Mr.  Das  as  a great  man,  an  artist  who  brought  people  together,  an 
extraordinary  community  leader  and  a dedicated  teacher  of  young  people. 
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There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:52  p.m.,  in  memory  of  Jennifer  Entine  Matz  and 
Chitresh  Das.

Mr.  DeCaigny  likewise  offered  New  Year  wishes,  and  began  his  report  with  an  update  on  SOMArts’  new  gender- 
neutral  restrooms. 

He  reported  that  Tyra  Fennell  was  leaving  her  position  after  five  years  at  the  Arts  Commission  and  reviewed  some  of 
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her  accomplishments  with  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program,  as  well  as  her  community  service  with  the 
Bayview  YMCA  and  the  Museum  of  the  African  Diaspora.  He  thanked  her  for  her  work,  to  general  applause,  and 
President  Beltran  echoed  his  praise. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  January  1 0 sidewalk  chat  with  artist  Matthew  Gottschalk,  whose  work  is  at  both  the 
SFAC  Galleries  and  Alter  Space  on  Howard  Street. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that,  based  on  advice  from  the  City  Attorney’s  office,  it  has  been  the  understanding  of  the 
agency  that  the  Committees,  as  distinct  from  the  full  Commission,  were  not  required  to  post  minutes.  The  Sunshine 
Ordinance  Task  Force  disagreed  with  that  interpretation,  and  minutes  are  now  being  posted  for  all  Committees.  He 
further  explained  that  because  of  historical  short-staffing,  there  was  a significant  backlog  of  Committee  minutes, 
primarily  for  the  Executive  Committee.  He  explained  that  the  following  Consent  Calendar  included  all  of  the 
outstanding  Committee  minutes  that  had  not  been  previously  posted,  as  well  as  some  that  had  been  posted  but  not 
finally  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Shelby,  as  the  father  of  two  daughters,  and  President  Beltran,  as  the  mother  of  a son,  commented  on 
the  SOMArts  announcement,  and  the  importance  of  gender-neutral  restrooms  when  they  were  out  with  their  children.

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Shiota  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
reviewed  proposed  panelists,  and  that  Community  Investments  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  had 
presented  a review  of  projects  and  the  Arts  and  Communities  in  Partnership  (“ACIP”)  and  Individual 
Artist  Commission  (“IAC”)  grants  programs. 

Regarding  the  following  motion,  Commissioner  Ordenana  explained  that  he  would  not  participate  in 
the  discussion  or  vote  on  potential  panelist  Manish  Vaidya,  who  is  employed  by  the  Queer  Cultural 
Center,  a short-term  tenant  of  Commissioner  Ordehana’s  employer,  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay 
Bisexual  Transgender  Community  Center,  because  of  a potential  conflict  of  interest.

3.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Keehn,  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
approved  several  items  just  approved  in  the  Consent  Calendar  above.  He  noted  that  the  Galleries  will 
commission  fifteen  new  portraits  of  LGBT  notables  as  part  of  a show  of  photographs  by  artist  Roger 
Erickson  in  June. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Chew,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  the  City’s  Capital  Plan  has  made 
its  largest  allocation  yet,  some  $473,000,  for  maintenance  and  conservation  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that,  despite  a maternity  leave  and  a retirement  in  the  same  year,  Collections  staff 
has  made  great  progress  on  conservation  work  after  completing  a full  inventory. 

Finally,  Commissioner  Chew  acknowledged  the  work  of  intern/volunteers  Eleanor  Sandys,  Allison 
Shiba  and  Allegra  Fortunati. 

Public  Comment: 

Carla  Jones  expressed  disappointment  that  the  date  of  the  December  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting 
had  been  changed,  and  she  was  unable  to  attend.  She  said  that  staff  had  advised  her  to  check  the 
website,  and  when  she  did  so  earlier  today,  it  was  down.  She  suggested  that  staff  notify  the  mailing  list 
when  a meeting  date  is  changed. 

She  also  asked  about  the  public  art  database  on  the  website,  explaining  that  she  has  been  doing 
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fieldwork  on  public  art,  and  asked  who  she  should  contact  about  discrepancies  in  the  database. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  members  of  the  public  can  request  notification  of  meetings,  and  added  that 
the  public  art  database  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  website  is  not  the  comprehensive  Embark  database 
used  by  staff  to  track  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  He  explained  that  staff  has  gone  to  the  City’s  information 
technology  committee  several  times  to  request  funds  to  allow  for  an  upgrade  of  the  system,  but  have 
been  denied.  He  added  that  some  publicly  accessible  artworks  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  other 
agencies  or  entities,  and  so  would  not  be  in  the  Arts  Commission’s  database.

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  was  publishing  a journal  issue  focused  on 
creative  placemaking,  the  use  of  the  arts  to  activate  public  space.  In  connection  with  the  release  of  the  publication,  he 
reported  that  national  leaders  from  several  national  funders  and  other  nonprofit  organizations  would  be  visiting  San 
Francisco  and  participating  in  a panel  discussion  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  he  had 
been  invited  to  co-author  an  article  in  the  journal  with  Mayor  Lee,  looking  at  the  challenges  of  affordability  facing  the 
arts  in  a strong  economy,  the  other  side  of  the  challenges  presented  by  an  economic  downturn. 

Commissioner  Chew  called  this  very  big  news,  and  looked  forward  to  welcoming  national  leaders  to  San  Francisco. 

Finally,  President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  recently  returned  from  a trip  to  Europe,  where  she  had  seen  lots  of 
airports,  and  she  was  terrifically  pleased  and  proud  to  come  home  and  see  the  beautiful  and  award-winning  work 
done  by  Arts  Commission  staff  at  San  Francisco  Airport. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Adjournment 

President  Beltran  reported  with  sadness  the  passing  of  Jennifer  Entine  Matz,  a gifted  and  dedicated  City  worker,  and 
of  Chitresh  Das,  an  accomplished  and  inspiring  dancer,  choreographer  and  teacher. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  presented  brief  biographies  of  Ms.  Matz  and  Mr.  Das;  Ms.  Matz  had  worked  in  a number  of  positions  in 
City  government  and  was  a great  champion  of  the  arts,  praised  as  relentlessly  optimistic.  She  worked  in  the  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  and  worked  on  mid-Market  as  well  as  other  projects  important  to  the  City.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  explained  that  she  had  died  in  November  after  a yearlong  battle  with  cancer,  and  that  many  in  the  City 
family  spoke  wonderfully  of  her  at  a memorial  on  December  1 6. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  Mr.  Das  had  died  suddenly  just  the  day  before  at  the  age  of  70.  He  noted  that  the  Chitresh 
Das  Dance  Company  had  been  a Cultural  Equity  Grant  recipient,  and  discussed  Mr.  Das’s  performing  and  teaching  of 
the  classical  Indian  dance  form,  Kathak.  He  established  the  Chanddam  School,  with  branches  in  India  as  well  as 
locally,  and  performed  as  recently  as  September,  2014;  the  company  is  scheduled  to  perform  atZellerbach 
Auditorium  in  March. 

Commissioner  Shelby  was  shocked  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Das,  and  recalled  that  he  had  worked  with  him  only  once,  but 
had  become  great  friends  with  him.  He  praised  Mr.  Das  as  a great  man,  an  artist  who  brought  people  together,  an 
extraordinary  community  leader  and  a dedicated  teacher  of  young  people. 
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There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:52  p.m.,  in  memory  of  Jennifer  Entine  Matz  and 
Chitresh  Das.

“I  received  a letter  dated  Jan.  5 asking  me  to  respond  in  writing.  I sent  a PDF  attachment  of  my  response  to  Page- 
Ritchie  on  Jan.  1 0. 1 asked  that  she  acknowledge  that  she  received  it;  foreword  it  to  all  Commissioners  and  email  me 
when  she  did  it.  I left  2 phone  messages  with  no  response.  I sent  a few  follow  up  emails  to  her  which  were  not 
answered.  On  Jan.  29-1  wen  to  your  office  with  a taped  copy  addressed  to  ALL  COMMISSIONERS.  Lazar  would  not 
let  me  in  and  laughed.  I explained  that  I wanted  to  drop  this  off  and  get  a receipt.  He  refused.  I was  let  in  and  went  to  a 
desk  about  30  feet  from  the  door.  Trickey  was  ranting  that,  "I  AM  BANNED  FROM  THE  OFFICE  AND  BUILDING.  SHE 
WAS  GOING  TO  CALL  POLICE".  I sand  nothing,  left  the  letter  without  a receipt  and  left.  When  I got  down  to  the  guards 
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desk  in  the  lobby.  Trickey  was  already  there.  She  was  ranting  "I  WAS  BANNED,  CALL  THE  MANAGEMENT  AND 
POLICE".  She  accosted  a total  stranger  and  said  the  same  thing.  I said  nothing  and  taped  her. 

“I  went  the  management  office  and  spoke  with  May.  I left  my  contact  info  and  was  told  they  were  not  contacted  by 
anyone  at  the  SFAC.  I then  went  to  Pat  Paterson  of  the  Ethics  Commission.  She  was  the  person  Trickey  accosted  in 
the  lobby.  She  said  she  was  frightened  and  I apologized  for  Trickey.  I waited  the  the  hallway  of  the  basement  the 
same  day.  I tried  to  speak  about  this  under  PUBLIC  COMMENT  of  the  Advisory  Meeting.  Lazar  refused  to  put  the 
recorder  on  the  table.  During  the  3 minutes-  both  Lazar  and  Tibbon  were  talking  so  loudly  about  nothing-that  I was  not 
able  to  give  public  comment.  I filed  a police  report. 

“Jan.  29-1  went  to  the  management  office  of  the  buiding  to  speak  with  Geroge  Sui.  She  said  he  did  not  receive  a call 
from  anyone  at  the  SFAC  and  called  Trickey  to  advise  her  about  making  false  claims. 

“Note:  I spoke  at  the  December  2014  full  Commission  meeting.  My  general  public  comment  did  not  appear  in  the 
minutes.  It  was  Ann  Trickey  who  posted  them.”

President  Beltran  took  this  item  out  of  order,  and  introduced  the  newly-sworn  Commissioner  Paul  Woolford.  She 
| briefly  described  his  resume  and  architecture  credentials,  and  she  welcomed  him  to  the  Commission.  He  thanked  her 

i and  said  that  it  was  an  honor  and  a pleasure  to  serve  the  City  and  he  looked  forward  to  working  with  the  Commission. 

There  was  no  further  new  business  or  announcements,  and  no  public  comment. 

7.  Arts  Commission  FY  2015-2016  and  2016-2017  Draft  Budget 

At  the  invitation  of  Mr.  DeCaigny,  Deputy  Director  Rebekah  Krell  explained  the  budget  timeline  and  process,  and 
reviewed  the  draft  budget  and  budget  memo,  including  the  capital  budget  requests  for  the  Cultural  Centers  and  the 
Civic  Art  Collection. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  proposed  budget  in  detail.  In  response  to  a question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  described  the 
capital  planning  process,  and  explained  that  the  capital  budget  proposal  encompasses  the  full  scope  of  capital  needs 
currently  assessed  for  the  Collection.  Commissioner  Woolford  proposed  reviewing  the  planned  HVAC  work  at  the 
Cultural  Centers  to  assure  the  healthiest  options  for  both  the  buildings’  occupants  and  the  City’s  budget. 

In  response  to  a question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  discussed  how  the  goals  of  the  strategic  plan,  and  the  community  priorities 
expressed,  were  reflected  in  the  budget  proposal.  He  reported  on  performance  measures,  on  focus  groups  of  both 
grantees  and  unfunded  applicants  being  conducted  by  Community  Investments,  and  he  described  how  staff  was 
' working  closely  with  Grants  for  the  Arts  on  an  online  grants  application  for  both  agencies.  He  gave  a brief  update  on 
the  status  of  the  nonprofit  affordability  initiative  and  described  plans  for  more  formal  reporting  to  both  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  this  Commission. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  also  described  four  “enhancements”  in  the  budget  proposal,  including  a “legacy  artist”  grant  program, 
one-time  funding  to  address  affordability  of  arts  spaces,  one-time  funding  to  address  artists’  housing,  and  one-time 
funding  for  capacity-building  work  in  public-private  partnerships.  The  Commission  discussed  these  proposals  in 
detail,  with  particular  interest  in  the  legacy  artist  idea,  and  they  had  several  suggestions  addressing  space  needs  and 
artist  housing.  At  Mr.  DeCaigny’s  request,  Commissioner  Ordenana  described  how  the  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual 
Transgender  (“LGBT”)  Center  used  addback  funds  to  help  underserved  LGBT  people  access  affordable  housing,  and 
navigate  the  City’s  resources.  This  is  a possible  model  to  help  artists  do  the  same. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

8.  Treasure  Island  Memorandum  of  Agreement 

Mr.  DeCaigny  invited  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Projects  Director  Jill  Manton  to  discuss  the  agreement  between  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  and  the  Arts  Commission  to  develop  the  public  art  program  for 
Treasure  Island.  She  gave  an  overview  of  the  project,  explaining  that  the  artwork  would  be  the  property  of  TIDA  and 
' not  part  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  She  invited  TIDA  Director  Bob  Beck  to  discuss  the  scope  of  the  agreement, 
approved  in  January  by  the  TIDA  Board  of  Directors. 

Mr.  Beck  said  that  TIDA  was  excited  to  work  with  the  Arts  Commission  and  had  great  confidence  in  its  expertise.  He 
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briefly  discussed  the  developer’s  timeline  and  some  of  the  important  locations  for  public  art.  Commissioners  were 
excited  about  the  partnership  of  the  two  agencies  and  about  this  largest  development  in  the  City  for  a generation. 

Claire  Isaacs  Warhaftig,  former  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  explained  that  she  is  a longtime  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Treasure  Island  Museum,  and  she  talked  about  the  Museum’s  goals.  She  offered  the  help  of  the 
Museum’s  board.  She  added  that  she  has  watched  from  a distance  and  was  very  impressed  with  what  the  Arts 
Commission  has  been  doing.  Mr.  DeCaigny  pointed  out  that  Ms.  Isaacs  Warhaftig  had  been  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 
at  the  time  the  agency  moved  into  25  Van  Ness,  and  thought  it  was  fitting  that  she  was  present  at  this  meeting  when 
the  Commission  approved  the  budget  covering  the  agency’s  move  out  of  that  building  into  the  Veterans  War  Memorial 
Building. 

Museum  Association  President  Walt  Bilofsky  made  a brief  presentation  about  artists  working  on  Treasure  Island,  and 
affirmed  that  the  Association  supported  the  motion  and  looked  forward  to  working  with  the  Arts  Commission. 

In  response  to  a question  from  the  Commission,  Mr.  DeCaigny  confirmed  that  the  agreement  was  reviewed  separately 
by  Deputy  City  Attorneys  representing  the  Arts  Commission  and  TIDA. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 
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1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed 
the  Treasure  Island  Streetscape  Master  Plan,  and  explained  that  it  is  one  of  the  City’s  largest  projects 
in  many  decades;  except  for  some  historic  structures,  they  are  starting  from  scratch  to  build  a town.  She 
discussed  some  of  the  unique  challenges  of  the  site,  including  intense  winds,  difficult  soils  and  sea- 
level  rise,  and  praised  the  designers  on  the  project.  She  described  how  they  are  incorporating  unique 
features,  setting  the  street  grid  on  a diagonal  so  that  trees  can  help  buffer  winds  to  make  pedestrian 
spaces  more  comfortable.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  was  excited,  and  predicted  that  the  City  will 
be  proud  of  the  project  when  it  is  complete. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Committee  met  in  January,  and  discussed  Union  Square  spaces 
lost  to  construction.  She  reported  that  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District  Director  Karin 
Flood  attended  the  meeting  and  they  discussed  a possible  annual  “Winter  Walk”  integrating  the  street 
artists  for  the  holiday  selling  season,  though  nothing  has  been  definitely  decided. 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  revised  criteria  and  forwarded  names 
of  potential  screening  panelists  to  the  Mayor’s  office  for  his  appointment. 

President  Beltran  added  that  she  has  spoken  with  Commissioner  Sklar  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  about 
strategies  for  the  program. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Datesh  criticized  the  Program  Director’s  management  of  the  program  and  complained  that  the 
maps  of  the  selling  spaces  were  inaccurate.  She  mentioned  a lawsuit  versus  John  Tunui,  and  claimed 
Arts  Commission  staff  made  false  accusations  against  her. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


4.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Keehn,  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed 
insurance  and  contracting  requirements.  He  invited  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  to 
speak;  she  explained  that  the  Committee  had  asked  fora  discussion  of  contracts,  why  they  are  so 
complex,  and  what  certain  clauses  mean,  etc.  The  City’s  Risk  Manager  was  present  as  well,  and  they 
thoroughly  discussed  contracts,  artists’  protections,  rights  and  responsibilities,  the  impact  of  state  law, 
and  how  the  contracts  address  other  parties  such  as  architects  or  general  contractors.  President 
Beltran  praised  the  knowledgeable  and  willing  Public  Art  staff  who  review  these  formidable  contracts 
with  the  artists. 

Commissioner  Chew  also  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  an  LED  artwork  by  Leo  Villareal  for 
the  sky  bridge  at  Moscone  Center. 
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In  response  to  a question,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  Bay  Lightsh ad  reached  its  funding  goal  and 
would  become  a permanent  feature  on  the  Bay  Bridge. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


10.  New  Business  and  Announcements,  continued 

President  Beltran  announced  that  she  had  four  new  short  art  films  debut  as  part  of  her  Cinema  Snow  Globe  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  announced  that  she  would  miss  the  next  meeting  because  she  was  visiting  Cuba  for  an 
emerging  art  tour. 

Commissioner  Chew  announced  that  someone  who  works  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum  taking  tickets  has  been 
nominated  for  an  Oscar  for  best  animated  short;  gifted  artists  were  everywhere  in  San  Francisco. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

11.  Adjournment 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:50  p.m.

4.  Director’s  Report 

l Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  the  change  in  the  agenda,  placing  Committee  Reports  before  consideration  of  the  Consent 
Calendar.  He  added  that  the  President  retained  the  right  to  take  items  out  of  order  in  response  to  time  constraints. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  a number  of  transitions,  beginning  with  thanks  to  Adine  Varah.  who  recently  left  her

2.  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  public  comment. 
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position  with  the  City  as  Deputy  City  Attorney  for  a new  role  as  general  counsel  for  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of 
Modern  Art  (“SFMOMA”).  He  discussed  her  role  as  counsel  for  the  City’s  arts  and  culture  departments  over  her 
seventeen-year  tenure,  as  well  as  her  teaching  at  Stanford  Law  School.  He  added  that  her  wise  advice  has  been 
crucial  to  him  as  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  and  that  her  departure  is  a great  loss  for  the  City,  and  a wonderful  gain  for 
SFMOMA. 

Ms.  Varah  thanked  Mr.  DeCaigny  for  his  kind  words  and  said  she  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  continue  teaching  with 
Commissioner  Frankel,  and  working  with  Commissioner  Collins  in  his  role  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  SFMOMA.  She 
thanked  and  congratulated  the  Commission  and  staff  for  all  the  work  they  do  to  support  the  arts  in  San  Francisco, 
noting  that  while  they  often  hear  criticism,  the  work  they  do  is  extraordinary,  and  she  was  thankful  to  have  been  a part 
of  it. 

She  introduced  her  successor  at  the  City  Attorney’s  office,  Susan  Dawson,  describing  her  education  and 
accomplishments. 

Commissioner  Keehn  said  that  she  had  worked  with  Ms.  Varah  over  sixteen  years,  first  on  the  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women  and  then  on  the  Arts  Commission,  and  praised  her  thoughtfulness  and  ability  to  deal  with  complex 
issues. 

Commissioner  Collins  said  that  in  his  role  at  SFMOMA,  he  had  seen  Ms.  Varah  as  an  outstanding  candidate  in  a 
phenomenal  pool  drawn  from  a national  search.  He  praised  her  service  to  the  community,  and  was  glad  she  would  be 
able  to  continue  to  strengthen  the  arts  in  San  Francisco. 

President  Beltran  recalled  how  they  had  discussed  so  many  things,  praising  Ms.  Varah  as  a champion  for  the  arts. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  introduced  Deputy  City  Attorney  Susan  Dawson  with  a brief  review  of  her  resume,  including  her 
education  in  both  art  and  the  law,  her  tenure  at  the  Smithsonian,  and  her  legal  experience,  including  an  internship 
under  Ms.  Varah.  Ms.  Dawson  thanked  Mr.  DeCaigny  and  said  that  she  was  honored  to  serve  the  City  and  the  Arts 
Commission.  She  added  that  she  has  benefitted  tremendously  from  Ms.  Varah’s  guidance. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  then  announced  the  departure  of  Program  Associate  Tyese  Wortham  and  Program  Officer  Beatrice 
Thomas  from  Community  Investments,  and  he  briefly  described  their  contributions  to  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants 
program  during  their  tenure.  He  explained  that  Ms.  Wortham  had  joined  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust,  and 
that  Ms.  Thomas  would  become  an  independent  consultant.  Commissioner  Melania,  as  Chair  of  the  Community  Arts, 
Education  and  Grants  Committee,  praised  their  thoughtfril  and  dedicated  work  for  the  agency,  and  Mr.  DeCaigny 
thanked  them  and  wished  both  well. 

Turning  to  other  matters,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  Facsimile  has  been  removed  from  the  Moscone  Center,  and  the 
Arts  Commission  has  retained  the  hard  drive.  He  announced  the  twentieth  anniversary  celebration  event  for 
WritersCorps,  to  be  held  on  March  26  at  the  Contemporary  Jewish  Museum.  He  also  reported  on  a Market  Street 
poster  series  featuring  WritersCorps  students  and  their  writing.  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  99-year  lease  for  the 
Mexican  Museum  is  being  reviewed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

He  also  reported  on  the  status  of  nonprofit  displacement  funding:  the  arts  review  panel  was  recently  held,  and  the 
social  service  panel  would  be  held  later  in  the  week.  In  response  to  questions  from  Commissioners,  Mr.  DeCaigny 
explained  that  technical  assistance,  primarily  legal  and  real  estate  advice,  had  been  approved  for  all  of  the  arts 
organizations  that  had  requested  it.  He  explained  that  financial  awards  would  be  limited  to  organizations  which  had 
control  of  their  spaces  for  five  years  or  more. 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  also  reported  on  the  Galleries’  show  of  Bayview  photographs  by  Kirk  Crippens  in  City  Hall  during  Black 
History  Month,  and  he  welcomed  the  Galleries’  new  associate,  Jackie  Im. 

Finally,  he  explained  that  he  and  Deputy  Director  Krell  would  present  an  update  on  the  Strategic  Plan  to  the  Executive 
Committee  at  its  March  meeting,  with  an  overview  for  the  full  Commission  at  its  April  meeting.

Tunui  was  not  on  the  plaza 
but  hung  around  taunting  me  until  they  came.  He  claimed  he  was  there  to  tell  me  about  a fork  lift  issue.  SFPD 
questioned  those  who  saw  him  and  he  was  told  not  to  return.  About  10am,  Tunui  returned  saying,  “you  bitch  you 
called  the  cops  on  me!”  I called  SFPD  again  and  he  was  told  he  would  be  arrested  if  he  continued.  I never  returned  or 
worked  in  the  street  after  that. 

“I  do  not  know  Tunui.  He  has  slandered  me  at  public  meetings;  lied  under  Oath  at  2 previous  civil  hearings  and 
altered  documents  to  support  his  claims.  He  has  harassed  me  in  the  financial  district  for  2 years  and  I have  spent 
more  time  in  Court  than  outworking.  I was  never  questioned  by  anyone  at  the  SFAC  about  this  and  I do  not  believe 
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Tunui  will  stop.  Two  Superior  Court  Judges  have  told  him  that  if  he  is  in  their  Courtroom  again-he  goes  to  jail.  He  is 
due  in  Court  this  Wednesday. 

“The  first  police  report  I filed  was  from  25  Van  Ness-3  years  ago.  Tom  Decaigney  refused  to  take  responsibility  for 
Tunui's  actions  or  do  anything  about  it.  I am  diabetic  and  Tunui  has  sent  me  to  the  emergency  room  3 times. 

“I  do  not  want  your  Street  Artist  permit.  That  program  is  too  mismanaged  and  Tunui  will  never  stop  harassing  me.” 


There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

3.  Approval  of  Minutes

4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  welcomed  Alex  Tan  as  the  new  Community  Investments  Program  Associate,  and  briefly  described  his 
background  and  experience.  He  reported  on  a variety  of  agency  activities,  including  the  WritersCorps  20th 
anniversary  event  at  the  Contemporary  Jewish  Museum  and  posters  celebrating  the  program;  the  SOMArts  exhibit 
Dis/Play,  celebrating  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act;  Hung  Yi’s  Fancy  Animal  Carnival  on 
temporary  display  in  the  Civic  Center  Plaza;  and  the  first  annual  grants  meeting  held  at  the  African  American  Arts  and 
Culture  Complex  with  the  partial  sponsorship  of  ArtCare.  He  thanked  Commissioner  Shelby  for  his  participation  in  the 
event. 

He  also  reported  on  the  award  of  the  first  round  of  nonprofit  displacement  grants,  and  on  the  announcement  of 
Bloomberg  Philanthropies’  invitational  funding  opportunity  in  six  cities,  including  San  Francisco.  Mr.  DeCaigny 
reported  on  the  opening  of  the  Public  Safety  Building  and  showed  images  of  the  beautiful  public  artworks  installed  in 
the  building,  and  covered  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  then  introduced  ACLS  Fellow  Dr.  Anh  Thang  Dao-Shah  to  present  the  logic  model  and  performance 
measures  she  has  developed  in  response  to  the  strategic  plan  and  the  Controller’s  office  requirements  for 
performance  measures.  She  reviewed  the  draft  logic  model  and  performance  measures  documents,  explaining  how 
she  developed  them  and  how  they  were  related  to  the  strategic  plan  and  its  elements. 

President  Beltran  added  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  discussed  Dr.  Dao-Shah’s  presentation  in  great  detail.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  reviewed  the  next  steps  for  the  agency.  The  Commission  discussed  the  report  and  made  several 
suggestions  regarding  metrics.  They  noted  that  many  additional  artists  might  be  employed,  or  arts  organizations  might 
benefit,  as  a result  of  other  artists  receiving  direct  commissions  or  grants.  The  Commission  also  asked  about  the  study 
on  economic  impact  conducted  biennially  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts;  the  Arts  Commission  participates  in 
this  study.  Dr.  Dao-Shah  briefly  described  the  next  steps  in  conducting  and  presenting  her  research  on  the  agency 
and  its  programs.  The  Commission  commended  her  work. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  briefly  reviewed  the  Year  One  update  on  the  strategic  plan,  noting  that  he  had  reviewed  it  in  great  detail 
with  the  Executive  Committee  the  previous  Monday.  He  explained  that  as  staff  had  discussed  the  plan  in  connection 
with  performance  reviews,  it  became  apparent  that  some  of  the  agency’s  core  functions  were  not  fully  represented  in 
the  objectives,  and  he  discussed  how  that  would  be  addressed.  President  Beltran  added  that  the  Executive 
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I Committee  had  discussed  the  update  in  detail  and  made  several  suggestions. 

! 

' The  Commission  suggested  updates  more  frequently  than  annually,  perhaps  semiannually  or  quarterly;  Mr.  DeCaigny 
agreed.  In  response  to  questions,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reviewed  the  history  of  the  strategic  plan,  stakeholder  engagement  in 
the  process  and  the  efforts  to  communicate  the  plan  to  the  public;  he  added  that  the  plan  is  posted  on  the 
j Commission’s  website. 

j The  Commission  thanked  Mr.  DeCaigny  and  staff  for  their  work,  and  President  Beltran  said  how  thrilled  she  was  with 
• the  current  state  of  the  agency. 

J There  was  no  public  comment. 

5.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  CommitteeCommittee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1 . President  Beltran  reiterated  that  the  Committee  had  discussed  the  logic  model,  performance  measures 
and  strategic  plan  update  in  great  detail. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


2.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Shiota  reported  that  Community  Investments 
Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoffhad  introduced  Alex  Tan,  the  new  Community  Investments  Program 
Associate.  Commissioner  Shiota  reported  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  the  grantee  meeting  and 
approved  the  grants  on  today’s  Consent  Calendar. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 


1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
reviewed  a project  at  San  Francisco  Airport,  Terminal  1 , which  is  undergoing  significant  changes.  She 
reported  that  the  Committee  also  reviewed  the  Moccasin  project,  a small  administrative  building  that  is 
part  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  system;  the  Committee  praised  the  project,  which  aspires  to  LEED 
certification.  Finally,  she  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  the  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Plaza 
and  recommended  some  changes  to  the  design  team. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 
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1 . Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  revised  criteria  for  artwork,  and  will  delay 
their  implementation  to  give  the  artists  time  to  adapt.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  met  consultant 
Kate  Faust,  who  is  working  with  the  program  on  implementation  of  the  strategic  plan.  She  reported  that 
there  was  a great  deal  of  public  comment,  and  that  the  Committee  discussed  appropriate  decorum. 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  on  her  observations  of  the  involvement  of  street  artists  in  their 
communities  in  Cuba,  which  she  recently  visited. 

President  Beltran  added  that  Commissioner  Sklar  is  working  with  staff  to  help  improve  the  program  and 
the  quality  of  the  artists,  and  to  determine  how  the  program  can  better  align  with  the  overall  agency 
mission. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the  outside  perspective  of  Ms.  Faust  under  the  auspices  of  the  Goldman 
School  of  Public  Policy  was  invaluable.  He  said  that  the  program  licenses  some  350  artists  each  year, 
and  he  invited  broad  input  to  help  strengthen  and  raise  the  quality  of  the  program. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  had  approved  three  finalists  for  the  first  project 
under  the  Public  Art  Trust,  and  discussed  the  next  steps  in  choosing  the  finalist.  She  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  approved  revised  guidelines,  and  thanked  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious 
for  her  work  on  the  document. 

Commissioner  Keehn  reported  on  other  projects  reviewed  by  the  Committee,  including  artworks  for 
San  Francisco  Airport’s  temporary  boarding  area  for  Terminal  1.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  also 
had  to  cancel  a visionary  work  proposed  by  Mark  Brest  van  Kempen  for  the  Alameda  Creek  watershed 
whose  technical  and  engineering  needs  have  pushed  the  project  far  over  budget.  President  Beltran 
added  that  the  Committee  and  staff  were  very  disappointed  that  the  project  was  just  not  feasible. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

6.  Consent  Calendar 

Commissioner  Ordenana  recused  himself  from  consideration  of  item  8,  regarding  the  Native  American  Arts  and 
Cultural  Traditions  Grants,  because  one  of  the  grantees,  the  Queer  Cultural  Center,  rents  space  from  his  employer, 
the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Center.  Commissioner  Shelby  recused  himself  from 
consideration  of  items  6 and  7,  regarding  grants  to  the  Yerba  Buena  Gardens  Festival,  because  he  is  an  artist  in 
residence  at  Yerba  Buena. 

Commissioners  Ordenana  and  Shelby  left  the  room  at  3:28,  and  President  Beltran  called  for  a vote  on  the  three  items 
below.  There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  approved  unanimously,  with  the  recusal  of  Commissioners 
Ordenana  and  Shelby.

Alma  Robinson  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  submitted  the  following  written  statement: 

“On  behalf  of  the  thousands  of  San  Francisco  artists  and  arts  organizations  that  we  annually  serve,  we  are  requesting 
sustainable  funding  from  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  for  arts  service  organizations  in  order  to  provide 
technical  assistance  and  capacity  building  services  for  our  community.  Service  organizations  are  not  currently 
supported  by  either  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  or  Grants  for  the  Arts  for  the  core  services  we  provide, 
programs  that  play  an  essential  role  in  strengthening  our  city’s  arts  infrastructure. 

“As  organizations  that  serve  individual  artists  and  arts  organizations  with  their  fundamental  business  and  legal  needs. 

\ we  provide  a wide  range  of  information  services,  educational  programs  and  other  resources  that  help  artists  become 
more  self-sufficient  in  a rapidly  changing  economy. 

“Organizations  that  serve  artists  and  arts  organizations  also  provide  significant  infrastructure  support  for  the  arts

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community  as  a whole.  We  serve  as  conveners,  provide  alternative  dispute  resolution  services,  leverage  private 
support,  protect  intellectual  property,  celebrate  and  preserve  cultural  assets,  stimulate  economic  and  community 
development,  engage  our  youth  in  “pro-social”  activities,  and  represent  the  interests  of  the  arts  sector  before  local, 
state  and  federal  policy  making  bodies. 

“Classes,  workshops,  seminars,  training  programs  and  other  services  help  strengthen  artists  and  arts  organizations  by 
building  their  practical  skills  and  technical  knowledge.  Networking  opportunities,  conferences  and  symposia  facilitate 
connections  between  groups  and  organizations,  as  well  as  individuals,  while  building  linkages  to  non-arts  sectors 
and  developing  a web  of  services,  a safety  net,  if  you  will,  that  protects  the  fragile  arts  ecology  of  our  city. 

“As  we  know  from  past  experience,  the  arts  economy  reflects  the  same  boom  and  bust  cycles  of  the  city’s  economy  as 
a whole,  only  amplified  because  of  extreme  sensitivity  to  the  price  of  space  and  artists’  need  for  unusual  spaces,  now 
in  dwindling  supply.  Many  artists  and  arts  organizations  are  being  forced  out  of  their  studios,  offices  and  venues--a 
drain  of  creative  assets  that  concerns  us  all. 

“Through  a funded  program  of  arts  services,  we  can  provide  one  set  of  solutions  to  this  problem  by  helping  artists 
become  more  self-sustaining  through  their  work  as  artists.  In  fact,  many  other  local  government  agencies,  as  well  as 
the  State  Arts  Council  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  fund  the  work  that  service  organizations  provide 
behind  the  scenes. 

“For  example: 

The  California  Arts  Council  allocates  $7,740,000  for  grants  in  the  2014-15  budget.  The  amount  budgeted  for 
statewide  (and  regional)  network  organizations  is  $375,000.  In  leaner  years,  the  Arts  Council  has  continued  to 
provide  consistent  funding  for  arts  services.  In  2010-1 1 , when  the  CAC  granted  just  $3,387,698  to  organizations, 
$242,000  of  that  total  amount  was  allocated  to  arts  service  organizations. 

“The  Los  Angeles  Arts  Commission  gives  out  $4.5  million  a year  in  two-year  grants,  serving  a total  of  close  to  400 
organizations  at  any  given  time.  This  includes  $319,200  in  two-year  grants  to  the  arts  service  sector.  The  Commission 
staff  reported  that  7%  of  total  current  grantees  are  service  organizations. 

“The  Los  Angeles  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  reports  that  in  its  current  budget  for  FY14-15,  DCAis  investing 
$2,356,307  in  grants  ($2,065,307  to  organizations  and  $291 ,000  to  independent  artists).  Of  the  grand  total,  $170,120 
(or  8.2%)  is  competitively  awarded  to  1 1 arts  service  organizations. 

“Finally,  please  note  that  the  Arts  Budget  Coalition  has  recommended  a budget  allocation  of  $400,000  for  arts  service 
organizations.  This  recommendation  resulted  from  discussions  with  more  than  25  San  Francisco  arts  organizations 
and  500  San  Francisco  individuals  who  have  been  meeting  since  January,  2015. 

“Based  on  San  Francisco’s  total  arts  grants  in  2014-1 5 of  $4,575,923  from  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  and 
$10,870,206  from  Grants  for  the  Arts,  a line  item  of  $400,000  for  arts  organizations  that  provide  technical  assistance 
and  capacity  building  services  seems  like  a feasible  allocation  as  well  as  a worthy  investment.

Ms.  Robinson  described  some  of  her  organization’s  activities  and  discussed  the  importance  of  two-year  grants  and 
funding  for  arts  services. 

Brad  Erickson  of  Theatre  Bay  Area,  a co-signer  of  the  statement,  described  the  work  his  organization  does  and 
advocated  for  ongoing  funding  support  for  their  core  programs  to  help  artists  be  successful,  and  to  keep  their 
programs  in  San  Francisco. 

Joen  Madonna  of  ArtSpan,  another  co-signer  of  the  statement,  announced  that  the  organization  was  celebrating  its 
40th  anniversary  with  open  studios.  She  discussed  the  value  of  the  arts  to  San  Francisco,  and  how  the  organization’s 
work  helps  artists.  She  added  that  some  200  artists  are  losing  their  studios  this  year,  and  she  said  it  would  mean  a 
great  deal  for  ArtSpan  to  receive  funding  for  their  services  to  artists. 

Wayne  Hazzard  of  Dancers  Group,  another  co-signer  of  the  statement,  discussed  National  Dance  Week  activities.  He 
described  the  organization’s  further  work  serving  some  1200  members,  60%  in  San  Francisco,  and  added  that 
organizations  serving  other  disciplines  were  unable  to  attend  this  meeting.  He  urged  additional  support  for  these 
organizations. 

Idris  Ackamoor  of  Cultural  Odyssey  discussed  how  his  organization  had  benefited  from  the  services  of  California 
Lawyers  for  the  Arts,  including  mediation  and  classes  on  business,  copyright  and  intellectual  property.  He  echoed  the 
comments  about  the  importance  of  the  other  arts  service  organizations  represented.  He  encouraged  additional 
support  for  them  from  the  Arts  Commission. 

Mark  Harris  spoke  on  behalf  of  ArtSpan.  He  explained  how  the  organization  helped  him  reinvent  himself  as  a fulltime 
working  artist  after  his  arrival  in  San  Francisco  fifteen  years  ago  with  a background  in  project  management  and 
financial  printing.  He  was  appalled  that  the  arts  service  organizations  don’t  have  funding  and  strongly  urged  funding 
for  their  core  services. 

Weston  Dombroski  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  explained  that  he  had  recently  moved  to  San  Francisco  from 
Chicago  and  was  a musician  as  well  as  a lawyer  and  mediator.  He  also  spoke  of  the  need  for  funding  and  of  the 
important  work  done  by  the  organization.  He  described  an  upcoming  conference  on  arts  in  corrections  and  thanked 
Mr.  DeCaigny  for  his  help. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

The  Commission  thanked  the  speakers  and  discussed  the  importance  of  the  work  done  by  the  arts  service  providers, 
and  the  legislative  limits  on  how  the  Arts  Commission  can  use  funds,  including  the  Cultural  Equity  Endowment. 

President  Beltran  took  the  Director’s  Report  out  of  order. 

3.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  budget  submitted  to  the  Mayor’s  office,  including  proposals  for  budget  policy 
enhancements  which  could  address  capacity-building,  housing  and  workspace,  capital  investments  in  the  Cultural 
Centers  and  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  an  increase  to  the  Cultural  Equity  Endowment.  He  added  that  staff  was 
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researching  the  possibility  of  making  multi-year  grants,  as  other  City  departments  do,  while  taking  into  account  that  the 
City’s  budget  is  annualized.  He  reviewed  the  budget  schedule,  and  announced  thattne  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
consider  the  Arts  Commission’s  budget,  along  with  those  of  other  City  arts  and  culture  departments,  on  June  18,  and 
would  take  public  comment  on  the  full  City  budget  on  June  19  at  10:00  a.m. 

He  thanked  representatives  of  the  arts  service  organizations  for  their  comments,  and  acknowledged  the  good  work 
they  do  to  make  San  Francisco  a leader  in  the  arts,  helping  to  build  capacity  in  a radically  shifting  environment. 

Turning  to  activities  of  the  Arts  Commission,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  posters  by  Robert  Minervini,  highlighting  the 
Civic  Art  Collection,  for  the  Art  on  Market  Street  series,  recently  covered  by  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  He  was 
pleased  to  announce  a partnership  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  an  exhibition  of  Minervini’s  work  at 
McLaren  Lodge,  opening  June  1 8.  President  Beltran  was  proud  to  say  he  had  been  her  student. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  April  1 6 at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building,  attended  by  Mayor 
Lee  and  former  mayors,  along  with  many  other  City  leaders,  including  President  Beltran  and  Commissioners  Stryker 
and  Woolford.  Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  Commissioner  Woolford  for  his  participation  as  an  architect  in  the  project.  Mr. 
DeCaigny  showed  images  of  the  building’s  public  art  by  Shimon  Attie  and  Paul  Kos,  and  added  that  the  moving 
ceremony  ended  with  the  ringing  of  Kos’s  All  Is  Well  Bell.  Mr.  DeCaigny  also  reported  on  the  April  21  opening  of  the 
temporary  installation  of  Hung  Yi’s  Fancy  Animal  Carnival  at  the  Civic  Center. 

He  reported  on  the  first  annual  community  grants  meeting  and  discussed  highlights  from  the  survey  conducted  at  the 
meeting.  He  added  that  new  grant  guidelines  would  be  reviewed  at  a future  meeting  of  the  Community  Arts,  Education 
and  Grants  Committee,  and  were  due  to  be  published  in  August. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  displacement  mitigation  grants  being  administered  by  the  Northern  California 
Community  Loan  Fund  and  CAST,  listing  those  organizations  receiving  technical  assistance  and  those  receiving 
grants.  The  Commission  discussed  the  program,  including  plans  for  future  rounds  of  funding  and  requests  for 
technical  assistance.  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  any  organization  experiencing  potential  displacement  is  eligible  for 
immediate  technical  assistance,  and  can  contact  Communications  Director  Kate  Patterson-Murphy  directly.  He  added 
that  the  Request  for  Proposals  for  the  next  round  of  funding  will  be  in  August,  and  explained  that  the  funds  were 
intended  to  generate  long-term  solutions. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  some  studio  displacements,  noting  that  Ms.  Patterson-Murphy  has  also  been  tracking 
individual  studio  displacements,  including  those  at  21 50  Folsom,  689  Bryant  and  the  Redlick  Building  at  1 7th  and 
Mission.  He  added  that  he  is  working  with  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  and  CAST  to 
create  an  inventory  of  space  in  San  Francisco,  and  he  called  for  members  of  the  community  to  contact  the  Arts 
Commission  regarding  studio  displacements.  The  Commission  discussed  studio  displacements,  some  imminent,  and 
how  the  Arts  Commission  might  help  individual  artists  in  this  regard.  They  also  discussed  the  distinction  between 
housing  and  workspace  for  artists,  and  the  importance  of  parity  for  artists  with  veterans,  families,  seniors  and  others 
facing  displacement.  Mr.  DeCaigny  invited  Commissioner  Ordenana  to  describe  a program  undertaken  by  the  LGBT 
Center  to  help  inform  community  members  about  existing  affordable  housing  resources,  and  help  them  access  these 
resources;  this  could  be  a model  for  helping  to  connect  artists  to  existing  housing  resources  in  the  same  way. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  survey  and  how  the  agency,  with  City  partners,  might  best  address  the  challenges;  Mr. 
DeCaigny  cautioned  that  responsible  use  of  public  resources  pointed  to  a longer-term  focus.  He  added  that  the  Arts 
Commission  was  working  to  make  its  website  a hub  for  information  and  resources,  and  working  with  service  providers 
to  help  match  artists  with  spaces. 
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• I The  Commission  also  discussed  the  specific  legislative  mandate  for  Cultural  Equity  Endowment  funds,  and  the 

current  federal  and  state  disputes  over  whether  artists  or  other  professional  classifications  should  qualify  for  prioritized 
, access  to  federally-funded  housing. 

Finally,  Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  May  14  ribbon-cutting  for  the  Strand  Theater  in  the  Central  Market  arts  district, 
as  a new  facility  for  American  Conservatory  Theater.  He  reported  that  this  was  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle’s  cover 
story  over  the  weekend,  highlighting  a number  of  new  arts  venues  in  the  area,  some  having  relocated  from  other 
locations.  Commissioner  Woolford  pointed  out  that  the  architectural  work  of  renovating  the  theater  was  done  pro  bono 
by  Skidmore,  Owings  & Merrill.  Vice  President  Schnair  pointed  out  that  the  building’s  color  was  vermilion,  not  just  red, 
and  she  described  some  of  its  exciting  features,  including  a lobby  cafe,  a “third  space”  (not  work,  not  home)  and  the 
place  to  go  to  see  what’s  going  on  in  the  arts  in  Central  Market. 

There  was  no  public  comment.

2.  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Approval  of  Minutes 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  as  follows. 
RESOLUTION  NO.  0601-15-154:  Motion  to  approve  May  4,  2015  Minutes. 


4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  opening  of  OUTspoken:  Portraits  of  LGBTQ  Luminaries  by  Roger  Erickson  in  City  Hall. 
i with  a tour  and  reception  on  June  9.  Galleries  Director  Meg  Shiftier  named  some  of  the  San  Francisco  LGBT 
luminaries  photographed  for  the  show,  including  Supervisors  Campos  and  Wiener,  and  invited  everyone  to  the 
opening. 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  the  Living  Innovation  Zone  temporary  installations,  presented  in  partnership  with  the 
Planning  Department  and  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Civic  Innovation.  He  also  reported  on  public  art  projects  around  the 
City,  including  a show  at  McLaren  Lodge  of  Robert  Minervini’s  original  paintings  commissioned  for  the  Market  Street 
posters,  presented  in  partnership  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department;  and  the  reprise  of  David  Best’s  2005 
temple  at  Patricia’s  Green. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  news  from  the  Cultural  Centers,  including  the  acquisition  of  the  Mission  Grafica  archive  of 
some  2,000  silkscreened  posters  by  the  University  of  California  Santa  Barbara  Library.  He  also  reported  the  departure 
of  SOMArts  Executive  Director  Lex  Leifheit  for  a newly  created  position  in  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  to  address  nonprofit  displacement  and  business  development;  Jess  Young  will  serve  as  the 
Interim  Director  for  SOMArts.  Mr.  DeCaigny  also  announced  SOMArts’  35th  anniversary  event  on  June  20,  the  June  1 9 
Sights  and  Sounds  of  Bayview  event,  and  the  award  of  a competitive  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Grant  to  the 
African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  to  support  playwrights  and  performers. 

Turning  to  the  question  of  artist  evictions  raised  in  the  previous  month,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Arts 
Commission,  in  partnership  with  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  Artspan  and  other 
organizations,  is  conducting  a survey  of  artists  facing  displacement  from  their  homes,  studios  or  both.  The  survey  is 
intended  to  help  develop  a more  holistic  picture  of  the  situation  and  guide  the  City’s  response  to  displacement;  he 
encouraged  everyone  to  help  by  forwarding  the  survey,  which  is  posted  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  website. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  just  submitted  his  budget  for  the  City  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  earlier  in 
the  day,  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  referred  Commissioners  to  the  Mayor’s  press  release,  describing  his  proposal  of  $7.1 
million  over  two  years,  sharing  prosperity  for  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.  He  asked  Deputy  Director  Rebekah  Krell  to 
review  the  budget  for  the  Commission;  she  was  pleased  to  note  the  Mayor’s  use  of  the  phrase  “arts  ecosystem”  a few 
times  in  his  budget  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Ms.  Krell  explained  the  next  steps  in  the  budget  process,  including  review  by  the  Board’s  Budget  Analyst,  voting  by 
the  budget  subcommittee  and  then  by  the  full  Board,  and  the  final  signing  by  the  Mayor  in  July  or  August.  She 
reviewed  the  budget  in  detail,  noting  the  Mayor’s  proposed  enhancements  to  the  base  budget.  Commissioners  asked 
about  some  items.  In  response  to  questions,  Ms.  Krell  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  discussed  the  process  of  review  by  the 
Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  in  greater  detail,  as  well  as  describing  how  Supervisors  may  propose  addbacks  for 
projects  in  their  districts. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  highlighted  the  funding  for  the  Arts  Education  Program  Officer  position,  and  the  $1  million  increase  in 
funding  for  Cultural  Equity  grants,  an  historic  and  ongoing  increase  of  50%.  He  added  that  the  Community  Arts, 
Education  and  Grants  Committee  would  shortly  review  staff  proposals  for  how  to  allocate  the  increased  funding , and 
he  noted  the  strong  interest  from  constituents  in  seeing  increases  go  to  individual  artists. 

The  Commission  congratulated  staff,  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  in  turn  thanked  community  advocates  for  their  effectiveness  in 
coming  together. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  also  discussed  the  Mayor’s  directive  to  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  and  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure  to  develop  a plan  addressing 
affordable  housing  for  artists.  He  reported  that  Arts  Commission  staff  are  already  working  with  these  departments,  and 
other  departments  on  this  issue,  and  will  report  back  to  the  Commission  in  the  coming  months. 

Commissioners  emphasized  the  importance  of  addressing  affordability  and  displacement,  noting  that  artists  have 
begun  leaving  the  Bay  area  altogether  for  Portland  and  other  cities. 
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There  was  no  public  comment. 

5.  Review  of  Statement  of  Incompatible  Activities 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Susan  Dawson  discussed  the  Arts  Commission’s  Statement  of  Incompatible  Activities  ("SIA”)  and 
how  it  relates  to  those  of  other  City  departments,  including  arts-related  departments.  She  explained  that  it  applies  to 
both  Commissioners  and  City  staff. 

She  described  its  rationale  and  reviewed  the  document  section  by  section,  discussing  general  and  specific 
prohibitions.  She  also  explained  the  Advance  Written  Determination,  and  encouraged  Commissioners  to  contact  her 
or  Deputy  City  Attorney  Andrew  Shen  with  any  questions,  and  suggested  that  staff  contact  their  supervisor  or  Mr. 
DeCaigny  if  they  have  questions. 

Finally,  she  noted  that  she  was  working  on  reviewing  the  Commission’s  bylaws,  which  will  soon  have  to  be  amended 
with  its  new  address,  and  reported  that  she  expected  to  come  back  to  the  Commission  later  in  the  year  to  discuss  the 
bylaws. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reiterated  the  encouragement  for  Commissioners  to  contact  the  City  Attorney’s  office  with  any  questions 
they  might  have.  He  added  that  the  terms  of  the  Arts  Commission’s  SIA  are  very  similar  to  those  of  other  City  arts  and 
culture  departments. 

Commissioners  Chew  and  Sklar  arrived  at  2:46  p.m. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 
1 . Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  President  Beltran,  Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  meet, 
but  presented  the  following  motion  for  approval  of  the  contract  with  the  San  Francisco  Symphony. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  the  standard  four-year  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Symphony, 
and  briefly  reviewed  the  historical  connection  between  the  Symphony  and  the  Arts  Commission  going 
back  to  1 935,  when  voters  allocated  a percentage  of  property  tax  to  a municipal  symphony  orchestra . 

He  discussed  the  community  concerts  that  are  part  of  the  agreement,  including  the  Lunar  New  Year 
and  Dia  de  los  Muertos  programs,  and  the  free  concert  traditionally  held  in  Dolores  Park.  He  expressed 
gratitude  to  the  Symphony  for  their  gift  returning  40%  of  the  City  funds,  approximately  $850,000,  to 
support  general  operations  of  the  Arts  Commission.  Finally,  he  introduced  Katie  Nicely,  Director  of 
Community  and  External  Relations  for  the  Symphony,  to  answer  any  questions;  there  were  none. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  0601-15-155:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into 
contract  with  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  to  produce  four  annual  series  of  twelve  concerts  during 
each  year  beginning  in  2015  for  a total  of  48  concerts,  for  an  amount  based  on  the  appropriation  to  the 
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Arts  Commission  under  the  formula  specified  in  Charter  Section  16.1 06(1 ),  estimated  at  approximately 
$2,260,000  per  year  and  approximately  $9,040,000  in  total  over  the  four-year  term  of  the  contract, 
subject  to  adjustment  by  the  Controller’s  Office  based  on  actual  property  tax  allocated. 


2.  Street  Artists  Committee— Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 


1 . Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  Kate  Faust,  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  Public  Policy 
graduate  student,  completed  a comprehensive  evaluation  ofthe  program,  and  presented  several 
recommendations  to  the  Committee  to  make  the  program  more  effective  and  more  successful.  Both 
Commissioner  Sklar  and  Commissioner  Chew  praised  Ms.  Faust’s  work,  noting  that  the  report  was 
well-received  at  the  Committee  meeting. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  briefly  described  Ms.  Faust’s  background,  noting  that  this  evaluation  was  conducted  in 
response  to  the  Strategic  Plan,  and  that  a summary  of  her  report  would  be  presented  to  the  full 
Commission  along  with  other  programs  for  Strategic  Plan  alignment,  including  the  Galleries  and 
WritersCorps,  later  in  the  year.  Ms.  Krell  added  that  after  this  first  phase  of  Ms.  Faust’s  work,  the  next 
phase  would  be  a feasibility  study  addressing  timeline  and  costs,  and  any  proposed  changes  would  be 
brought  to  the  full  Commission. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


3.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
reviewed  several  projects,  including  the  first  phase  ofthe  handsome  and  contemporary  Treasure 
Island  Ferry  Terminal  and  a small  industrial  building  in  part  ofthe  Fletch  Fletchy  water  system.  She 
reported  that  the  Committee  also  had  further  discussions  about  the  Van  Ness  Bus  Rapid  Transit 
(“BRT”)  plan,  a large  and  complex  project.  She  commended  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  their 
very  careful  design  work  through  many  redesigns.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  has  requested  a 
full-scale  mockup  ofthe  simple  and  beautiful  railing,  which  will  help  protect  pedestrians  in  the  middle  of 
the  street  where  the  stations  will  be. 

Vice  President  Schnair  commented  that  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle’s  critic  John  King  had  deservedly 
praised  the  Committee’s  work  reviewing  the  new  restrooms  in  Washington  Square  Park. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


4.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  a number  of  projects,  including  the 

artwork  by  David  Best  for  Patricia's  Green,  and  discussed  the  Strategic  Plan  alignment  ofthe  Galleries. 
She  commended  Public  Art  staff  for  their  work  on  the  2015-2016  artist  pool,  noting  that  the  workshops 
were  well-attended,  and  that  staff  did  a great  job  explaining  the  process  and  making  artists  feel 
welcome.  Commissioner  Chew  added  that  the  installation  ofthe  photo  show  on  the  ground  floor  of  City 
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Hall  was  looking  great. 

There  was  no  public  comment.

Finally,  he  added  that  Tara  Lamont  would  present  an  overview  of  the  Commission’s  new  offices  at  the  July  meeting  of 
this  Commission.

4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  several  activities  of  the  agency,  including  the  dedication  of  David  Best’s  Temple  at 
Patricia’s  Green,  in  commemoration  of  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Patricia's  Green;  the  Temple  will  be  on  display  through 
July  1 , 201 6.  President  Beltran,  Commissioners  Keehn  and  Ordenana  and  Supervisor  Breed  attended  the  event,  and

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Mr.  DeCaigny  commended  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Projects  Director  Jill  Manton  for  her  work  on  the  project.  He 
reported  on  Studio  1,  a Living  Innovation  Zone  (“LIZ”)  project  temporarily  installed  at  10th  and  Market  streets,  and 
announced  the  schedule  for  the  mobile  art  studio's  future  locations.  He  thanked  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Civic  Innovation  for  partnering  on  this  project,  and  commended  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Justine 
Topfer  for  her  work  on  the  LIZ. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  free  concert  by  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  on  July  12;  he  noted  that  this  concert,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Arts  Commission,  was  historically  held  at  Dolores  Park,  but  would  be  held  at  Pier  27  this  year 
because  of  construction  at  the  park. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  that  on  July  20,  Ebony  McKinney  would  be  rejoining  the  Arts  Commission  staff  as  a 
Program  Officer  after  several  years,  and  he  briefly  reviewed  her  resume. 

He  discussed  efforts  to  reach  artists  facing  displacement  from  their  homes  and/or  studios,  with  a survey  on  the  Arts 
Commission’s  website  until  July  14.  He  reported  that  there  have  been  more  than  300  responses  to  date,  and  thanked 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Entertainment  Commission,  the  Planning  Commission  and  other  City  partners  for  their 
efforts  in  spreading  the  word.  He  also  reported  that  the  Nonprofit  Displacement  Mitigation  Fund  administered  by  the 
Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund  is  now  accepting  technical  assistance  submissions  on  a rolling  basis. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  invited  Deputy  Director  Rebekah  Krell  to  review  the  budget  finally  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors’  Budget  Committee.  She  explained  that  the  overall  City  budget  is  currently  being  considered  by  the  full 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  is  expected  to  be  voted  upon  on  July  21  and  finally  approved  on  July  28,  and  then  signed 
by  the  Mayor  in  August. 

Ms.  Krell  reviewed  the  budget,  highlighting  the  $1  million  increase  to  cultural  equity  grantmaking,  and  the  additional 
capital  funding  for  the  Cultural  Centers,  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  the  Arts  Commission’s  move  to  the  War  Memorial. 
She  explained  how  the  Board’s  Budget  Analyst  reviews  the  budget  and  how  Supervisors  can  propose  addbacks. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  budget  and  the  budget  process,  and  Mr.  DeCaigny  and  Ms.  Krell  described  revenue 
sources  and  some  of  the  restrictions  on  addbacks,  and  how  staff  was  developing  a more  streamlined  quarterly 
Request  for  Proposal  process  for  the  addback  funds.  Mr.  DeCaigny  emphasized  that  the  increase  in  cultural  equity 
funding  was  a 50%  increase  to  the  baseline  for  coming  years,  and  not  intended  as  a one-time  increase. 

He  thanked  Ms.  Krell  and  the  accounting  staff  for  their  hard  work  on  the  budget. 

In  response  to  a comment  by  Commissioner  Chew,  Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  while  the  Street  Artists  Program  was 
historically  entirely  funded  by  fee  revenues,  in  recent  years  the  fees  did  not  cover  the  cost  of  the  program.  He 
explained  that  the  Mayor’s  office  has  made  a determined  effort  not  to  increase  fees,  and  so  the  program  was  now 
partially  subsidized  by  the  General  Fund. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Addario  said  that  he  was  sorry  to  see  there  was  no  funding  to  resore  or  remove  the  statue  of  a sailor  and  mermaid 
in  the  Sunset.  He  said  that  the  brass  or  copper  statue  had  been  stolen  and  only  the  base  remained.  He  also  said  there 
were  transparency  issues,  and  he  had  asked  that  meetings  be  televised.  He  said  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  now 
pays  $450  fora  police  officer  to  attend  the  Committee’s  meetings,  and  if  they  were  moved  to  City  Hall  that  cost  would 
be  unnecessary  because  the  Sheriffs  office  provides  security  in  City  Hall.  He  said  that  there  used  to  be  385  street 
artists,  and  now  there  are  far  fewer  paying  artists,  that  honorably  discharged  veterans  don’t  have  to  pay  the  fee,  and 
those  who  paid  it  in  the  past  have  received  refunds,  totaling  around  $40,000. 
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There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

5.  Overview  of  Arts  Commission  Facilites  at  401  Van  Ness  Avenue 

San  Francisco  Public  Works  Building  Design  and  Construction  Project  Manager  Tara  Lamont  discussed  the 
renovation  of  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building,  originally  opened  on  Armistice  Day  in  1932.  She  described  the 
deteriorated  condition  of  the  building  and  the  scope  of  the  renovation,  including  replacing  the  lead-plated  copper  roof 
with  zinc,  and  upgrades  for  seismic  safety  and  for  accessibility  under  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act.  She  noted 
the  importance  of  maintaining  the  historic  character  of  the  building  designed  by  Arthur  Brown,  Jr.,  who  also  designed 
the  Opera  House  and  City  Hall.  Ms.  Lamont  added  that  the  project  is  seeking  LEED  gold  certification,  and  noted  that 
the  budget  included  both  public  and  private  funds. 

Ms.  Lamont  described  some  of  the  new  spaces  and  named  the  tenants  in  addition  to  the  Arts  Commission  who  will 
occupy  the  building.  In  the  basement,  the  Arts  Commission  will  have  over  3200  climate-controlled  square  feet  for  the 
Civic  Art  Collection.  On  the  first  floor,  the  Arts  Commission  will  occupy  almost  4300  square  feet  for  Galleries  and 
meeting  rooms.  The  Arts  Commission  offices  will  occupy  about  6000  square  feet  on  the  north  side  of  the  third  floor, 
next  door  to  Grants  for  the  Arts,  which  will  move  from  City  Hall. 

Finally,  she  added  that  it  has  been  a great  pleasure  working  with  Mr.  DeCaigny,  Ms.  Krell  and  other  Arts  Commission 
staff.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  the  move  is  scheduled  for  September  1 1 . 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1 . Because  President  Beltran  had  been  unable  to  attend  the  Committee’s  last  meeting,  Vice  President 
Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  two  items  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  was  unable  to 
review  for  lack  of  a quorum  in  that  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  approved  the  selection  of 
internationally  renowned  artist  Joseph  Kosuth  for  the  first  project  for  the  Public  Art  Trust,  an  artwork  for 
the  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium,  and  approved  the  final  tile  design  for  an  artwork  by  Gee’s  Bend 
quilter  Louisiana  Bendolph  for  the  San  Francisco  Airport.  Vice  President  Schnair  added  that  the 
Executive  Committee  reviewed  these  items  to  allow  the  projects  to  continue  on  schedule. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

2.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Vice  President  Schnair  reported  that  the  Committee 
approved  a mural  project  on  Clement  Street.  She  reported  that  they  discussed  the  grants  cycle.  She 
praised  the  staff  for  their  work  on  simplifying  the  application  process.  She  added  that  Mr.  DeCaigny 
reported  on  the  artist  displacement  survey,  and  the  Committee  also  discussed  the  Arts  Education 
program  and  WritersCorps. 
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There  was  no  public  comment. 

Vice  President  Schnair  presented  the  following  motion.  Commissioner  Ordehana  recused  himself  from 
this  discussion  because  one  of  the  grantees,  the  Queer  Cultural  Center,  is  a short-term  leaseholder  of 
his  employer,  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Center.  He  left  the  room  at  3:00. 

Vice  President  Schnair  explained  that  the  advances  were  being  requested,  as  they  are  every  year,  to 
allow  the  Centers  to  operate  over  the  summer,  pending  approval  of  the  City’s  final  budget  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  motion  was  approved  unanimously  as  follows,  with  the  recusal 
of  Commissioner  Ordenana.

Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  $137,546 

SOMArts  Cultural  Center,  $179,133  (including  $153,705  to  SOMArts  Cultural  Center  and  $25,427  to 
Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center  as  sub-grantee  of  SOMArts  Cultural  Center) 

Commissioner  Ordehana  returned  to  the  room  at  3:02  p.m. 


3.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a 
relatively  brief  meeting,  reviewing  two  projects:  the  interim  Boarding  Area  B at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  and  the  signage  master  plan  for  Treasure  Island.  She  reported  that  the  Committee 
was  very  impressed  with  both.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  guidelines  for  the 
program,  and  reviewed  examples  of  projects  approved  at  each  phase  for  reference  by  design  teams. 

Commissioner  Woolford  added  that  the  Treasure  Island  plan  was  beautifully  presented,  and  as  both  a 
Commissioner  and  a San  Franciscan,  he  looked  forward  to  its  implementation. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Sklar,  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  was  not 
scheduled  to  meet  in  June,  and  he  introduced  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  Public  Policy 
graduate  Kate  Faust  to  present  her  comprehensive  evaluation  of  the  Street  Artists  Program. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  conducting  this  evaluation  and  bringing  the  program  into  alignment  with  the 
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strategic  plan  was  one  of  the  goals  in  the  plan,  and  added  that  the  Street  Artists  Committee  had  already 
seen  Ms.  Faust's  presentation. 

She  described  her  methods,  including  interviews  and  surveys  of  the  artists  conducted  in  English, 
Mandarin  and  Spanish.  She  described  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  program,  and  summarized 
statistics  about  the  artists  and  their  income.  She  reported  that  artists  reported  selling  an  average  of 
$1 0,000  or  more  per  year;  not  a living  wage,  but  dwarfing  the  $4,327  reported  average  income  for  all 
artists  in  a survey  of  Bay  Area  artists. 

One  of  the  challenges  she  described  is  that  the  screening  panel  is  tasked  only  with  evaluating  whether 
the  artist  can  make  the  items  for  which  they  are  licensed,  and  not  whether  they  actually  have  made  all 
the  items  they  sell,  or  the  quality  of  the  items  they  make,  or  whether  there  are  too  many  artists  in  the 
program  selling  one  or  another  kind  of  item.  Further,  the  Board  of  Appeals,  not  the  Arts  Commission  is 
the  final  authority  on  issuing  or  revoking  licenses.  She  reported  that  program  staff  spend  40%  or  more 
of  their  time  monitoring  artists  on  the  street,  and  explained  that  the  program  increasingly  serves  two 
divergent  groups:  artists  and  vendor-entepreneurs.  When  the  market  looks  more  like  a flea  market  than 
a fine  craft  market,  customers  are  unwilling  to  pay  the  requisite  prices  for  quality  artworks. 

Ms.  Faust  reviewed  several  recommendations  to  strengthen  the  program,  and  described  next  steps  in  a 
feasibility  study  she  is  currently  conducting,  whose  results  she  hopes  to  present  to  the  Street  Artists 
Committee  in  September. 

The  Commission  praised  her  work,  noting  that  street  artists  at  the  Committee  meeting  received  it  with 
enthusiasm,  and  the  Commission  discussed  how  the  recommendations  might  begin  to  be 
implemented. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Addario  said  that  the  street  artists  didn’t  see  the  report  before  the  day  of  the  Committee  meeting, 
and  said  there  would  be  a fight  against  implementation  of  the  recommendations,  and  changes  would 
have  to  go  to  the  ballot.  Fie  disputed  the  claim  that  artists  made  $10,000,  after  their  expenses;  he 
dismissed  the  amount  in  a city  where  houses  are  going  for  $1  million  over  the  asking  price  and  rents 
are  $3,000  and  $4,000;  and  he  criticized  paying  (for  staff)  $409,000  so  artists  can  make  $1 0,000.  Fie 
also  said  there  were  many  more  vendors,  and  that  fraud  was  a significant  problem.  Fie  thought  that 
people  who  left  the  program  should  be  debriefed  to  better  understand  the  problems,  and  thought 
someone  else,  like  Black  Rock  Foundation,  should  run  the  program. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

The  Commission  continued  its  discussion  of  the  program  and  Ms.  Faust’s  findings  and 
recommendations. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 


\ 


1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  didn’t  meet,  lacking  a quorum  for  the  first  time  in  a 
long  time. 
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She  presented  the  following  motion,  explaining  how  the  pool  of  artists  for  upcoming  public  art  projects 
is  evaluated  and  selected,  and  how  staff  conducts  outreach  and  technical  support  to  maximize  the 
diversity  of  the  applicants.  She  noted  that  the  budget  amount  for  projects  was  increased  in  an  effort  to 
attract  more  accomplished  artists  to  go  through  the  application  process. 

Commissioner  Collins  expressed  concern  about  his  ability  to  evaluate  the  long  list  of  artists  submitted, 
and  questioned  the  diversity  of  the  pool.  Other  Commissioners  and  staff  assured  him  that  staff  made 
significant  efforts  to  attract  a diverse  pool,  naming  some  of  the  artists  on  the  list,  and  pointed  out  that  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  and  the  full  Commission  would  have  the  opportunity  to  review  and  vote  on  any 
commissions  that  would  be  awarded  to  any  of  the  artists  named.  Mr.  DeCaigny  added  that  ACLS 
Fellow  Anh  Thang  Dao-Shah  will  be  working  on  evaluating  diversity  within  the  Public  Art  Program  as 
she  has  already  done  with  Community  Investments.  Staff  explained  in  more  detail  how  the  pool 
process  works  and  why  it  is  valuable.  Commissioner  Collins  reiterated  that  he  felt  unable  to  evaluate 
the  list  at  this  time.

2.  Public  Comment 

Joen  Madonna  of  ArtSpan  spoke  about  the  survey. 

Ann  Treboux  spoke  about  the  Street  Artists  Program,  and  the  recent  hearing  on  Manuel  Loli’s  license,  and 
requested  an  investigation. 

Ada  Chan  of  the  Filipino  Cultural  Heritage  District  spoke  about  the  5M  development  agreement,  expressing  her 
concerns  about  the  project.  She  urged  the  Commission  to  demand  improvements  to  the  agreement  and  not  simply 
accept  what  was  presented  to  them. 

Vinay  Patel,  Executive  Director  of  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center,  spoke  about  the  5M  development 
agreement.  While  he  recognized  the  historic  benefits  to  the  arts  in  the  agreement,  he  was  concerned  about 
displacement  and  insufficient  involvement  of  the  Filipino  community  in  decisionmaking.  He  urged  movement  on  the 
Filipino  Heritage  District.  He  was  also  concerned  about  the  Redlick  building. 

Andrew  Wood  spoke  against  the  5M  development,  arguing  that  the  developer  has  blatantly  disregarded  the 
community,  and  recalling  the  danger  to  the  arts  in  the  dot-com  boom  fifteen  years  ago.  He  asked  the  Commission 
to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  arts  as  well  as  the  broader  constituency. 

Truong  Tran  said  that  he  was  a displaced  artist  from  the  Redlick  Building  and  was  grateful  for  the  support  of  the 
Commission.  He  said  that  artists  were  misrepresented  and  not  consulted,  and  he  talked  abou  the  impact  of 
displacement  of  artists  as  well  as  communities  of  color  and  working-class  communities. 

Sharon  Steuer  said  that  she  was  an  endangered  Mission  artist  who  helped  solicit  responses  to  the  survey.  She 
said  that  the  arts  are  not  just  static  pieces  purchased  from  artists  in  other  cities,  but  that  performances  and 
community  make  San  Francisco  vibrant.  She  advocated  a long-term  cultural  plan. 


Commissioner  Frankel  entered  the  room  at  1:30. 

Skot  Kuiper  of  SPACE  said  he  was  eager  to  hear  about  the  displacement  survey  and  that  there  was  a crisis  in 
low-income  housing  not  only  for  artists,  but  for  educators  and  others.  He  said  that  he  has  advocated  for  the  Filipino 
community,  and  appreciates  what  Forest  City  has  done,  but  doesn’t  like  to  see  artists  pitted  against  the  community. 
He  called  the  Cultural  Center  process  a beacon,  and  advocated  for  arts  and  culture  uses  of  City-owned  properties. 

Marisa  Vela,  a displaced  Redlick  Building  artist,  said  that  cultural  placemaking  was  trendy,  but  without  involvement 
by  artists,  in  the  end,  the  area  would  convert  to  high-end  and  office  space. 

Lorna  Velasco  of  Bindlestiff  said  it  was  disconcerting  that  the  cultural  benefits  of  the  5M  project  were  not  going  to 
organizations  working  for  25  years  in  the  area.  She  said  that  Bindlestiff  had  been  creating  theater  on  Sixth  Street 
since  1987,  and  that  after  being  kicked  out  of  their  space,  it  took  ten  years  to  bounce  back  and  return.  She  talked 
about  the  vibrant  SOMA  arts  organization,  said  that  arts  and  culture  leaders  needed  to  be  at  the  table  when 
decisions  are  made,  and  asked  about  the  housing  for  people  already  in  the  neighborhood. 

Mike  Roddy  explained  that  he  grew  up  in  San  Francisco  and  talked  about  going  to  Cal  in  the  1960s.  He  proposed  a 
climate  museum  of  12,000  square  feet  south  of  Mission,  and  referred  the  Commission  to  his  work  online  at 
greenframe. 
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There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


3.  Approval  of  Minutes 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  began  his  report  by  saying  that  staff  and  the  Commission  take  the  public  comments  very  seriously 
and  will  take  them  into  account  in  future  agendas. 

He  invited  the  Commission  and  the  public  to  the  ribbon-cutting  and  rededication  of  the  War  Memorial  Veterans 
Building  at  401  Van  Ness,  at  11 :30  on  September  16,  and  to  register  for  self-guided  tours  of  the  building  that  day, 
as  well  as  the  following  Friday  and  Saturday.  He  thanked  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  for  the  capital 
investment  that  brings  the  Arts  Commission  offices  and  Galleries  into  the  building. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  several  staff  changes,  introducing  City  Hall  Fellow  Aman  Falol,  and  bidding  farewell  to 
Public  Art  and  Collections  Registrar  Anne  Marie  Purkey  Levine  and  Community  Investments  Program  Associate 
Weston  Teruya,  who  will  soon  have  a residency  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts;  he  thanked  them  for  their 
years  of  service  at  the  Arts  Commission. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  announced  the  October  15  deadline  for  grant  applications,  and  upcoming  technical  assistance 
workshops.  He  thanked  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  for  the  historic  50%  increase  in  grant  funding.  He  added  that 
grant  guidelines  and  applications  were  posted  on  the  Arts  Commission’s  website. 

Finally,  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  he  and  Deputy  Director  Krell,  along  with  other  City  staff  representing  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure  visited  an  artist  housing 
project  in  Sacramento,  to  learn  about  the  financing  structure,  the  artist  selection  process  and  other  elements,  and 
how  this  model  might  inform  the  creation  of  affordable  artist  housing  in  San  Francisco. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


5.  Presentation  by  Entertainment  Commission  Executive  Director 

San  Francisco  San  Francisco  Entertainment  Commission  Director  Jocelyn  Kane,  with  the  assistance  of  Deputy 
Director  Maggie  Weiland,  gave  a brief  overview  of  the  Entertainment  Commission,  its  history  and  activities,  and 
how  it  relates  to  other  City  agencies.  Ms.  Kane  discussed  the  tension  between  regulating  and  addressing  bad 
actors  and  promoting  a safe  and  vibrant  entertainment  culture  in  San  Francisco.  She  discussed  their  efforts  in 
creating  new  kinds  of  permits  for  limited  live  entertainment,  tailored  for  smaller,  quieter  performances  like  poetry 
readings,  as  distinct  from  nightclub  performances.  She  discussed  the  entertainment  summits  they  have  held,  and 
efforts  to  work  with  the  trade  organizations  and  small  business  owners,  as  well  as  with  the  Police  Department.  She 
emphasized  the  importance  of  studies  to  document  the  economic  impact  of  the  entertainment  sector.  She 
discussed  both  nightlife  and  “daylife”  activities  such  as  festivals,  and  how  inspectors  from  her  office  work  on 
compliance  with  sound  limits  and  other  regulations.  She  discussed  the  Entertainment  Commission’s  work  with 
Supervisor  Breed  on  a nightlife  compatibility  ordinance  to  help  entertainment  venues  to  be  good  neighbors,  and  to 
address  potential  conflicts  as  early  as  possible  in  the  development  process.  Finally,  she  discussed  street 
performers,  noting  that  they  were  somewhat  similar  to  the  street  artists  in  the  Arts  Commission’s  program,  and  she 
looked  forward  to  discussing  how  the  Entertainment  Commission  might  leam  from  that  program. 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  Ms.  Kane  and  Ms.  Weiland,  and  noted  that  the  Arts  Commission  funds  neighborhood 
festivals,  which  sometimes  face  permitting  challenges;  he  looked  forward  to  working  with  her  on  improving  that 
process. 

The  Commission  also  thanked  Ms.  Kane  and  Ms.  Weiland,  and  they  asked  about  economic  impact,  the  good 
neighbor  policy,  whether  the  Entertainment  Commission  was  addressing  the  displacement  of  musicians  from  San 
Francisco,  zoning  and  other  concerns.  Commissioner  Moore  noted  that  the  Planning  Commission  has  asked  for 
better  disclosure  from  developers  to  forestall  neighbors’  complaints. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  T reboux  said  that  street  artists  and  performers  are  completely  different. 

Another  speaker  said  that  rehearsal  space  for  musicians  is  scarce,  and  that  nobody  wants  it  near  them. 

Another  speaker,  affiliated  with  CELLspace,  said  there  were  large  areas  of  the  city  where  one  couldn’t  get  a permit, 
particularly  for  small  and  nonprofit  arts  organizations.  He  thought  the  limited  live  performance  permit  was  a great 
step,  though  it  was  still  inadequate  for  theater  and  smaller  events.  Finally,  he  said  the  permit  process  had  been 
improved,  and  he  called  the  Entertainment  Commission  “awesome.” 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

6.  Individual  Artists  Space  Need  Analysis  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  invited  Commissioner  Moore  to  discuss  how  the  Planning  Commission  has  addressed  the  need  for 
space  for  artists  and  others.  She  suggested  the  possibility  of  a joint  session.  She  described  the  displacement  of 
workers  and  artists  as  a state  of  emergency,  and  described  the  actions  taken  by  the  Planning  Commission. 
Referring  to  the  Eastern  Neighborhood  Area  Plan,  she  reported  that  they  had  rezoned  a large  area  for 
Production/Distribution/Repair  (“PDR”)  activities,  which  includes  a variety  of  arts  and  culture  uses.  She  reported 
that  Planning  focuses  on  enforcement  and  recognizes  the  challenges  of  affordability;  she  cited  the  development  of 
the  Mission  Action  Plan  and  the  engagement  of  artists  and  arts  organizations. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  asked  Communications  Director  Kate  Patterson-Murphy  and  ACLS  Fellow  Dr.  Anh  Thang  Dao-Shah 
to  present  the  findings  of  the  Arts  Commission  survey  of  artist  space  neeeds.  They  reviewed  the  impetus  for  the 
survey  in  the  anecdotal  evidence  of  artist  displacement,  and  described  the  structure  of  the  survey  and  its 
distribution.  Dr.  Dao-Shah  reviewed  the  findings,  discussing  the  respondents,  their  space  needs  and  challenges 
and  information  about  displacement  from  both  workspaces  and  living  spaces. 

Commissioner  Moore  left  the  meeting  during  this  presentation. 

Finally,  Ms.  Patterson-Murphy  thanked  the  artists  present  at  this  meeting  who  helped  with  the  survey. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked  Dr.  Dao-Shah  and  Ms.  Patterson-Murphy.  He  pointed  out  that  Creative  Space  Grants  will  be 
increased  by  100%,  and  he  discussed  the  average  cost  per  square  foot  in  regard  to  determining  what  is  market 
rate  and  what  is  below  market  rate.  He  also  noted  that  many  of  the  artists  who  responded  work  in  two-dimensional 
media,  and  that  the  agency  also  wanted  to  hear  from  performing  artists.  The  Commission  discussed  the  report  and 
what  resources  were  currently  available  or  might  be  developed  to  address  the  availability  and  affordability  of 
space. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Steuer  asked  the  Commission  to  advocate  for  artists. 
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John  Elberling  of  the  TODCO  Group  distributed  information,  and  predicted  a very  alarming  mass  exodus  in  the  next 
few  years,  as  people  are  displaced. 

Cheyenne  Concepcion  of  TODCO  discussed  research  they  did  on  artist  spaces  in  the  South  of  Market  (“SOMA”) 
area,  noting  that  only  a small  portion  of  the  arts  space  in  use  is  owned  outright  by  the  artist  or  arts  organization, 
and  most  of  that  is  in  the  SOMArts  Cultural  Center.  She  said  that  large  new  projects  have  space  for  artists,  and  that 
development  agreements  were  required  to  provide  it.  She  added  that  in  their  survey,  many  said  that  a rent  increase 
of  $.025  or  $.50  per  square  foot  would  push  them  out  of  their  spaces. 

Mr.  Kuiper  sand  that  a great  deal  of  space  has  been  lost  in  San  Francisco,  and  more  will  be  lost  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  He  described  Root  Division’s  and  ArtSpan’s  new  spaces  in  dormant  buildings  as  successes,  and  said  that 
living  space  was  also  critical;  he  referred  the  Commission  to  the  example  of  the  Tannery  in  Santa  Cruz,  and  he 
thought  the  provision  of  PDR  space  on  the  first  floor  of  a building  was  a great  option. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


7.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Visual  Arts  Committee— Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  great  artwork  recently  installed  at  San 
Francisco  Airport,  and  she  praised  Arts  Commission  staff.  She  noted  that  these  commissions  had 
allowed  two  local  artists  to  work  at  a scale,  and  in  a medium,  they  had  not  used  before,  and 
President  Beltran  pointed  out  that  these  opportunities  allowed  them  to  become  finalists  for  major 
public  art  projects  in  other  cities. 

Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  had  approved  finalists  for  Moscone  Center 
artworks,  and  that  their  proposals  would  be  on  view  for  public  comment  later  in  the  year. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

2.  Closed  Session — Conference  with  Legal  Counsel  for  Anticipated  Litigation  Regarding  Use  of  Film 
Stills  in  Proposed  Art  on  Market  Street  Installation  (up  to  two  cases). 

1 . President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment  on  the  closed  session;  there  was  no  public 
comment. 

2.  The  Commission  voted  unanimously  to  hold  closed  session  to  confer  with  legal  counsel 
under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.10(d)  and  California  Government  Code 
Section  54956.9(d)(2). 

3.  The  Commission  met  in  closed  session  beginning  at  3:23  p.m.,  pursuant  to  Government 
Code  Sections  54956.9(d)(2)  and  54956.9(e)(2)  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Section  67.10(d). 

In  addition  to  Commissioners  Beltran,  Schnair,  Chew,  Collins,  Frankel,  Keehn,  Ordenana, 
Shiota  and  Woolford,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Susan  Dawson,  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Tom 
DeCaigny  and  Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie  remained  for  the  closed  session. 
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4.  The  Commission  reconvened  in  open  session  at  4:03  p.m.,  and  made  no  report  on  action 
taken  in  closed  session  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  54957.1(a)(2)  and  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.12(b)(2).

1.  President  Beltran  reported  that  Mr.  DeCaigny  had  reported  on  the  budget  process,  and  that  the 
Committee  formally  accepted  several  donations  to  the  agency,  as  well  as  approving  an  action 
regarding  the  Market  Street  Prototyping  Festival. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

4.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Shiota  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
approved  the  hiring  of  WritersCorps  teachers,  and  approved  the  grant  guidelines. 

There  was  no  public  comment.

Consent  to  5M  Project  Development  Agreement  Arts  Program 

In  consideration  for  the  many  members  of  the  public  in  attendance  to  make  public  comment,  President  Beltran  took 
this  item  out  of  order. 


Mr.  DeCaigny  introduced  the  5M  project  and  the  proposed  role  of  the  Arts  Commission,  and  directed  the 
Commission’s  attention  to  Exhibit  H,  regarding  the  arts  and  culture  program,  for  which  the  Commission's  consent  was 
being  requested.  He  introduced  Project  Manager  Anne  Taupierofthe  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
to  review  the  project.  She  discussed  the  project,  the  draft  development  agreement  and  community  benefits,  and  the 
process  of  required  hearings  and  approvals  by  several  City  bodies,  including  the  Planning  Commission,  with  final 
hearing  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  She  added  that  all  of  the  obligations  in  the  draft  agreement  run 
with  the  land  in  case  of  a sale.  She  discussed  the  arts  program  and  community  benefits,  including  the  donation  of  the 
t Dempster  Building,  at  447  Minna  Street,  to  the  Community  Arts  Stabilization  Trust  (“CAST’)  along  with  funds  to 

renovate  it  for  nonprofit  arts  and  culture  organizations,  as  well  as  the  donation  of  funds  for  arts  programming  to  be 
distributed  by  the  Arts  Commission  in  the  form  of  competitive  grants. 
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Mr.  DeCaigny  invited  the  Executive  Director  of  CAST,  Moy  Eng  to  describe  the  organization.  She  explained  how  the 
organization  was  born,  to  help  save,  preserve  and  create  affordable,  below-market  spaces  for  artists  and  arts 
organizations.  She  named  CAST’s  funders,  and  described  some  of  its  first  successful  projects.  She  discussed  some  of 
the  goals  for  447  Minna,  and  CAST’s  next  steps,  including  facilitating  discussions  within  the  community  over  several 
months  about  how  best  to  use  this  resource.  The  Commission  asked  about  community  outreach  and  involvement,  and 
discussed  the  valuation  of  the  building  and  other  elements  of  the  plan.  The  Commission  also  discussed  the  proposed 
Filipino  Cultural  District.  Mr.  DeCaigny  pointed  out  the  many  additional  steps  before  funds  are  actually  disbursed,  and 
that  the  actual  dollar  amounts  allocated  will  be  based  on  a percentage  of  hard  construction  costs  and  thus  can't  be 
specified  today.  He  added  that  the  funds  won't  be  available  for  several  years,  giving  ample  time  for  a structured  and 
formal  community  engagement  process. 

The  Commission  discussed  proposed  amendments  to  Exhibit  H,  striking  Paragraph  B(2)(a)  and  amending  Paragraph 
B(2)(b)  to  distribute  100%  of  the  Arts  Programming  Funds  through  the  Arts  Commission;  amending  the  last  sentence 
of  Paragraph  (B)(2)(b)  to  strike  the  requirement  for  matching  grants;  and  amending  Paragraph  (B)(3)  to  award  Non- 
Profit  Arts  Facilities  Funds  to  a nonprofit  organization  through  a competitive  process  rather  than  specifying  the 
Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund  (“NCCLF”).  They  emphasized  the  need  for  community  voices  to  be  heard, 
and  for  a thorough  and  deliberative  process  for  allocating  funds. 

The  Commission  also  asked  about  jobs  created  by  the  project  and  what  was  currently  on  the  site. 

President  Beltran  called  for  public  comment. 

Public  Comment: 

Speakers  included:  Aureen  Almario,  Hayato  Yoshida  and  Don  Wood,  all  of  Bindlestiff  Studio;  TJ  Basa  of  Kearny  Street 
Workshop  and  Bindlestiff  Studio,  Jason  Bayani  of  Kearny  Street  Workshop,  Randy  Rollison  of  Intersection  for  the  Arts, 
Josette  Melcher,  Ada  Chan  of  the  Pilipino  Heritage  District/FADF,  Vinay  Patel  of  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural 
Center,  Lorna  Velasco  of  Bindlestiff,  Shelley  Trott  of  CAST,  and  Jericho  Saria,  Julie  Kuwabara  and  Chris  Hunt  of 
Bindlestiff,  and  Dr.  Eric  Peto  of  San  Francisco  State  University.  They  spoke  about  their  histories  and  experiences  with 
the  nonprofit  organizations  in  the  project  area  and  the  importance  of  supporting  the  Filipino  community,  and  the 
families,  in  the  district,  and  some  expressed  support  for  implementation  of  a Filipino  Cultural  Heritage  District.  Others 
expressed  thanks  for  the  support  of  CAST  and  NCCLF. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

The  Commission  expressed  appreciation  for  the  public  comment.  Mr.  DeCaigny  and  President  Beltran  reviewed  the 
proposed  amendments  listed  above  and  called  for  a vote.  The  motion  was  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  began  his  report  by  announcing  that  the  Hewlett  Foundation  recently  awarded  a prestigious  grant  of 
$200,000  to  the  African  American  Theater  Alliance  for  Independence  (“AATAIN”),  composed  of  five  resident 
organizations  at  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex.  The  funds  will  be  used  to  address  technology 
infrastructure  and  audience  development. 

He  announced  the  Galleries’  exhibition  O Glorious  City,  featuring  100  works  celebrating  the  centennial  of  City  Hall  by 
Jeremy  Fish,  City  Hall’s  first  artist  in  residence;  the  reception  will  be  a birthday  party  for  City  Hall  on  November  19, 
with  signed  prints  available.  He  added  that  several  public  programs  are  commemorating  the  centennial. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  he  had  joined  several  arts  colleagues  in  welcoming  Ireland’s  President  Michael  Higgins 
and  First  Lady  Sabina  Coyne;  both  have  impressive  arts  and  culture  accomplishments.  Mr.  DeCaigny  thanked 
American  Conservatory  Theater  for  hosting  the  luncheon  for  the  group. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  public  dedication  on  November  21  of  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  acute  trauma 
facility,  with  its  outstanding  new  public  art;  a reception  for  the  artists  is  planned  for  March,  2016. 

He  also  announced  the  publication  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors’  Budget  and  Legislative  Analyst’s  report  regarding  the 
public  art  program,  which  is  posted  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

website:http://www.sfbos.org/Modules/ShowDocument.aspx?documentid=54104.  The  Visual  Arts  Committee  will 
discuss  the  report  at  its  next  meeting,  and  an  overview  will  be  presented  to  the  full  Commission. 

Finally,  he  reported  that  he  and  SF  Travel’s  Howard  Prickett  will  be  representing  San  Francisco  at  the  World  Cities 
Culture  Forum  in  London  at  the  invitation  of  Boris  Johnson,  Mayor  of  London.  Other  United  States  cities  participating 
are  Los  Angeles,  New  York  and  Austin,  Texas.  The  forum  will  publish  a report  on  arts  and  culture  in  the  thirty-two 
global  cities  participating. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


5.  Nomination  and  Election  of  Arts  Commission  Officers 

Nominating  Committee  Chair  Charles  Collins  reported  on  the  Committee’s  recent  meeting,  reviewing  the  nomination 
process.  He  reported  that  the  Committee  expressed  strong  confidence  in  and  great  appreciation  for  the  Commission’s 
leadership,  and  also  discussed  the  importance  of  developing  leadership  experience,  mentoring  and  “bench  strength" 
throughout  the  Commission.  He  presented  the  Committee’s  nominated  slate,  Commissioner  JD  Beltran  as  President, 
and  Commissioner  Roberto  Ordenana  as  Vice  President. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reiterated  his  confidence  in  the  Commission’s  leadership,  and  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  them  to  advance  cultural  policy  in  San  Francisco.  President  Beltran  thanked  the  Commission 
for  the  opportunity  to  serve.  She  thanked  Vice  President  Schnair  for  her  service,  and  pointed  to  the  experience  of 
Commissioner  Melania  as  past  Vice  President  and  Commissioner  Sklar  as  past  President  as  resources  for  the 
Commission.  Vice  President  Schnair,  too,  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  serve,  and  the  Commission 
discussed  the  nominations. 

Commissioner  Frankel  nominated  JD  Beltran  as  President  and  Roberto  Ordenana  as  Vice  President,  and  Vice 
President  Schnair  seconded.  There  was  no  public  comment,  and  they  were  elected  unanimously. 
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Commissioner  Ordenana  thanked  the  Commission  for  its  vote  of  confidence,  and  thanked  his  predecessors  for  their 
leadership.  He  praised  the  dedication  and  commitment  of  Commissioners  who  serve  the  City  as  volunteers,  and 
commended  the  Director,  Deputy  Director  and  staff,  and  looked  forward  to  working  more  closely  with  everyone. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  noted  that  the  bylaws  were  silent  as  to  exactly  when  new  terms  begin,  and  that  he  was  working  with  the 
City  Attorney’s  office  to  address  that  in  the  revision  of  the  bylaws.  In  the  meantime,  the  new  terms  will  begin  January  1 , 
and  he  noted  that  there  may  be  changes  in  Committee  memberships  then  as  well. 


6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 


1 .  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1 . Committee  Chair  Melania  reported  that  the  Committee  was  thrilled  to  hold  the  inaugural  meeting  in  the 
new  offices  at  401  Van  Ness.  She  reported  that  they  approved  additional  panelists,  and  added  that 
several  members  of  the  staff  attended  the  recent  national  conference  of  Grantmakers  in  the  Arts. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 


1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  agreed  with 
the  comments  about  the  new  building.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  held  a marathon  meeting 
lasting  more  than  five  hours,  with  eleven  projects.  She  listed  some  of  the  highlights,  including  two 
neighborhood-driven  projects,  the  Geneva  Car  Barn  and  Noe  Valley  Town  Square.  She  reported  that 
these  were  initiated  by  neighborhood  groups  with  support  from  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department 
and  other  departments,  and  from  the  district  Supervisors. 

In  response  to  a request  from  Vice  President  Schnair,  Mr.  DeCaigny  said  that  a special  presentation  of 
a few  notable  recent  projects  would  be  on  the  full  Commission’s  agenda  in  the  next  few  months. 


3.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Keehn  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  several  public-private  collaborations, 
including  a developer-funded  artwork  at  Ringold  Alley,  temporary  artwork  in  Hayes  Valley,  and  the  Noe 
Valley  Town  Square.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  approved  a temporary  art  plan  for  Treasure 
Island,  noting  that  Public  Art  Trust  and  Special  Projects  Director  Jill  Manton  was  working  on  an  arts 
masterplan  for  Treasure  Island.  The  Commission  expressed  interest  in  seeing  a presentation  on  this 
very  large  and  significant  development  of  a new  community. 

Commissioner  Chew  added  that  the  Committee  had  appproved  a project  bringing  art  to  the  interior  of 
Muni  buses,  and  encouraged  everyone  to  look  for  the  artworks.

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

There  was  no  public  comment,  and  the  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  as  follows.

3.  General  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


4.  Director’s  Report 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  several  new  art  installations  at  San  Francisco  Airport,  and  showed  images  of  them.  He 
explained  that  this  was  the  first  public  art  commission  for  more  than  half  of  the  artists,  and  for  others,  the  first  time 
their  work  was  translated  to  a different  and  more  durable  medium  (e.g.  glass,  ceramic,  aluminum);  the  Arts 
Commission  thus  provided  significant  support  for  the  professional  development  of  the  artists,  including  several  local 
artists.  He  discussed  some  of  the  press  coverage,  and  Commissioner  Shelby  said  that  he  flew  into  SFO  earlier  in 
the  day  and  was  proud  to  see  the  artwork.  President  Beltran  added  that  some  of  the  artists  were  now  finalists  for 
major  public  art  commissions  in  other  cities.  The  Commission  applauded  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan 
Pontious  and  staff  for  their  work. 

Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  on  his  trip  to  London  for  the  World  Cities  Culture  Forum,  representing  San  Francisco  with 
San  Francisco  Travel  Vice  President  Howard  Pickett,  at  the  invitation  of  London  Mayor  Boris  Johnson.  He 
described  the  forum  and  the  panel  on  which  he  spoke,  noting  that  many  world  cities  face  issues  similar  to  those  in 
San  Francisco  regarding  the  relationship  between  economic  growth  and  arts  and  culture.  He  referred  everyone  to 
the  Forum’s  website  for  its  report,  and  he  thanked  ACLS  Public  Fellow  Dr.  Anh  Thang  Dao-Shah  for  her  research. 

Commissioner  Woolford  left  the  meeting  at  2:15  p.m. 

Finally,  Mr.  DeCaigny  introduced  Jennifer  Correia,  the  new  Project  Manager  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  Public 
Art  Program,  and  briefly  described  her  background. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


5.  Budget  and  Legislative  Analyst’s  Report  on  the  City’s  Public  Art  Programs 

Mr.  DeCaigny  explained  that  Supervisor  Jane  Kim  had  requested  the  Board’s  Budget  and  Legislative  Analyst  to 
report  on  the  City’s  public  art  programs.  He  introduced  Julian  Metcalf  and  Hampton  Smith  of  the  Budget  and  and 
Legislative  Analyst’s  office,  who  described  their  report  on  both  programs:  2%  for  art  in  public  construction,  and  1% 
for  art  in  private  construction  in  certain  zones.  They  presented  their  findings  in  detail,  including  a discussion  of  the 
differences  between  the  two  programs  regarding  funding,  the  variety  of  artworks  funded  and  where  they  are 
located,  and  an  overview  of  comparable  programs  in  several  other  cities.  They  also  discussed  the  Public  Art  T rust, 
created  by  the  2012  amendment  of  the  Planning  Code. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  report  in  detail,  and  asked  about  how  the  report  might  influence  policy.  The 
Commission  also  asked  staff  for  more  information  on  the  Public  Art  Trust.  They  discussed  the  tension  between 
commissioning  visual  art  projects  and  performing  arts  projects  with  funds  generated  by  development.  Finally,  the 
Commission  asked  staff  to  request  more  detailed  data  from  the  Planning  Department  on  the  1%-for-art  projects, 
and  their  process  for  determining  the  dollar  amount  of  the  1 %. 
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There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee — JD  Beltran,  Chair 

1 . President  Beltran  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  budget  report,  and  held  a closed 
session  for  the  performance  review  of  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.  She  thanked  staff  and 
Commissioners  who  responded  to  the  survey,  and  noted  that  as  a personnel  matter,  the  review  was 
confidential;  still,  she  said  that  the  general  sentiment  was  that  Mr.  DeCaigny’s  performance  was 
outstanding.  Mr.  DeCaigny  reported  that  the  Mayor’s  office  has  requested  five-year  strategic  goals 
from  department  heads,  and  said  that  he  will  report  these  back  to  the  Commission.  He  added  that 
the  appreciates  the  opportunity  to  work  with  both  the  Commission  and  the  staff.

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 . In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed 
several  projects,  including  the  location  of  several  cell  phone  antennas,  the  renovation  of  the  Balboa 
Park  swimming  pool,  two  public/private  collaborations  at  Oak  Plaza  and  Eagle  Plaza,  and  the 
renovation  of  a 1980s  parking  structure  with  a prominent  neon  public  artwork. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

3.  Street  Artists  Committee — Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

1 . Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  four  additional  selling  spaces  near 
Drumm  Street,  and  had  a final  presentation  by  researcher  Kate  Faust  of  her  recommendations  on 
aligning  the  program  with  the  agency’s  overall  strategic  plan.  The  Committee  will  discuss  the 
recommendations  at  future  meetings. 

Commissioner  Chew  encouraged  everyone  to  do  their  holiday  shopping  with  the  street  artists, 
adding  that  many  have  beautiful  handmade  art  for  sale.

4.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Dorka  Keehn,  Chair
